A contempory writes of the hobby 
of Eugene Sitterley, New York pub- 
lisher, who rides two unusual hob- 
bies. In his office on Fourth Avenue 
he has the largest collection of for- 
eign telephone directories in the 
world. The New York Telephone Co. 
and the New York Public Library 
have great directory libraries, but 
they are mostly from American cities 
and foreign cities in direct telephone 
communication with New York. 


Sitterley’s collection includes a fair 
representation of American cities, 
but is unmatched in the extent of 
foreign territory covered. His Amer- 
ican Samoa directory is printed on 
one sheet, designed to be tacked on 
the wall. There are directories of 
Greek cities, including Athens, print- 
ed in Roman characters. The same is 
true of Tokyo, Shanghai, Berlin and 
many other cities that ordinarily use 
characters distinctly their own. 
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Sitterly doesn’t collect these things 
for fun merely, though he gets a lot 
of entertainment out of them. The 
Sitterly magazines on world and 
business affairs circulate in foreign 
countries. They include commercial 
reports of all countries. In collecting 
information for these reports, the 
magazine staffs are constantly in 
touch with merchants, manufacturers 
and shippers all over the world. The 
directories are essential to this work. 


Another hobby of the magazine 
man is the Savannah, first steam- 
ship to cross the Atlantic Ocean. 


The Savannah used steam and sail. 
She crossed from Savannah, Ga., 
to Liverpool in 27 days, in 1819. 


In his. study of the history of the 
Savannah, Sitterley has found that 
most public records concerning the 
ship and her voyage are in error. 


The Savannah, 320 gross tons, was 
26 feet beam, 100 feet long, and was 
the wonder of the age.

PART I 


The circus sideshow with its varie- 
ty of attractions has provided a liber- 
al amount of items for the circusiana 
collection and has provided some cir- 
cus enthusiasts with fields of specia- 
lization in circus material. 

In the beginning of the circus in 
America, there was no_ sideshow. 
Such attractions as appeared in later 
years behind a banner line on the 
circus midway were limited to per- 
manent or traveling museums in 
those years when the circus was cap- 
turing the imagination of the Ameri- 
can people. 

It was P. T. Barnum, whose name 
has long been associated with the 
circus, despite his limited attention 
to that type of endeavor, ‘who popu- 
larized the exhibition of so-called 
oddities and entertainers encounter- 
ed in the circus sideshow. 

But it was in his museums in 
Bridgeport, Conn., Philadelphia and 
New York, that these attractions 
made their first public appearances. 
P. T. Barnum lent his name to the 
“Asiatic Caravan, Museum and Men- 
agerie”’ which went on tour in 1851, 
featuring General Tom Thumb, the 
midget Barnum made famous, and 
Mr. Nellis, the man without arms, 
who loaded and fired pistols and 
shot arrows from. bows with his toes. 
But the Asiatic Caravan was not a 
circus in the true sense of the word. 

Gen. Tom Thumb was so widely 
publicized that Seth B. Howes pre- 
sented him as a feature of his men- 
agerie and circus on its 1855 tour, 
but he made his appearance in the 
circus arena, and not in an annex or 
sideshow. 

When W. C. Coup launched P. T. 
Barnum’s Great Travelling Museum, 
Menagerie, Caravan and Hippodrome 
for the season of 1871, the museum 
or sideshow, was the first attraction 
of its kind directly connected with a 
circus.

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Thus it is interesting to know the 
attractions ‘which made up the feat- 
ures of this first circus sideshow. 
First there was Mons. Goliath, adver- 
tised as eight feet, 10 inches high, 
which was undoubtedly an exaggera- 
tion. Other features included Admir- 
al Dot, the California dwarf, 25 inch- 
es tall 13 years old and weighing 15 
pounds; Infant Esau, or bearded 
child, a little girl “literally covered 
with hair, mustache and side whisk- 
ers;? Miss Anna Locke the woman 
born without arms — sews, stitches, 
crochets, knits and embroiders with 
her feet; live Digger Indians from 
the Yosemite valley; Powers’ Greek 
slave, Siamese twins, the Cardiff 
Giant, Sleeping Beauty, the Last 
Supper, and the Dying Zouave, some 
of them features of Barnum’s Muse- 
um for many years past. 


Other circuses soon followed suit. 
In 1878, W. W. Cole‘s Famous New 
York and New Orleans Circus, 
featured its “Congress of Living 
Wonders,” with the principal at- 
traction Capt. and Mrs. M. V. Bates, 
giant couple. A booklet giving the 
history of the couple with several 
line drawings of them in various 
poses, ‘was sold in the sideshow tent, 
beginning a custom that has existed 
through the years. 


Hundreds of sideshow attractions 
have been pictured on postcards and 
their life histories told in booklets 
which have been sold by the per- 
formers themselves to the crowds 
that have gathered about the plat- 
form. on which they were exhibited. 

Sideshow attractions may roughly 
be grouped into four classes. First 
and foremost are the freaks of nature 
who have usually commanded the 
most attention and publicity and 
have been considered the most im- 
portant features of circus sideshows. 


These freaks of nature include 
giants, dwarfs and midgets, double- 
bodied persons, Siamese twins, arm- 
less persons, legless individuals, and 
numerous others upon whom nature 
has played queer tricks. 


In the second class are the side- 
show entertainers, which include ma- 
gicians, ventriloquists, glass blowers, 
sword swallowers, glass eaters, con- 
tortionists, lion “fighters”, and num- 
erous others. 


The third group includes perform- 
ers who, talented or not, participate 
in illusions, produced with mirrors as 
a rule. These include the headless 
woman, the human head without a 
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body; Spidora, the woman’s head on 
a spider’s body, which are usually 
presented as illusions and nothing 
more. 

And finally there are the artificial 
attractions, such as the famed Bar- 
num Cardiff giant; four-legged indi- 
viduals, actually two persons creat- 
ing an illusion; and numerous others 
which have been faked and passed 
off as legitimate features. 


In considering the sideshow, it 
must be remembered that the same 
kind of attraction is carried with 
many carnivals as is found on the 
circus midway. And there are many 
freaks of nature and other sideshow 
performers who have never been as- 
sociated with circuses. 


The circusiana collector who is me- 
ticulous about his collection pieces, 
does not care to include in his side- 
show memorabilia, pictures, heralds, 
booklets and other material dealing 
with sideshow attractions that have 
never traveled with circuses. 


Gen. Tom Thumb is an example. 
While he traveled extensively as an 
attraction ‘with museums, in his long 
career before the public he was con- 
nected with a circus no more than 
two years. Many other sideshow at- 
tractions whom P. T. Barnum dis- 
covered and widely publicized, were 
never with a circus or traveled but a 
brief time with them. 


Circusiana collectors have learned 
further; that a number of dwarfs and 
midgets, capitalizing upon the spot- 
light of attention thrown upon little 
people by Barnum’s exploitation, had 
photographs of themselves made in 
quantities, backed with brief bio- 
graphical sketches, which they sold 
to sidewalk gatherings attracted to 
the tiny folks when they made ap- 
pearances on city streets. 


In the early years of circus side- 
shows, most attractions were adver- 
tised in the circus publicity releases, 
on posters and in newspaper adver- 
tisements, and many were the show- 
goers disappointed when they found 
these attractions not in the circus 
performance proper, but seen only 
by the payment of an additional ad- 
mission fee to the sideshow tent. 


In later years, the larger circuses 
have refrained from any reference 
to their sideshow features in publici- 
ty material, depending upon their 
midway barkers and banner lines to 
publicize the sideshow attractions. 


And for a number of years, Ring- 
ling Brothers and Barnum and Bailey 
circus, when showing in Madison 
Square Garden, had a “parade of the 
freaks,” a number on the regular 
circus program, when the sideshow 
oddities paraded the hippodrome 
track. In the case of some attrac- 
tions, too, it was the circus’ policy 
to show sideshow freaks in the men- 
agerie tent that were widely publiciz- 
ed in their promotion material. 


In the next installment, I shall dis- 
cuss some of the famous sideshow 
attractions through the years, which 
have provided circusiana collectors 
with much interesting material. 
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An Inspiring Word 


Arthur C. Patker, Director Emer- 
itus, of the Rochester, N. Y., Museum 
of Arts and Sciences, makes some 
significant statements in a recent is- 
sue of the Museum’s bulletin. He says: 

“We like some words more than 
others, just as we like one insigne for 
its appealing qualities more than an- 
other. Much depends upon how a 
word has been employed through the 
ages and whether, historically it has 
ever presented our ethnic group to 
disadvantage.

“Such a word as museum has a 
mellifluous sound that to the scholar 
is reminiscent of the higher aspira- 
tions. The undeniable fact, however, 
that this word has been applied to 
sideshows, chambers of horror and 
storehouses of relics having no quali- 
fied curator, has distorted the mean- 
ing in the minds of those who have 
been displeased by the perversion. 
Like such words as God, religion, 
truth, freedom and democracy, the 
word museum has been dragged 
through the mires and misapplied by 
those who had only exploitation as a 
goal. Improper application, it will 
be seen, has not utterly destroyed the 
true meaning of the words or the ideas 
represented. God is still ‘in his 
heaven’ and even yet ‘the truth shall 
make you free.’ 

“The word museum came into use 
just as the word theseum did; out of 
ancient Greece. The Theseum was 
the temple of the gods of Olympus, 
and the Museum the temple of the 
Muses. With the conquests of Alex- 
ander the Great and the rise of the 
Ptolemies, the Museum of Alexander 
was established to become the center 
of scholarship, the place of research 
and the library of higher learning. 
To the Museum came the great and 
the small, the poet, the artist, the 
historian, the philosopher and the

theologian. It was a service institu- 
tion having beneath its roof the treas- 
ures of the classical world.

The case of the Dutch painter Van 
Meegeren is to the point. 

Acutely aware of his great talent 
and stung to the quick over art 
critics’ failure to recognize it, he set 
out to fool them by faking old 
masters. He succeeded to the tune of 
$2,800,000 for eight paintings. 

An Amsterdam court has _ sen- 
tenced him to a year in prison for 
fraud. In his heart he has sentenced 
art critics to much longer terms for 
their failure to catch him. 

Van Meegeren unloaded his fakes 
in high places. Among them was 
the avaricious Field Marshal Her- 
mann Goering. Had the painter con- 
fined his sales to the likes of Goer- 
ing, all Holland would have laughed 
at the cleverness of the great artist 
Van Meegeren. No one would have 
spoken of fraud. But he also sold to 
the Amsterdam museum. 

That made the difference between 
hero and heel.

A Volcano Village 


A friend writes this department 
of a most interesting trip he took a 
few years ago to a queer village on 
the island of Saba, a volcanic moun- 
tain in the Dutch Indies, where 
pirates founded the city. It was then 
a town of 1500 people high up in the 
extinct crater. To quote: 

“The island is quite barren on its 
slopes. It rises precipitiously out of 
the ocean. To land on it is so hazard- 
ous few travelers care to take the 
risk. 


“To reach it you have to climb up 
the ‘ladder,’ or did then some 25 
years ago. The ladder is nothing 
more than stone steps in almost per- 
pendicular arrangement and _ they 
have a rise of 800 feet. Arriving at 
the top you come upon the sight of 
a long V-shaped crevice in the shell 
of the volcano. It is through this 
opening that entry is made into the 
town. 

“Up the sun-beaten path the 
Sabans climbed with their burden of 
such objects as lumber, seeds, pro- 
visions and furniture to start their 
new homes, to found their town 
which they call ‘Bottom.’ 


“The Sabans live contentedly in 
their little village unafraid that the 
eruption will ever start again as it 
was a thousand years ago that the 
fires of the volcano burned. 

“As one reaches the top of the 
‘Ladder’ he sees the surrounding 
area of approximately half a mile in 
width, crowded with small houses, 
kept in good paint and repair. 

“Regardless of the history of the 
island one cannot help but marvel at 
the industry of the people. Remem- 
ber that practically every stick of 
lumber used on the volcanic site had 
to be brought in from neighboring is- 
lands and carried up the long steps 
to the top of the mountain. 


“When I visited there I was sur- 
prised to find the white inhabitants 
speaking English in this Dutch pos- 
session. Their forefathers, according 
to tradition, were a handful of 
British buccaneers and women cap- 
tives that the notorious ocean high- 
waymen Henry Morgan left on this 
out-of-way dot of an island after a 
mutiny in 1665. The men of the 
colony, it seems, still follow the sea, 
and they have a great reputation as 
sailors. Boat builders of this area 
are celebrated throughout the Dutch 
West Indies. Their craft were then 
made in the village and lowered over 
the precipitous mountain-side of the 
shore by means of rope and pulley. 


“The skill of the men of the Saban 
island, at the time of my visit was 
also demonstrated in the making of 
coffins, and each householder carried 
out the island tradition of preparing 
a casket and keeping it well polished. 

“Everyone is called by _ their 
Christian name, there being only one 
surname on the island.

“T noted two churches in Bottom, 
a jail and a schoolhouse, and the jail 
is hardly ever used. 


“The inhabitants raise much of 
their own garden vegetables, but 
grains, meats and fruits are brought 
in from neighboring islands with 
whom they trade. 


“At the time of my visit there 
were about 500 people living on the 
the island, in comparative peace. The 
inhabitants are bound by few laws; 
it had no politicians to speak of, and 
strange as it seems there were no 
charity or welfare organizations. 
Everyone looked happy and carefree, 
unworried by the problems of life in 
the more accessible regions of the 
world. 


“Most important to the welfare and 
happiness of the people is the balmy 
weather the year around. 


“Can we blame them for wanting 
to live contentedly on their little is- 
land, when their sailors come home 
to tell them of happenings in other 
parts of the world.”

SELF-MOVING MACHINES 


By ISOBEL GORDON 


Moving puppets and dolls are of 
great antiquity as we know they 
were common with the ancient Egyp- 
tians. At the time the ground was 
being excavated for the foundations 
of the Palais de Justice at Rome, at 
a spot not far from the Vatican, a 
stone coffin was discovered contain- 
ing the skeleton of a young girl of 
about 15 years of age, who had teeth 
of great beauty, and in her arms was 
a beautifully modeled wooden doll, 
with jointed limbs, which was dressed 
in a rich material. The interment had 
taken place in the time of Pliny, who 
refers to the child and mentions that 
she was engaged to be married, a 
statement which is supported by the 
fact that on one of the fingers is a 
doubly-linked gold ring, besides

other ornaments. The earliest mov- 
ing doll known to be in existence to- 
day is in the Museum van Oudheden 
at Leyden, Holland. 

The distinguished mechanician Ger- 
bert, who occupied the papal chair in

of Silvester II, is said to have con- 
structed a speaking head of brass; 
and was in consequence arrested for 
practicing magic. 

Albertus Magnus, who flourished 
in the 13th century, spent, according 
to his own account, thirty years in 
the construction of an automaton of 
clay which not only spoke but walked 
and answered questions and solved 
problems submitted to it.

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fied when he heard and saw this fig- 
ure that (believing it to be the work 
of his Satanic Majesty) he broke it 
into pieces. Roger Bacon also is 
said to have made a similar auto- 
maton. 

Emperor Charles V, after his abdi- 
cation in 1556, took a keen interest in 
automata of various kinds, and he 
employed a very skillful artist, Jan- 
ellus Turrianus, of Cremona, to con- 
struct them for him. This mechanic 
made figures of horsemen, which 
marched along the table, played upon 
flutes and drums, and entered into 
combat with one another. This Janel- 
lus Turrianus was evidently a very 
accomplished person, for he made a 
corn-mill so small that it could be 
concealed in a glove, and yet could 
grind in a day as much corn as would 
supply eight men with food. 

Pére Truchet, towards the end of 
the 17th century, constructed moving 
pictures which exhibited extraordi- 
nary mechanical skill. One of these 
was the representation of a five-act 
opera, the scenery of which was au- 
tomatically changed between the 
acts. The actors came on and went 
off, and performed their parts in 
pantomime. The proscenium. was 
about 16 inches in breadth and 13 in 
height, and the whole of the machin- 
ery with the scenery occupied a space 
only an inch and a quarter in depth. 

Johann Maelzel, the inventor of 
the Metronome, constructed an au- 
tomaton trumpeter, which was ex- 
hibited at Vienna about the year 
1804. It played the Austrian and 
French cavalry marches, and march- 
es and allegros by Weigl, Dussek, 
and Pleyel. Maelzel was, after that, 
appointed mechanician to the Austri- 
an Court, and constructed an auto- 
matic orchestra, in which trumpets, 
flutes, clarionets, violins, violoncel- 
los, drums, cymbals, and a triangle,

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were introduced. We have noted, too, 
that the brother of Maelzel, produced 
in 1830 an orchestra of forty-two au- 
tomata, which played together. 

Monsieur Maillardet constructed, 
among other automata, a spider, en- 
tirely of steel, which imitated all the 
actions of the real insect; it ran 
round and round the table in a spiral 
line, tending towards the center. He 
also made automata representing a 
caterpillar, a mouse, a lizard, and 
a serpent; the last crawled about all 
over the table, darted its tongue in 
and out, and produced a _ hissing 
sound. 

One of the earliest allusions to 
mysterious self-moving machines is 
to be found in the 18th book of the

Historical Gloves 

A glove is said to have been pre- 
sented by the unfortunate Queen 
Mary, on the morning of her execu- 
tion, to a lady of the Denny family. 
The embroidery is of tasteful design, 
and may be useful as a contrast with 
many of the patterns for needlework 
at present in fashion. Moreover, the 
sight of this memorial brings to re- 
collection a few particulars in con- 
nection with this somewhat important 
part of both male and female costume. 

The ancient Persians wore gloves, 
and the Romans, towards the decline 
of the empire, began to use them. In 
England they seemed to have been 
introduced at a very early period. In 
the Anglo-Saxon literature we meet 
with “glof,” a covering for the hand, 
and in the illuminated MSS. of that 
period the hands of bishops and other 
dignitaries are shown encased in 
gloves which, in many instances, were 
ornamented with costly rings; while 
on the tombs of kings and queens, etc., 
the hands are shown almost invari- 
ably covered. 

It is related of the patron Saint of 
Brussels, who lived in the sixth cen- 
tury, that she was famous for only 
two miracles; one consisted in light- 
ing a candle by means of her prayers, 
after it had been extinguished; the 
other happened in this way—the fair 
saint being in a church bare-footed, 
a person near, with respectful gal- 
lantry, took off his gloves and at- 
tempted to place them under her feet. 
This comfort she declined; and, kick- 
ing the gloves away, they became sus- 
pended at some height in the church 
for the space of an hour. 

On opening the tomb of Edward 
the First, some years ago, in West- 
minster Abbey, the antiquaries as- 
sembled on that occasion were sur- 
prised to find no traces of gloves. 
It has been suggested that in this 
instance linen or silk gloves had been 
used at the burial of the king, but 
which are supposed to have perished 
with age. 

The practice of throwing down a 
glove as a challenge, is mentioned by 
Matthew Paris as far back.as 1245; 
and a glove was worn in the hat or 
cap as a mistress’s favour, as the 
memorial of a friend, and as a mark 
to be challenged by an enemy. 

At a time when the Borders were 
in a state of incessant strife, Barnard 
Gilpin, who had been so justly called 
“the Apostle of the North,” wandered 
unharmed amid the confusion. On 
one occasion, entering a church (we 
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believe that of Rothbury, Northumber- 
land,) he observed a glove suspended 
in a conspicuous place, and was in- 
formed that it had been hung up as 
a challenge by some horse-trooper of 
the district. Mr. Gilpin requested the 
sexton to remove jt, who answered, 
“Not I sir, I dare not do it.” Then 
Gilpin called for a long staff, took 
down the glove; and put it’in his 
bosom, and in the course of his ser- 
mon said, “I hear that there is one 
among you who has even in this 
sacred place hung up a glove in 
defiance;” and then producing it in 
the midst of the congregation, he 
challenged them to compete with him 
in acts of Christian charity. 

Gloves, in former times, were com- 
mon amongst other gifts offered to 
friends at the new year; and they 
were received without offence by the 
ministers of justice. It is related that 
Sir Thomas More, as Lord Chancellor, 
decreed in favour of Mrs. Crooker 
against the Earl of Arundel. On the 
following New-Year’s Day, in token 
of her gratitude, she presented Sir 
Thomas with a pair of gloves con- 
taining forty angels. “It would be 
against good manners,” said the chan- 
cellor, “to forsake the ladies’ New- 
Year’s gift, and I accept the gloves, 
the lining you may bestow otherwise.” 

The custom of the presentation by 
the sheriff of a pair of white gloves 
to the judge on the occasion of a 
maiden assize is still in vogue; and, 
judging from the reports in the news- 
papers, such presents appear to be of 
frequent occurrence. 

“Gloves, as sweet as damask roses,” 
were highly prized by Queen Eliza- 
beth, and, in her day, formed such an 
important item of a lady’s expenses, 
that a sum was generally allowed for 
“glove money.” 

The old fashioned gloves have now 
a considerable value amongst the 
curious. At the sale of the Earl of 
Arran’s goods in 1759, the gloves given 
by Henry VIII to Sir Anthony Denny, 
those given by James I to Edward 
Denny, and the mitten given by Queen 
Elizabeth to Sir Edward Denny’s lady, 
were sold. f 

Some of the English towns which 
formerly were famous for the manu- 
facture of gloves, still keep up their 
character. Amongst these Woodstock, 
Yeovil, Leominster, Ludlow, and Wor- 
cester may be mentioned.—From an

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CAUTIONS IN COLLECTING PRINTS 


In 1768 there was printed in Lon- 
don for J. Robson, bookseller to the 
Princess Dowager of Wales, at the 
Feathers in New Bond Street, a book 
entitled “An Essay Upon Prints.” 
No explanation is given as to the 
author’s identity unless it was J. 
Robson himself. It would seem that 
whoever he was he had some good 
ideas upon print collecting. It is in- 
teresting to compare the ideas of a 
collector of 1768 with those of today. 
Our unknown friend of those olden 
days said: 


_“The collector of prints may be 
first cautioned against indulging a 
desire to become possessed of all the 
‘works of any master. There are no 
masters whose works in the gross 
deserve notice. No man is equal to 
himself in all his compositions. I 
have known a collector of REMBRANDT 
ready to give any price for a print 
or two, which he wanted to compleat 
his collection; tho’ it had been to 
REMBRANDT’s credit, if those prints 
had been suppressed. There is no 
doubt, but if one third of the works 
of this master should be tried by the 
rules of just criticism, they would 
appear of little value. The great 
prince Eugene, it is said, was a collec- 
tor of this kind, and piqued himself 
upon having in his possession, all the 
works of all masters. His collection 
was bulky, and cost fourscore thou- 
sand pounds; but when sifted, could 
not, at that time of day, be worth so 
many hundreds. 


“The collector of prints may sec- 
ondly be cautioned against a super- 
stitious veneration for names. A true 
judge leaves the master out of the 
question, and only examines the work. 
But with a little genius nothing sways 
like a great name. It carries a won- 
derful force; covers glaring faults, 
and creates imaginary beauties. That 
species of criticism is certainly just, 
which examines the different manners 
of different masters, with a view to 
discover in how many ways a good 
effect may be produced, and which 
produces the best. But to be curious 


in finding out a master, in order there 
to rest the judgment, is a kind of 
criticism very paultry, and illiberal. 


It is judging of the work by the mas- 
ter, instead of judging of the master 
by the work. Hence it is, that such 
vile prints as the Woman in the caul- 
dron, and Mount Parnassus, obtain 
credit among connoisseurs. If you 
ask wherein their beauty consists? 
you are informed, they are engraved by 
MARK ANTONIO: and if that does not 
satisfy you, you are further assured, 
they are after RAPHAEL. This absurd 
taste raised an honest indignation in 
that ingenious artist PICART; who 
having shewn the world, by his excel- 
lent imitations, how ridiculous it is to 
pay a blind veneration to names, tells 
us, that he had compared some of 
the engravings of the ancient masters 
with the original pictures, and found 
them very bad copies. He speaks of 
the stiffness, which in general runs 
thrqaugh them—of the hair of chil- 
dren, which resembles pothooks—and 
of the ignorance of those engravers 
in anatomy, drawing, and the distri- 
bution of light. 


“A third caution, which may be of 
use in collecting prints, is, not to 
rate their value by their scarceness. 
Scarceness will make a valuable print 
more valuable: but to make scarce- 
ness the standard of a print’s value, 
is to mistake an accident, for merit. 
This folly is founded in vanity; and 
arises from a desire of possessing 
what no body else can possess. The 
want of real merit is made up by 
imaginary; and the object is intended 
to be kept, not looked at. Yet absurd 
as this false taste is, nothing is more 
common; and a trifling genius may 
be found, who will give ten guineas 
for Houuar’s shells, which valued ac- 
cording to their real merit, the scar- 
city of them being added to the ac- 
count are not worth more than as 
many shillings—Instance in abun- 
dance might be collected of the pre- 
valence of this folly. LE CLERC, in 
his print of Alexander’s Triumph, had 
given a profile of that prince. The 
print was shewn to the duke of Or- 
leans, who was pleased with it on the 
whole, but justly enough objected to 
the side-face. The obsequious artist 
erased it, and engraved a full one. 
A few impressions had been taken 
from the plate in its first state, which 
fell among the curious for ten times 
the price of the impressions taken 
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after the face was altered.—CALLOT 
once pleased with a little plate of his 
own etching, made an hole in it, 
through which he drew a ribbon, and 
wore it at his button. The impres- 
sions after the hole was made, are 
very scarce, and amazingly valuable, 
—VANDYKEE etched a print of the holy 
family, in which St. John was rep- 
resented laying his hand upon the 
virgin’s shoulder. The print, before 
it was published, was shewn among 
his critical friends, some of whom 
thought the action of St. John too 
familiar. The painter was convinced, 
and removed the hand. But he was 
mistaken, when he thought he added 
value to his print by the alteration. 
The impressions, which got abroad 
with the hand upon the_ shoulder, 
would buy up all the rest, three times 
over, in any auction in London.— 
Many of REMBRANDT’S prints receive 
infinite value from little accidental 
alterations of this kind. A few im- 
pressions were taken from one plate, 
before a dog was introduced; from 
another, before a white horse-tail 
was turned into a black one; from a 
third, before a sign-post was inserted 
at an ale-house door: and the scarce 
prints from these plates, tho’ altered 
for the better, are the prints of value: 
the rest are common and cheap.—I 
shall conclude these instances with a 
story of a late celebrated collector 
of pictures. He was shewing his 
collection with great satisfaction; and 
after expatiating upon many noble 
works by GUIDO MARRATTI, and other 
masters, he turned suddenly to the 
gentleman, whom he attended; and, 
“Now, Sir, said he, I’ll shew you a real 
curiosity: there is a WOVERMAN with- 
out a horse in it.”—-The circumstance, 
it is true, was uncommon; but was 
unluckily that very circumstance, 
which made the picture of little value. 


“Let the collector of prints be 
cautioned, fourthly, to beware of buy- 
ing copies of originals. Most of the 
works of the capitol masters have 
been copied; and many of them so 
well, that if a person be not versed 
in prints, he may easily be deceived. 
Were the copies really as good as the 
originals, the name would signify 
nothing: but, like translations, they 
necessarily fall short of the spirit of 
the original; and contract a stiffness 
from the fear of erring. When seen 
apart, they look well; but when com- 
pared with the originals, the differ- 
ence easily appears. Thus CALLOT’S 
beggars have been so well copied, that 
the difference between the originals 
and the copies would not immediately 
strike you; but when you compare 
them, it is obvious. There is a plain 
want of freedom; the characters are 
less strongly marked; and the ex- 
tremities are less accurately touched. 
—It is a difficult matter to give rules 
to assist in distinguishing the copy 
from the original. In most cases the 
engraver’s name, or his mark (which 
should be well known). will be a suffi- 
cient direction. These, the copyist is 
seldom hardy enough to forget. But 
in anonymous prints it is matter of 
more difficulty. All that can be done 
is, to attend carefully to the freedom 
of the manner, in the extremities espe- 
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cially, in which the copyist is more 
liable to fail. When you are pretty 
well acquainted with the manner of a 
master, you cannot well be deceived. 
When you are not, your best way is 
to be directed by those who are. 
“The last caution I shall give to 
the collector of prints, is, to take 
care he purchase not bad impressions. 
—There are three things which make 
an impression bad.—The first is, it’s 
being il taken off. Some prints seem 
to have received the force of the roller 
at intervals. The impression is dou- 
ble; and gives that glimmering ap- 
pearance, which illides the eye —A 
second thing, which makes an impres- 
sion bad, is a@ worn plate. There is 
as much difference between the first 
and the last impression of the same 
plate, as between two different prints. 
The effect is wholly lost in a faint 
impression; and you have nothing left 
but a vapid design without spirit, and 
without force. In metzotinto espe- 
cially a strong impression is desirable. 
For the spirit of a metzotino quickly 
evaporates; without which it is the 
most insipid of all prints. An engrav- 
ing and etching there will be always 
here and there a dark touch, which 
long preserves an appearance of 
spirit: but metzotinto is a flat sur- 
face; and when it begins to wear, it 
wears all over. Too many of the 
works of all the great masters, which 
are commonly hawked about at auc- 
tions, or sold in shops, are in this 
wretched state. It is difficult to meet 
with a good impression. The SALVA- 
TORS, REMBRANDTS, and WATERLOS, 
which we meet with now, except here 
and there, in some choice collection, 
are seldom better than mere reverses. 
You see the form of the print; but

the elegant, and masterly touches are 
gone; back-grounds and fore-grounds 
are jumbled together by the confusion 
of all distance; and you have rather 
the shadow of a print left, than the 
print itself—The last thing which 
makes a bad impression, is retouching 
a worn plate. Sometimes this is per- 
formed by the master himself; and 
then the spirit of the impression may 
be still preserved. But most commonly 
the retouching part is done by some 
bungler, into whose hands the plate 
has fallen; and then it is most exe- 
crable. Ina worn plate, at least what 
you have is good: you have the re- 
mains of something excellent; and if 
you are versed in the works of the 
master, your imagination may be 
agreeably exercised in making out 
what is lost. But when the plate has 
gone through the hands of a bungler, 
who has worked it over with his in- 
famous scratches, the idea of the 
master is lost; and you have nothing 
left, but strong, harsh, and unmean- 
ing lines upon a faint ground; which 
is the most disagreeable compound, 
with which the eye can be presented. 
Such prints, and many such there are, 
though offered us under the name of 
REMBRANDT, or WATERLO, are of little 
value. Those masters would not have 
owned such works.—Yet, as we are 
often obliged to take up with such 
impressions, as we can get; let us 
rather choose the faint impression, 
than the retouched one.”

A series of historic and ancient 
Chinese patterned silks, visible to 
only a selected few in the treasure 
houses and temples of the Orient, 
have been faithfully copied by mod- 
ern Japanese weavers under the 
auspices of the. United States gov- 
ernment and have been exhibited 
recently in some of our leading mu- 
seums. The most important collec- 
tion from which the copies were 
made is housed in the Shoso-in, the 
eighth century repository at Nara. 
Original textiles from the Metropoli- 
tan Museum and other collections 
of rich damasks, brocades and twills 
that reveals the fine art of hand- 
looming through seventeen centuries 
of Chinese life. 

A whole philosophy of life with 
emphasis on symbolism lies behind 
the fanciful dragons, lotus flowers, 
and designs that gaily decorate the 
rich fragments of cloth. A 17th cen- 
tury piece of damask from the Muse- 
um’s collections of originals is pat- 
terned with squares, each with a 
symbol, from the endless knot or 
“thread which guides to happiness” 
to the yin-yang curling S_ for 
dualism. 

The fabrics are particularly of in- 
terest to modern designers as sources 
for current styles. A charming pat- 
tern for a child’s room would be the 
17th century silk brocade patterned 
with sea horses and waves in shades 
of blue-green, pinks and rose on red. 
Suitable for a current novelty fabric 
is the gold thread on brown satin 
cloth, patterned with Chinese cash— 
a series of interlocking coins, which 
were a symbol of good luck. 

The coin si'k is an original fabric 
on loan from the Nelson Gallery of 
Art in Kansas City, Missouri, which 
prepared the circulating exhibition of 
thirty-three hand woven pieces for 
the American Federation of Arts. 
The bold hunting designs show an 


Iranian influence and suggest that

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HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Conducted by STEPHEN FASSETT 


“PATTYS IN A GRAIN BIN” 


“IT found them when I was cleaning 
out my grain bin,” said my neighbor 
as we walked towards his barn. “They 
were all warped and mouldy and I 
was going to throw them out when I 
remembered you, were a record collec- 
tor. Then I thought I’d better let you 
have a look at them first.” 

Before he could answer any more 
questions, his wife came out of the 
house to join us. Handing me a re- 
cord, she said: “this is the first one 
—is it any good?” Quickly my eyes 
focused on a pink label of the kind 
English collectors call “Pre-Dog” and, 
standing there in the middle of a 
Vermont barnyard, I realized that I 
was holding in my hands an original 
pressing—an absolute first edition— 
of Adelina Patti’s Casta Diva. It was 
a record I didn’t have in any form, 
and when I saw the bubbly appear- 
ance of its surface I couldn’t restrain 
an anguished groan. 

“Yes,” she said, “isn’t it a pity! 
It was warped, you know, and we 
tried to straighten it, but I guess we 
must have left it in the oven a little 
too long.” 

“T guess you did,” I said, trying not 
to sound bitter. 

“Never mind,” she said, “the’re lots 
more in the barn.” 

And there were—twenty of them 
in all, lying in a corner of the emptied 
grain bin. Some, like the Casta Diva, 
were strict originals with the Pre- 
Dog label of the Gramophone and 
Typewriter Ltd., others were second 
English editions, having the famous 
His Master’s Voice (HMV) trade- 
mark also used by Victor. Imprinted 
in gold on several of the Pre-Dogs 
was “Importé du Hanovyre,” indicating 
that these records had been imported 
into France from Hanover where, 
until 1908, the Gramophone & Type- 
writer Ltd. had its chief pressing 
factory. 

Eight of the records were Victor 
pressings, of which seven were Amer- 
ican first editions. (Curiously, one 
of the Victors had an ordinary Grand 
Prize label without the special PATTI 
RECORD imprint usually found on 
early Victor pressings of the diva’s 
recordings. But on its back was the 


characteristic $5 price sticker.) 

Yes, twenty records, and every one 
originally recorded by Patti in her 
famous castle in Wales back in 1905 


and 1906. But not twenty different 
Patti records. No less than three 
Kathleen Mavourneen’s, for example, 
yet no other copy of Casta Diva to 
soothe the pain of that initial dis- 
appointment. Among the operatic 
titles no Don Giovanni or Faust, but 
one Nozze di Figaro, one Sonnambula 
and two Mignon’s. The only Old Folks 
at Home looked as though a hungry 
rat had gnawed several experimental 
mouthfulls out of it, but the final inch 
proved playable, and by way of com- 
pensation there were three copies of 
Home Sweet Home, two each of Last 
Rose of Summer and On Parting. 
Oddly enough, La Serenata, always a 
favorite, was missing from this col- 
lection, but Si vous n’aviez rien a me 
dire was there in duplicate. The sight 
of an original Pre-Dog of Pur dicesti 
gladdened my heart, too, for with its 
lovely trills it has always been re- 
garded as one of the finest of Patti’s 
recorded performances. 

Judging by their appearance, these 
discs had lain in the grain bin a long 
time, perhaps more than thirty years. 
But how or when they got there, no- 
body knew. All of them were more 
or less warped, most of them were at 
least partially covered with mould. 
Only a few looked as though they 
could be played without restorative 
treatment. 

Walking on air, I took them home, 
scraped off the worst of the mould 
with a kitchen knife, washed the sur- 
faces with a sponge dipped frequently 
into a pan of cool water with Dreft 
in it (being careful not to wet the 
labels), and dried them with a turk- 
ish towel. All of them looked much 
better, some practically perfect. I was 
relieved to see that in no case did the 
grooves show any signs of wear from 
excessive playing. 

The next clear day I laid them in 
the sun, one by one, left them there 
until they became soft and pliable, 
which took only a few minutes, and 
then placed them between two pieces 
of heavy plate glass. The glass pro- 
vided enough weight to flatten the 
records without squashing the grooves 
out of shape.’ When they had cooled 
off enough to regain their normal 
rigidity, all the discs were as flat as 
though they had never been warped 
at all. 

Here I wish I could.report how the 
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records actually sounded after all this 
treatment! Alas, my summer-time 
phonograph is out of order and thus 
you must share my frustration, with- 
out, however, suffering the added tan- 
talization which I find in fondling my 
treasures aS my ears ache for the 
sound of them! 

The history of the Patti records is 
rather unusual. In England, Patti’s 
home for so many years, they were 
not allowed to go out of circulation 
as readily as were most of the cele- 
brity recordings of that period, and 
many were carried in the historical 
section of the HMV catalogue (avail- 
able in the USA on special order) 
until the recent war forced: a reduc- 
tion in British record. production. 

In the United States a good selec- 
tion of the Patti records was published 
in 1907 (Victor and Gramophone be- 
ing then, as now, sister companies), 
but these did not survive long in the 
American catalogue. Perhaps, at $5 
each, they were too dear to sell well 
even in those days of costly discs. 
Later, in the early 1920’s (absent 
from my catalogue collection, I must 
rely on memory), Victor reinstated a 
few of the song recordings like Home 
Sweet Home, Kathleen Mavourneen 
and La Serenata, and when one finds 
a Patti record with a Victor label it 
is usually one of these. 

Thus a Patti collection in the 
United States would be likely to con- 
sist of some of the later Victor press- 
ings, several HMV’s of the more de- 
sirable operatic and song titles that 
are difficult to find domestically, and 
perhaps one or twoIRCC’s. For orig- 
inal Victor editions with the PATTI 
RECORD label, like those that turned 
up in the Vermont barn, are seldom 
seen, -in my experience, and here the 
English Pre-Dogs, which are the real 
first editions, must be far more scarce. 
It is probable, though, that the long- 
continued availability of the HMV 
historical repressings has tended to 
make Patti originals somewhat less 
feverishly desired by collectors than 
would have been the case had her 
records been withdrawn from the 
catalogue at an earlier time. Too, 
first editions of records do not now 
command nearly as high premiums 
from collectors as do first editions of 
books, for example, but time may 
change that. Meanwhile, I know that 
for me, no matter how much or how 
little the passing years may effect 
their value, these grain bin original 
Patti’s of mine will always have a 
glamour all their own.

SYLVESTER LOUIS OSSMAN, “THE BANJO KING” I 


By ULYSSES 
When the biography of Eugene 
Carl Rose appeared, I remarked 


that, in the early days of the phono- 
graph, instrumentalists as a mule 
didn’t arouse the same personal feel- 
ing as makers of vocal records. For 
every disc or cylinder buyer who 
concerned himself with the identity 
of a flute virtuoso, a trombone play- 
er or a xylophonist, there probably 
were a hundred who thought of their 
favorite comedians and ballad singers 
as treasured friends. That, I think, 
was largely true because the human 
voice is a so much more intimate 
thing than any musical instrument 
can be, no matter how well it is played. 
Not only that, but vocal records ordi- 
narily came out better on the old-time 
machines than the instrumentals. 


But Sylvestor Louis Ossman, Sr., 
was an exception to this rule. And 
here I’m pausing long enough to 
imagine the bewilderment the aver- 
age collector of old records will feel 
when he sees Mr. Ossman’s name 
printed as I have given it at the 
head of this article. Throughout his 
career, the “Banjo King” called him- 
self by the shortened form of Vess 
L. Ossman, and probably few of his 
admirers have suspected that wasn’t 
the name he was christened with. 


Name changes aside, however, for 
more than half a generation, begin- 
ning in the 1890’s, the banjo was not 
only the most popular recording in- 
strument, but Vess Ossman was the 
best selling maker of instrumental 
records and one of the top recording 
performers of his time. He was so 
popular and such an accomplished 
artist, in fact, that if I were now 
compiling a list of the “Supreme 
Fifteen” pioneer record makers, such 
as I published in HOBBIES a few 
years ago, I’d probably drop one of 
the names I included then and in- 
clude Ossman. When the banjo was 
mentioned during Vess’s heyday, the 
average record buyer thought, as a 
matter of course, of the brilliant 
player who was known to his fellow 
artists by the expressive nickname 
of “Plunks.” A good many years 
later, after he provided the accom- 
paniment to Arthur Collin’s record 
of “When Uncle Joe Plays a Rag On 
His Old Banjo,” he was also some- 
times referred to as “Uncle Vess.” 
But “Plunks” was his more popular 
nickname, and one of his early Vic- 
tor records, No. 1664, which I’d very 
much like to find, was called “Old 
‘Plunks’ New Coon Song Medley.” 
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It wasn’t that Mr. Ossman lacked 
competition. I’m not certain that he 
was the first musician to make banjo 
records for commercial use. While 
the old Columbia company still had 
its headquarters in Washington, D. 
C., it issued a cylinder record cata- 
log for 1896, in which 15 Vess Oss- 
man records were listed with the 
comment: “Mr. Ossman is without 
doubt one of the finest banjoists in 
the world. His records are wonder- 
fully loud. They all have the true 
banjo tone.” But at the same time 
Columbia was also making banjo 
duets by two well known Washington 
players, Cullen and Collins. And I 
have seen a seven-inch Berliner disc, 
dated October 18, 1896, on which one 
Steph Clement gives a banjo rendi- 
tion of “Mittoam Gallop.” After 
1900, too, a young fellow named Fred 
Van Epps (that was the way his 
name appears to have been spelled 
at first, but it was soon shortened to 
Van Eps) pushed himself forward as 
one of the leading banjoists and 
record makers. Also in the running 
was Ruby Brooks, who made Edison 
cylinders until his death in 1906. 


And the English phonograph com- 
panies of the early 1900’s likewise 
had a banjoist whom they some- 
times termed the world’s greatest. 
He was Olly Oakley, whose record- 
ing career lasted longer than either 
Ossman’s or Van Eps’s, and who may 
still be alive and making an occa- 
sional record. Other well-known 
English banjo players were Joe Mor- 
ley, Charlie Rogers, Alfred Cammay- 
er, Emile Grimshaw, John Pidoux 
and Burt Earle. Except among “hill- 
billy” players, the banjo has been 
almost obsolete in the United States 
in recent years, but it’s good to note 
that, thanks to Harry Reser’s Apollo 
record of “Banjo Boogie,” and Art 
Mooney’s version of “I’m Looking 
Over a Four-Leaf Clover,” it’s now 
making a comeback. From 35 to 50 
years ago, it was certainly the most 
popular instrument, aside from the 
piano, in both the United States and 
England. 


In view of his formerly great pop- 
ularity, which has made him a prom- 
inent figure in phonograph folk lore, 
it’s surprising how long it took me 
to learn the important facts of Vess 
Ossman’s life story. Not until I re- 
cently entered into correspondence 
with his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Vess 
L. Ossman, Jr., of St. Louis, and ‘his 
daughter, Mrs. Annadele Mulligan, 
of San Pedro, California, was I able 
to obtain such vital statistics as the 
date of the “Banjo King’s” birth and 
death. Both Mrs. Helen Ossman and 
Mrs. Mulligan have been most kind 
about helping me to write a more 
comprehensive sketch of Mr. Ossman 
than would otherwise have been pos- 
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_. and I deeply appreciate their 
aid. 

Until a few weeks ago, the nearest 
I had come to a biographical sketch 
of the “Banjo King” appeared in the 
Columbia Record, the Columbia Com- 
pany’s “house organ,” for June, 1904. 
It was accompanied by a photograph, 
and read: 

“We present, herewith, a picture 
of Mr. Vess L. Ossman, whose banjo 
records have won fame for him 
wherever the graphophone is used. 
He is, no doubt, one of the finest, 
fastest and most adcurate piayers the 
world has ever known. With him 
banjo playing is an art, and no one, 
whose knowledge of banjo music is 
confined to hearing some unskilled 
amateur’s tum-tumming, has any 
conception of the amount and quality 
of music—real music— which Mr. 
Ossman produces on his favorite in- 
strument. 

“A London critic, himself a banjo- 
ist, once said to Mr. Ossman that 
when he heard him playing he felt 
inclined to go home and burn his 
banjo. Mr. Ossman promptly replied, 
‘When I hear a better player than 
myself I work all the harder.’ No 
doubt hard work and infinite pa- 
tience form the basis of the masterly 
skill acquired by Mr. Ossman, and 
which has secured for him the dis- 
tinction of being called upon to en- 
tertain President Roosevelt, King 
Edward VII, President Henry of 
Battenburg, Senator Chauncy M. 
Depew, the Duchess of Lanchester, 
and many other prominent people. 


‘No collection of graphophone records 


is complete without one or more of 
Mr. Ossman’s wonderful banjo re- 
cords. They are so clean, so full of 
harmony, and so far superior to the 
aveyage player’s work, that hearing 
one!inspires a desire for more of 
them.” 

A highly complimentary statement 
—but it says nothing about Mr. Oss- 
man’s birth date, birthplace, or na- 
tionality—information which, after a 
great deal of investigation, I am now 
able ‘to give. First, I shall quote 
from the letter written to me by his 
daughter, Mrs. Mulligan: 

“Dear Mr. Walsh: I shall be happy 
to give you what little information 
I can regarding my father, but as I 
was his youngest daughter and he 
died, when I was fifteen, there is 
very little I remember. However, he 
was born on August 21, 1868, in 
Hudson, New York, son of Frederick 
and Anna Ossman. My mother was 
born in Hyde Park, New York, on 
March 8, 1871. Her maiden name 
was Eunice Smith.” The letter then 
gives some information concerning 
Mr. Ossman’s musical associates, 
which I shall refer to later. Mrs. 
Ossman died in San Pedro about 19 
years ago. 

Mrs, Mulligan’s letter may be 
supplemented by these notes from 
Mrs. Vess Ossman, junior: 


“Mr. Ossman has been dead for 
25 years ... He died December 8, 
19238, and is buried in Valhalla ceme- 
tery, St. Louis, Mo. ... He collapsed 
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while playing an extra show for 
charity at a theatre in Minneapolis, 
Minn., and died one week later. 

“I know from my husband, Vess, 
Jr., that Mr. Ossman played two 
command performances for the King 
of England in 1903 or 1904... He 
started playing banjo at the age of 
twelve. Why he took up the banjo 
I do not know, but a sister also 
played. She died at the age of six- 
teen. His father owned a bakery, 
raised a large family, and was of 
German extraction. 

“The children of Mr. Ossman were 
Vess, Jr., Raymond and Annadele, 
and three who died in infancy. 
Grandchildren: Vess III, Felicity 
Carol and Helen Frances, children of 
Vess, Jr.; Eunice, Raymond, Jr., 
Nadine and Ethel, children of Ray- 
mond; and Glorian, [Timothy and 
Rosemary, children of Annadele. 
Raymond has three grandchildren.” 

Mrs. Ossman adds: “We nave sev- 
eral of Mr. Ossman’s records, and I 
have tried many times to find more 
for my children, without success.” 
She assures me that she would be 
very grateful if readers of HOB- 
BIES, who have duplicate Vess Oss- 
man records, or others by him that 
they can spare, would send them to 
her, to be included with the family 
collection. Her address is:

Old Walking Sticks 
From an old BOOK OF WONDERS 

It would seem that at the present 
time the fashion of carrying walk- 
ing-sticks has to a considerable ex- 
tent “gone out”. So great is the 
bustle in our city thoroughfares, 
that the use of a staff, except by 
those who are lame, is seldom adopt- 
ed by business people. Professional 
men still affect the custom, however; 
and your City man, although he may 
repudiate the use of a waiking-stick 
in town, straps a good sapling to his 
portmanteau whenever he has a 
chance of getting amongst the woods 
and green fields. About a century 
and a-half ago everybody carried a 
cane. Dr. Johnson, Oliver Goldsmith, 
and a host of others, considered a 
good stick as necessary as a coat; 
and a collection of these staves 
would, if they could be had at the 
present day, be valuable, not only 
as relics, but also as an indication 
of the characters of the owners, per- 
haps. 

In former times, a golden-mounted 
stick or staff was commonly used by 
both the male and female heads of 
families. Queen Elizabeth carried 
one of these towards the end of her 
life. They were then more frequently 
used, however, as a sign of authority 
than for any other purpose. 

The staff was a weapon long be- 
fore flint-headed arrows and such- 
like instruments were invented. 
Sheriffs, and others high in authori- 
ty, have wands or staffs borne be- 
fore them on important occasions; 
the bishops’ pastoral staff is as old 
as episcopal authority.

New Jersey. 
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In former times the running foot- 
men, who, in a body of half-a-dozen, 
on each side of a carriage ran to 
alarm robbers and to assist the 
lumbering vehicle out of the ruts, 
were well armed with stout staves. 
At the present time they are still 
carried by the Plush family, al- 
though the use of them is not so 
clear. In the royal state processions, 
the footmen with their staves walk 
as in former days, and we should be 
sorry ‘were these little bits of cere- 
mony dispensed with, inasmuch as 
they bring to recollection a former 
condition of things, which makes us 
feel comfortable by comparison. 

Monstrous sticks have been pre- 
served by dealers in London, and put 
as a sort of sign at the doors of um- 
brella and walking-stick dealers. 
These were, however, a_ century 
ago, common enough, and might have 
been seen by the hundred together, 
borne by tall footmen behind ladies 
dressed in the old hooped dresses 
which we are trying now to imitate. 
At that time there was also a taste 
for various kinds of monsters, in 
China, wood, and other materials. 
Monkeys and pug-dogs were made 
pets of, and the sticks of the foot- 
men fashioned into such ugly forms 
= no modern bogey ever dreamed 
of. 

Many clubs, sticks, maces, or 
whatever they be called, were about 
six feet high, and were in parts 
painted and gilt. One illustration we 
have seen is an elm-sapling, and the 
natural bumps have been taken ad- 
vantage of by the artist to model a 
sort of Moorish head, with orna- 
mental covering; lower down, the 
knobs are fashioned into terrible 
heads, in which are mounted glass 
eyes of various and _ impossible 
colours. 

No doubt before long these staffs, 
which might be necessary for the 
protection of the ladies from the 
“Mohawks” of the time, will have 
disappeared and people will look with 
curiosity at Hogarth’s representa- 
t-tion of them. Perhaps good speci- 
mens of such objects, which have 
passed out of use, would be worthy 
of a place in our national museum.

Probably the most unique duel in 
history was fought in 1803 when M. 
le Grandpre and M. le Pique, decided 
to settle their differences, arising out 
of jealousy concerning the fair sex, 
by fighting a duel in mid-air; the 
lady agreeing to marry the survivor. 

Two identical balloons were made 
and on the chosen day le Grandpre 
and second stepped into one and le 
Pique and his second entered the 
other. 

Agreement was made not to fire 
at the balloonists but at the balloon, 
the purpose being to bring it down 
by the escape of gas. For ‘weapons 
each carried a blunderbuss. At the 
given signal the ropes were cut and 
the pair ascended. About a half mile 
up the signal was given to fire. Be- 
ing about 80 yards apart M. le Pique 
missed his target, but M. le Grandpre 
sent a ball through his rival’s bal- 
loon. It immediately collapsed and 
both le Pique and his second were 
dashed to death. Le Grandpre des- 
cended successfully.

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The name, which at first signified 
the perfumed ball, was later trans- 
ferred to the receptacles which were 
commonly of gold or silver and partly 
of openwork in order that the scents 
might easily escape. Some of the 
pomanders, instead of being a single 
ball of perfumed substance, have sev- 
eral compartments—each containing a 
different fragrance. 

Charles V of France possessed sev- 
eral beautiful specimens set with 
emeralds, rubies and pearls. Some 
were made of amber and gold, gold 
and enamel, enamel and pearls, and 
agate. They were favorite ornaments 
also of Queen Elizabeth, Mary Queen 
of Scots, and Cardinal Woolsey. The 
last named has been described as en- 
tering a crowded room and “holding 
in his hand a very fair orange... 
against pestilent airs.” And we know 
of at least two references to them by 
Shakespeare in his plays.—I. G.

CAMEO NOTES 

Cameo cutting is an ancient art. 
The origin of the word “cameo” is 
not fully determined, but it is be- 
lieved, on fairly good authority, that 
it came from the Arabic, meaning 
“amulet.” In the early history of the 
cameo and intaglio men sought to 
mark their documents and official 
papers with these implements. Most 
seals were intaglio. 

The manufacture of shell cameos 
is thought to have been taken to 
Rome by the Sicilians about 1805. 

Most of the cameos that one sees 
on the market today have been turn- 
ed out to appeal to the mass trade, 
and naturally mass production meth- 
ods have been employed in their 
manufacture. The principal shell 
used is the large Bull’s Mouth Conch 
of Zanzibar and the Indian Ocean, 
but also in the Pacific Ocean. 

Other cameo shells include the 
Black Helmet Conch (Casis tuberosa) 
of the West Indies seas, with a dark 
onyx ground; the Horned Helmet 
(Cassis cornuta), of Madagascar; 
and the Queen’s Conch (Strombus 
gigas) of the West Indies, with a 
pinkish ground. Each of these shells 
have a third layer of roughish tex- 
ture in yellowish-brown, which helps 
to indicate hair color, armor, wreaths, 
and other insignia.

SALT CELLARS 


The lover of old silver, and par- 
ticularly of silver salt cellars and 
their spoons, is delighted to come 
across reference to his hobby in the 
works of Addison, who ‘wrote in the 
Spectator in 1711 recounting mem- 
ories of dining with a “fine lady.” 
Says he: 

“In the midst of these my Mus- 
ings she desires me to reach her a 
little salt upon the point of my 
Knife, which I did in such Trepida- 
tion and hurry of Obedience, that I 
let it drop by the way, at which she 
immediately startled and said it fell 
towards her. Upon this I looked very 
blank; and, observing the concern of 
the whole Table, began to consider 
myself with some confusion, as a 
person that had brought some Dis- 
aster upon the family.” 

It is obvious that the spilling of 
salt was a foreboding of bad luck. 
No longer is it considered good fash- 
ion to dip our salt with a knife. 

As we delve into the interesting 
subject of old silver, we become more 
and more cognizant of the impor- 
tance of the salt cellar, or the salt 
dish in any form. 

In Elizabeth’s day dinner was 
served at a long table, and nothing 
on the table was more honored than 
the salt cellar. You could determine 
the rank of the diner by his close- 
ness to the salt cellar. If you sat 
close to it, you were of the 400. If 
you were at the farthest end of the 
table you were what was then known 
as an inferior guest. 

Thus the story of the sale of his- 
toric old salt cellars also furnishes 
material for the imaginative collec- 
tor. An important one, 75% inches 
in height, bearing the London hall- 
mark for 1577, and the maker’s 
mark of a hooded falcon, thought to 
be the work of Thomas Hampton of 
the “Falcon” brought 3,000 pounds in 
1902 when sold at auction in Chris- 
tie’s Auction House in London. Con- 
sidering that the pound was worth 
in our money as much as it is today 
that was a neat little sum for so 
small an object. 

And what made this particular 
piece so precious? First, its historic 
associations; secondly the base of the 
salt was rock crystal. The base stood 
upon claw feet which were also of 
rock crystal. The cover of this piece 


was described as a square, having a 
circular dome top, on top of which 
stood the figure of a finely chiseled 
cherub. 

The turn of the 20th century truly 


OF OLD SILVER 


was one that brought recognition to 
the salt cellars of the past. A stand- 
ing one of the time of James 1, was 
sold at auction in Christie’s in 1903, 
the following year, for 1,150 pounds. 
This piece bore a London hall-mark, 
and it was described as a rather 
simple piece “without elegance.” 

At one time, and probably the same 
remains, the plate at Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities contained 
some choice specimens of old salts. 
One in particular was described as 
“the guift of Richard Rogers, Comp- 
troller of His Majties Mynt.” ... 
“desiring the same may bee used at 
their solemne meetings and to bee 
remembered as a good benefactor, 
annodni 1632.” This piece had a 
glass body according to history, and 
around it ‘were two silver-gilt collars 
in repoussee and chased work. 

One glance at the description of 
the salts in these repositories gives 
another clue to the history. Many 
of the specimens were evidently the 
gifts of certain guilds or “clubs.” 
For instance, the Ironmongers’ Com- 
pany was represented with two sil- 
ver salts, one dated 1518 and the 
other 1522. The Goldsmiths’ Com- 
pany had their name perpetuated 
with a number of salts, one in par- 
ticular described as the “Gift of 
Thomas Seymour” in 1693. All were 
fitting memorials to the names of the 
institutions whose names they per- 
petuated. 
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WINE CUPS 


It would seem that those who own 
the old wine cups have articles of 
more than passing interest, for they 
are uncommon in shops where old 
silver and general antiques are sold. 
Wars laid a heavy toll upon these 
specimens where were easily melted 
down for whatever the exigencies of 
the day demanded. Specimens that 
your correspondent was favored in 
seeing a short time ago seemed 
about the size of the ordinary Rhine 
‘wine glass, and they were attributed 
to the early 17th century. The old 
silver wine cups usually were en- 
graved on the bowl and foot. They 
were often held in reverence because 
they were used at the end of ban- 
quets, originally it is thought, to 
drink a grace.

APOSTLE SPOONS 


A set of these spoons consisted of 
thirteen — which included the 12 
apostles and one known as the mas- 
ter spoon. They took their name 
from the fact that each one of the 
12 represented one of the apostles of 
biblical literature. There was St. 
Peter with the key; St. John with the 
cup of sorrow and so on. It was the 
custom in the days of the Tudor 
kings to offer these spoons as chris- 
tening gifts. And the donor gave 
as many as his wealth and station 
would permit. A common number 
was four, representing in that case 
the four evangelists. 

Even today, the spoon of the 
modern sterling variety is a favorite 
christening gift. 

In case you wish to seek out a set 
of the Apostle spoons here is what 
you should look for. 

St. Peter—holding a key or fish. 

St. Thomas—a carpenter’s square 
or an implement resembling a spear. 

St. Matthias—an axe or halbert.

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THOMAS EAKINS 


Thomas Eakins, because of his ad- 
herence to his belief in realism and 
the authentic recording of American 


life, was not only neglected and 
severely criticized during his life- 


time, but would have found it im- 
possible to make his living by paint- 
ing if that had been necessary. For- 
tunately it was not. 

Born in Philadelphia on July 25, 
1844, most of his life was passed in 
that city. His immediate forbears 
were craftsmen and he was of 
Scotch-Irish, Dutch and _ English 
stock, with a strain of Quaker.

ply but well. His father was an en- 
thusiastic sportsman and he and the 
boy led a healthy, active, outdoor life 
in the country around Philadelphia. 
They loved all outdoor sports and 
Eakins was especially fond of swim- 
ming and riding. Never a shy person, 
the boy formed many friendships, 
some of which were to last the rest 
of his life. Even in his boyhood he 
was remarkable for independent 
thinking and scientific curiosity, and 
his mechanical ability in a _ well- 
equipped workshop was impressive. 
The father’s profession of writing 
master provided a _ natural back- 
ground for a love of drawing, which 
showed at an early age. 

Educated at the public schools in 
Philadelphia, Eakins was an excel- 
lent student always near the head of 
his class. His marks were especially 
high in mathematics, sciences and 
languages, and in drawing he invari- 
ably rated 100. He graduated from 
high school in July 1861 and received 
the degree of A. B. He remained an 
indefatigable student and continued 
his studies in the languages; later 
to the extent of even writing in 
French to some of his friends. 

Seon after he left high school his 
regular art training began at the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. 
However, he found their methods an-

tiquated; so much copying was done 
from casts that he ever after hated 
them. There was little opportunity 
for life class study and the female 
models wore masks. To gain a know- 
ledge of anatomy he attended ana- 
tomical courses at Jefferson Medical 
College and took the regular train- 
ing of a medical student even to 
witnessing operations and dissecting 
animal subjects. The study so ab- 
sorbed him he for a time considerea 
becoming a surgeon. 

Realizing that he would have to go 
abroad for more professional train- 
ing, he sailed for France in Septem- 
ber 1866. There he was admitted to 
the Academie des Beaux-Arts in 
Paris where he studied and formed a 
life-long friendship with his teacher 
Jean Leon Gerome. Among his 
friends were Rosa Bonheur and her 
brother Auguste. 

After three years of hard work in 
Paris he went to Spain where the

paintings of Velasquez and Ribera 
stirred him profoundly, after the ar- 
tificiality of the French Salons. The 
Spanish artists in their treatment of 
realistic color, tone and light, helped 
to solve some of the problems which 
had long hampered his studies. After 
six months in Spain he returned to 
Paris and from there left for Phila- 
delphia. Though he retained contacts 
with his friends abroad, he never re- 
turned. During his student days in 
Paris he had made but one short trip 
home. Upon his final return home he 
at once began painting the people he 
knew best and their typical sur- 
roundings. He flattered no one and 
all portrayals were executed with 
remarkable authencity of character 
and a definite sense of reality. Some 
portraits were so real the sitters re- 
fused them. He painted no pictures 
out doors but made small oil sketches 
or wax figures on the spot to indi- 
cate color notes or actions, and then 
finished the painting in his studio. 


The masterpiece of his early years 
was the Gross Clinic. This and The 
Agnew Clinic were two of the great- 
est of his career for their powerful 
realism in picturing the famous doc- 
tors at work with their assistants. 
In fact, the strength of the paintings 
was too great for the general public 
to appreciate and he never received 
correct recognition for his work until 
the later part of his life and immedi- 
ately after his death. He was an in- 
spiring teacher and during his years 
of teaching and as director at the 
Academy in Philadelphia it became 
known as the most progressive 
school in the country. From there 
he resigned in February 1886 after 
unfortunate publicity about his meth- 
ods of teaching anatomy. This was 
a severe blow as his teaching had 
meant much to him for ten years and 
he had rendered great assistance to 
‘ome of the poorer students. Early 
in the 1880’s he lectured ‘widely, 
‘ometimes giving several a day, but 





due to the opposition of his natural- 
istic training, he did not continue 
these lectures extensively after a few 
years. A favorite pupil ‘was Samuel 
Murray and their friendship did not 
end until Eakins’ death. 

In January 1884, Eakins married 
Susan Hannah Macdowell, an artist 
and former pupil. He considered her 
the best woman painter in the coun- 
try and her faith in him kept his life 
from becoming too embittered when 
the critics and public showed them- 
selves incapable of understanding the 
power and authenticity of his paint- 
ings. He had a gift for friendship 
. and two of the closest to him were 
the painters Chase and Sargent. 

He died, after a short illness, on 
June 25, 1916.—I. G.

A Masgician’s Mirror 


A strange blending of pure science 
and gross superstition is remarkably 
illustrated in the history of the cele- 
brated Dr. Dee. Born in London in 
1527, John Dee raised himself at an 
early age to a great reputation for 
his learning, in the mathematical sci- 
ences especially, in the most celebrated 
universities in his own country and 
of the continent. He is said to have 
imbibed a taste for the occult sciences 
while a student at Louvain, but there 
was evidently in his temper much of 
an enthusiastic and visionary turn, 
which must have given him a taste 
for such mysterious pursuits, without 
the necessity of an external impulse. 
One of the oldest and most generally 
credited of magical operations, was 
that of bringing spirits or visions in- 
to a glass or mirror, a practice which 
has continued to exist in the East 
even to the present day, and which 
prevailed to a very considerable ex- 
tent in all parts of Western Europe 
during the sixteenth century. The 
process was not a direct one, for the 
magician did not himself see the vi- 
sion in the mirror, but he had to 
depend upon an intermediate agent, 
a sort of familiar, who in England 
was known by the name of a skyrer, 
and whose business it was to look into 
the mirror and describe what he saw. 
Dr. Dee’s principal skyrer was one 
Edward Kelly, and during his connex- 
ion with him, Dee kept an exact diary 
of all his visions, a portion of which 
was printed in a folio volume by Meric 
Casaubon in 1659. In this journal 
more than one magical mirror is evi- 
dently mentioned, and that which we 
here describe is a polished oval slab of 
black stone, of what kind we have not 
been able to ascertain, but evidently of 
a description which had not been com- 
mon in Western Europe, and Dr. Dee, 
who died in 1608, may have consid- 
ered it as extremely precious, and as 
only to be obtained by some extra- 
ordinary means. It was one of the 


ornaments of the museum of Horace 
Walpole at Strawberry Hill; and Wal- 
pole has attached to it a statement 
of its history in his own hand-writing, 
from which we learn that it was 
“long” in the possession of the Mor- 
daunts, 


earls of Peterborough, in 
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whose catalogue it was described as 
“the, black stone into which Dr. Dee 
used to call his spirits.” It passed 
from that collection to Lady Elizabeth 
Germaine, from whom it went to John 
Campbell, Duke of Argyll, whose son, 
Lord Frederick Campbell, presented it 
to Horace Walpole. This interesting 
relic was bought at the Strawberry 
Hill sale for the late Mr. Pigott; and 
at the more recent sale of that gentle- 
men’s collection, it passed into the 
hands of Lord Londesborough. Its 
history and authenticity appear, there- 
fore, to be very well made out. The 
family of the Mordaunts held a prom- 
inent place in English history during 
the whole of the seventeenth century, 
and it is hardly probable that they 
would have received an object like this 
without having good -reason for be- 
lieving that its history was authentic. 
It is believed that Butler alluded to 
this identical stone in his well-known 
lines: 
“Kelly did all his feats upon 
The devil’s looking-glass or stone, 
When, playing with him at bo-peep, 
He solv’d all problems ne’er so deep.” 
—Hudibras

process. He required his implements 
of various kinds, and, in addition to 
these, various robes, made especially 
for the occasion, with girdles and 
head-pieces, and magical rings and

Antique Watch Movements and Balance Cocks 


By CYRIL WOODS 


During the eighteenth century the 
craft of making pocket timepieces 
was developed to a high degree. We 
are apt to think of the exact sciences 
as belonging to the present century; 
yet it is a fact that the lever escape- 
ment, used in all the better watches 
todey, was invented as long ago as 
the year 1765. Mechanical processes 
of manufacture, though, were few in 
the eighteenth century, and the 
watchmaker fashioned his product 
largely by hand. 

A striving after beauty is in- 
stinctive to those who make with 
their hands. Right up to the early 
1800’s, when machinery began to re- 
place manual skill, watchmakers 
were as much artists as craftsmen. 
Their artistry was by no means con- 
fined to those visible parts of a 
watch; its case, its dial and its hands. 
Though these ‘were often plain and 
simple in design, the works or move- 
ment enclosed within was invariably 
embellished in a highly decorative 
manner. Every movement made be- 
fore the advent of machinery is a 
fascinatingly beautiful piece of work, 
an intricate and awe-inspiring sight. 

Why was so much effort expended 
on beautifying something that so

rarely met the eye? The answer tc 
this question lies in the eighteenth 
century sales approach. When a gen- 
tleman went shopping for a watch he 
expected to have the inner mechani- 
cal mysteries demonstrated to him. 
To make a sale then, as ever, it was 
essential for the watchmaker to im- 
press his prospective customer with 
the superiority of his product. How- 
ever good this may have been, the 
purely mechanical assembly of 
wheels and springs, mostly covered 
by the framework anyway, conveyed 
little of the merit of the watch. And 
so, horologists vied with each other 
in striving for the maximum. eye-ap- 
peal. At the time when only the 
wealthy and cultured could afford to 
own a watch the additional days of 
labor absorbed in adding ornamental 
detail by hand were considered well 
spent. It may be assumed that the 
maker who most richly and tastefully 
decorated the more visible parts of 
his movements captured the sale. 

On examining an eighteenth cen- 
tury watch movement it will be found 
that the dominating feature is the 
balance cock or bracket. This was 
made to support and protect the 
large. balance wheel of the period. 
Because of its big area and promi- 
nent position it was this balance 
cock on which the watchmaker lav- 
ished his greatest decorative skill. 
He first of all marked out on the 
plain brass cock a most intricate and 
delicate design. With a tiny saw he 
proceeded to pierce the design 
through the metal. Piercing was al-

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most invariably resorted to so that 
in the finished watch the motion of 
the balance wheel could be observed 
through the tracery. The full detail 
of tne design was then carved out 
in relief with engraving tools. Oc- 
casionally the watchmaker set a 
small diamond in the center. This 
was as much by way of ornament as 
to serve the practical use of a bear- 
ing surface tor the balance pivot. 
Finally he plated the cock with gold, 
applied by the old and lasting pro- 
cess of fire-gilding. The completed 
balance cock was a work of art, as 
exquisite as any jewel. No picture, 
however good can do full justice to 
their beauty. 

It is our good fortune today that 
these cocks were oniy goldplated. 
Had they been made of solid gold it 
is certain that through the years 
few would have escaped the melting 
pot. As it is, the vast majority of 
the old watch cases, their movements 
worn out beyond economical repair, 
have gone the usual way of precious 
metals. There remain, though, many 
eighteenth century watch movements 
and thousands of balance cocks that 
have survived, partly because of 
their beautiful and curious work- 
manship, but mainly because of their 
small intrinsic value. This latter cir- 
cumstance is the collector’s oppor- 
tunity. He can pick up fine speci- 
mens of these antique gems at a 
trifling cost. Most of them will be 
English, because it was in England, 
in the 1700s that the making of 
hand-made watches reached its high- 
est and most prolific peak. 

Much of the charm of collecting 
hand-wrought watch movements and 
balance cocks lies in their diversity 
of decoration. There are no two 
quite alike. The watchmaker, having 
otherwise completed his latest time- 
piece, let his imagination run riot 
‘when he came to the finishing of the 
cock. He worked out a new pattern 
of scrolls and arabesques between 
which, as fancy dictated, he incorpor- 
ated flowers, birds, animals, or gro- 
tesque "masks. There is yet another 
attraction for the collecting of com- 
plete movements. This is the custo- 
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mary engraving, on the top plate, of 
the maker’s name and the city in 
which he worked. 

Should the reader possess an an- 
tique movement, about the maker of 
which he would like further infor- 
mation, the writer will be glad to 
supply all the available history. Just 
address a transcription of this en- 
graving to the writer in care of 
HOBBIES. 

In addition to their special inter- 
est to the collector, antique watch 
cocks have a particularly feminine 
appeal. They are readily convertible 
into items of jewelry. Any practical 
jeweler can make them up into the 
most original and intriguing ear- 
rings, clips, brooches and necklaces. 
Conceived for a very different pur- 
pose, these little conceits of a by- 
gone age, make charming adorn- 
ments for the twentieth century 
miss. It is one of those tricks of 
fate that, after 150 years or more 
hidden within a piece of mechanism 
or lying forgotten in a drawer, they 
should thus, perhaps for the first 
time, receive the administration that 
is their due.

It is quite obvious to the knowing 
observer that grownups, not children, 
are the true doll fanciers. Dolls are 
bought by adults who choose them 
sometimes for their historic value 
but always with a nostalgic love of 
the never-never land of their vanish- 
ed youth, plus an application of ma- 
ture standards of fabrication. 

Thus the needleworker who speci- 
alizes in dolls is faced with an exact- 
ing criterion of creative thought and 
workmanship.

What are the demands of this 
market? First, excellence of tech- 
nique applied to suitable and good 
materials. For instance, the mater- 
ial that makes a good coat for a five- 
foot-ten-inch lady will look stiff anl 
heavy for a five-inch doll, and so on 
down the scale. A doll who wears a 
coat with no style to its cut will 
look as funny as the equivalent wom- 
an. Charm and originality of char- 
acter are of the very essence of a 
doll, not only in her dress but in her 
body and face. 

* * * 

This conception of the doll widens 
the scope of what may be ac- 
complished in a most exciting way.

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MORE “FAVORITES” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


On counting them over, I find that during the past 
ten years, I have drawn ninety-seven Button Groups, — 
a total of about thirteen hundred and eighty different 
buttons! Eighty-seven different subjects have been re- 
presented, besides three groups of “Miscellaneous” but- 
tons and four of “Favorites.” I am beginning to feel 
that my ink bottle is merely empty — of buttons, at 
any rate! 

There are, of course, numerous other subjects which 
I have not attempted to portray; but many of them, for 
one reason or another, are impractical for my purpose. 
So, unless I begin over again — which is a prospect too 
appalling for contemplation! — I’m afraid I shall have 
to continue to picture odds and ends. 

Sometimes I doubt my ability to produce another 
Button Group, but I seem to find time every now and 
then for “one more.” So here is “one more” group of 
Favorites, which have nothing in common beyond the 
fact that they appeal to me, for various reasons. 

No. 1 — This charming Flower Basket is of brass, 
with incised design and thread back. Something about 
it — perhaps its admirable design — makes it particu- 
larly attractive. The thread back, too, is in perfect con- 
dition; and while such backs proved impractical, there 
is something pleasing about them. c. 1846? 
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No. 2 shows a Viking Ship in brass against a silvered 
ground. The Button is only seven sixteenths of an inch 
across, yet its details are clearer cut than those on 
many a larger button. Such well-made Miniatures often 
display far better design and workmanship than their 
more sizable relatives. Brass border. 

No. 3 is a flat, Vertical Hole button of Vegetable 
Ivory, with the Fan incised in gilt. It is as appealing 
as it is unpretentious. . 

No. 4 — Speaking of simplicity, could any Picture 
button be simpler than this Blockhouse, in one-piece 
brass? It is slightly convex, with the design curiously 
rendered in zig-zag outlines. 

No. 5 should be familiar to HOBBIES’ readers, since 
it is a more detailed version of the central button in the 
heading of this department. The (Greek) warrior’s 
head, beautifully modelled in brass, is displayed against 
a background of milk white glass. Brass border and 
canvas shank. I “call” this button “Achilles,” but that 
is merely my name for it, unsupported by evidence. 

Some Picture buttons have been arbitrarily (and 
sometimes incorrectly) “named” by enthusiasts. 

No. 6 is one of a set of Oriental scenes, inlaid in 
Plastic Horn in silver (or, more likely, white metal) and 
mother-of-pearl. (The horn is colored to imitate tor- 
toise-shell.) It represents an obelisk, — possibly “Cleo- 
patra’s Needle.” The Spinx and Pyramids appear on 
other buttons in the set. 

No. 7 is an odd astronomical button, in which the 
Man in the Moon and his consort (or “Sol” and “Luna,” 
if you prefer) are arranged in an unusual manner. One- 
piece brass with raised design. c. 1880.

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No. 8 presents an ever popular subject: one of the 
cherubs from Raphael’s “Sistine Madonna.” (The cher- 
ub’s companion appears on p. 16 of BUTTON PARADE, 
while the Madonna herself may be found on pp. 72 and 
142.) This button is flat black glass with scalloped 
edge and design incised in gilt. Self-shank. 

No. 9 is made of pressed leather, with raised design. 
Spider buttons fascinate, but I am still unable to ex- 
plain the popularity of these creatures on buttons when 
they are so little loved (especially by ladies!) in real 
life! 

No. 10 — Uniform buttons are my favorites, as a 
class; and this one, as an individual, is one of my par- 
ticular pets, — partly because it is the oldest Uniform 
button in my possession. It is flat, one-piece bronze, 
considerably battered and corroded. One like it is de- 
scribed by Captain Emilio in his MILITARY BUTTONS 
(No. 544). While he is not positive of its identity, he 
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believes that it is probably an officer’s button of the 
(British) 9th Foot, about 1776-77. The dot, of course, 
is to prevent the numeral from being mistaken for a “6.” 

Many factors enter into the adoption of a “Favorite” 
button: beauty, age, rarity, oddity, sentiment. Some 
buttons are so beautifully designed and made that they 
arouse immediate admiration, that never grows less; 
others have an indefinable charm, not easily expressed 
in words. Naturally, different buttons appeal to differ- 
ent people, but I do not believe that actual cash value 
plays a really important part in the selection of Favorites, 
In my scheme of things, it plays no part whatever. For 
high-priced buttons, many times, have little else to re- 
commend them; and no button I ‘could buy, at any price, 
could be as precious to me as the buttons which have 
come to me through friends, or those which, because of 
their associations, have acquired value and rarity that 


cannot be duplicated.

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THE GILT BUTTONS

(From “THE LADY’S AMARANTH”, 
a magazine printed in Philadelphia in 
the 1840's.) 

The neat litle village of Bloom- 
field has always been noted for the 
hospitality of its inhabitants, and for 
the beauty of its young ladies; and 
not less celebrated are the latter for 
their fine taste in dress, and the 
alacrity with which they introduce 
into their little circle the latest fash- 
ions from the city. Bloomfield con- 
tains only two regular mantua mak- 
ers and milliners. One of them, who 
bears the dignified name of Mrs. 
Percival, keeps a handsome little 
shop directly in the centre of the 
town. The widow Percival, though 
not much less than two score years 
of age, still possesses much of her 
youthful beauty; and she is unusu- 
ally neat in her dress, which has 
mostly been characterized for its 
studied plainness.

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to the house, I could never see enough 
of his waistcoat.” 

“Like myself now,’ remarked the 
third Miss Jones. “I have been look- 
ing at Susan Summer’s buttons till 
my eyes ache.” 

“Well,” said the fair-keeper,” since 
we are all so fond of them, it is 
comfortable to know that we can 
now wear them as well as the gentle- 
men.” 

“I have often wished to wear 
them,” said one of the ladies; ‘and 
to tell the truth I have a blue cloth 
riding habit at home, trimmed with 
gilt buttons, by myself, which I 
sometimes put on in the room, for 
my own amusement. But I never yet 
let any one know of it. Make me a 
spencer like yours, and then I can 
wear gilt buttons whenever I please. 
Indeed those buttons of yours are the 
richest I have ever seen! They are 
absolutely ravishing!” 

“Make one for me,” 
of the other ladies. 

“Did you see Mrs. Percival’s 
spencer?” enquired Miss Summers. 

“It is very pretty,” returned one 
of the ladies, “but if I had not seen 
yours, I would not have one made_so 
soon. The gilt buttons will make the 
spencer go, for it must have surely 
been devised expressively to display 
them on the ladies. I venture to say 
that Mrs. Percival will not sell a 
single spencer until she gets a sup- 
ply of gilt buttons for them.” 

Soon after, the Misses Jones re- 
tired, and in the course of the day, 
some ten or a dozen young ladies, 
one by one, came in.

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ITALIAN CASSON I — 
the Hope Chests of the Gothic Girls 


By ORILLE 


Italian cassoni or bride’s chests 
were among the few pieces of furni- 
ture to be found in Italian houses 
of the Gothic and Renaissance per- 
iods. Useful they certainly were, 
yet works of art so beautiful that 
even now, hundreds of years after 
they were conceived and executed in 
the cluttered workshops of the ar- 
tists, they, or portions of them, are 
eagerly hunted and collected by 
lovers of the beautiful in furnishings 
and the arts. 


Some carry paintings done by the 
brushes of the masters. Some are 
rich in inlay or marquetry — that 
welding of woods into intricate pat- 
terns reminiscent of the mosaics of 
‘eastern temples or the designs of 
oriental rugs. Many are of wood 
‘deeply carved so the designs stand 
‘out in high relief thus creating dif- 
ferent textures which give off vary- 
ing high lights and shadows to add 
their wealth of beauty to the patina 
of well rubbed wood. Again others 
are decorated with gesso — tinted 
plaster work very popular during a 
certain period of the Renaissance. 


Even the ‘hardware’ were works of 
art. Hinges, locks, and handles, as 
well as the ornamental bands put on

to reinforce the strength of the box- 
es, which in the nature of their lives 
sometimes took very rough treat- 
ment, were made of wrought iron and 
other metals handsomely designed 
and treated both as to shape and 
decoration. 


Nor were the interiors of the 
chests overlooked. The lids especial- 
ly held paintings now almost price- 
less, while whole interiors, including 
the compartments, were often lined 
with damasks or brocades or other 
silken ‘stuffs’ in yellow or crimson, 
cerulean blue or lapis lazuli or flam- 
ing orange. 


Indeed these bride’s chests — so 
large as to take full length most of 
the shimmering bridal garments — 
were the very essence of romance 
for: were they not the hope boxes of 
girls who lived and loved under the 
sunny skies of wealthy Italy, that 
center of world culture of four and 
five hundred years ago. Certainly 
each daughter of rich tradesman or 
noble expected a cassone or a pair 
of them in which to accumulate her 
household linens and the garments of 
her trousseau. So piles of papa’s 
gold florins heaped the tables of the 
artists’ workshops. But greater piles,

by far, were counted into the palms 
of the merchants for the fine linens, 
filmy laces, silken velvets, brocades 
and damasks, and the cloths of gold 
and silver so dear to the hearts of 
Florentine, Venetian, and Sienese 
girls ‘whose tastes were moulded by 
the magnificent pageants and cortag- 
es characteristic of those days of 
{talian commercial and artistic su- 
premacy. 


On her wedding day, packed to 
bursting, these chests, trussed on the 
backs of donkeys, accompanied the 
bride to her husband’s house, so 
whether the journey took days or 
weeks the bride had only to dip into 
these wardrobe trunks of her day to 
have fresh garments at her need. 
In fact, the cassone often accompan- 
ied mistress and master on _ their 
travels to supply some of the com- 
forts of home. 


Once in the bride’s home the cas- 
sone continued its double life, serv- 
ing as chest or chiffonier, as bench 
or seat, as couch for the overnight 
guest, or even, if the furniture was 
skimpy enough, it took its place tow- 
ard the center of the room and acted 
as table for the family meals. As a 
‘safe’ holding the family treasures, 
jewelry, and household money, _ it 
frequently stood at the foot of the 
nuptial bed so the master could, if 
necessary, ‘sleep with one eye open’ 
and guard his wealth. When the 
bride was lucky enough to have a pair 
of cassoni they usually were spaced 
against the wall to form the lowest 
tier ‘of the wall decoration. 


Early cassoni set on simply mold- 
ed bases, on bracket feet, or thick, 
squatty claw feet. Rarely they stood 
about a foot from the floor and 
plainly designed aprons stretched be- 
tween their front legs. These early 
chests were frequently made of pop- 
lar as it served best for the tempora 
paintings which decorated their pan- 
els and it also took nicely to the in- 
lay work or the low carvings which 
were used to frame in the painted 
panels. 


Cassoni of the later period, how- 
ever, often swelled out at the sides 
and tops in the manner of early sar- 
cophagi. They set well off the floor 
on elaborate claw feet. Walnut was 
a favorite wood for these “carved 
chests of the Renaissance” since it 
lent itself well to the carver’s knife 
and chisels and permitted strength 
of design yet fluidity of line to be 
achieved in high relief. So humans 
and gods, fauns and nymphs and 
satyrs, and the inevitable cupids 
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took turbulent form, and in the man- 
ner of the Greek frieze, covered each 
panel with a story carved deep in 
the brown wood which use and the 
years enriched to the satiny glow of 
burnished copper. 

Almost always, regardless of de- 
coration, space had to be allowed on 
the front panel of each chest for 
eoats of arms. That of the bride’s 
family or of her native city appeared 
on. the left side of the panel while 
the husband’s showed on the right. 

Generation after generation the 
painted chest held supreme popu- 
larity partly because the sides, ends, 
tops and lids gave an artist con- 
venient panels for his paintings. 
Partly, too, because the vivid colors 
and the subject matter of the paint- 
ings themselves were beloved by the 
Italian people. 

Sometimes the artist spread his 
painting in a long panel completely 
across each surface. Again he di- Another fine, old Italian bride’s chest with painting scene. 
vided the front side into two or three 
portions, each of which he framed in 
with bands or borders of marquetry, 
or he carved the. wood to form ESUUUHUUGUUGUCUNGINLNNENGUTERIUULEUGHUGUNER 
frames some of which were reminis- 
cent of Gothic windows with their 
trefoil, quatrefoil, or pointed arch 
heads. 

This marquetry or inlay work re- 
quired that each tiny portion of 
wood, ivory, bone or tortoiseshell be 
prepared with meticulous care. The 
woods were heated or dyed to give 
the colors necessary for developing 
the design. At times even the ivory 
was tinted. This inlay ornamenta- 
tion was then set deep enough into 
the wood so its surface was on a 
level with the polished surface of the 
chest. 

The inside lids of many bridal 
chests were decorated with portraits 
of bride and groom, intimate in na- 
ture, commemorating their ardent 
love, but closed within the chest from 
the casual eye, even as the couple 
closed those memories in their oh. ; ' f 
hearts. In preparation for such This is one of the more simple types of Italian cassone of the first half of the 16th century. 
paintings, the inside of the lids ‘were 
hollowed out, finished with simple 
mouldings, and then the whole panel 
in each case was worked out in the 
same technique as the other tempora 
paintings of the chest. 

Thus tempora painting was not 
done on the wood itself but on a 
carefully prepared ground of gesso 
— that is, fine plaster of Paris was 
mixed with glue and smoothed on 
the wood, then polished to a mirror- 
like surface on which the design of 
the painting was next drawn. Light 
shading or modeling in either green 
or brown earth was then worked in. 
Finally the paints themselves, ground 
with water and tempered in white 
of egg or vegetable albumen, ‘were 
applied and hardened into surfaces - 
reminiscent of rich enamels or semi- 
precious stones. Colors included 
bronzes, oranges, tans, and delicate 
blondes, greens ranging from soft 
grayed green to deepest emerald, 
ethereal blues, cinnabars, crimsons,

there was lavish spotting and out- 
lining of pure gold. 

Love stories, both mythological and 
human, were favorite themes, so 


Petrarch’s “Six Triumphs” — Love, 
Chasity, Death, Time, Fame, and 
Eternity — appeared again and 


again. The Wanderings of Ulysses 
and the Adventures of Aeneas por- 
trayed manly adventure and valor 
suitable for brides to associates with 
their husbands. The drama of the 
Queen of Sheba approaching Solo- 
mon over the bridge built of the 
Tree of Life points the fitting moral 
that young brides should seek wis- 
dom. Many of the scenes were from 
religious themes. Nor was the social 
life of the time neglected. Banquets, 
dances, betrothals, weddings and 
pageants — those gorgeous play 
parades of richly adorned vehicles, 
elaborately caparisoned horses, and 
luxuriously dressed men and women 
— all are recorded on the panels of 
these Italian cassoni. 

Lift the lid of one pair of cassoni 
and you wil! find a portrait of a 
bride, half reclining. She is nude ex- 
cept for a gossamery veil which 
sweeps in graceful curves over thigh 
and shoulders. Her eyes are dreamy,

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and her delicate, half wistful face is 
framed in loosened hair. She rests 
thus against a background of twenty 
flaming suns which form an all over 
pattern for the painting and whose 
rays indicate the rapturous love of 
the young couple. On the inside lid 
of the other cassone, against a sim- 
ilar background, half reclines the 
young husband, his hands uplifted, 
stayed, his rapt face and adoring 
eyes portraying his worship of his 
bride. Tender, beautiful bits from 
the fabric of love caught and held in 
the color compositions of the Italian 
cassoni painters. 

“The Betrothal” is another set of 
cassoni panels which runs the gamut 
of color and pattern. In the be- 
trothal scene the shy bride in a 
crimson gown faces a gallantly 
dressed youth. An old courtier in a 
curious, two-decked, doughnut-shap- 
ed head dress conducts the betrothal. 
Knights on cream and chestnut 
horses form the outskirts of the 
group of lavishly dressed young 
folk. Red brown and gold-dotted 
tents fill the extreme left of the 
painting. A great blue-green moun- 
tain and a distant reach of misty 
blue plain with dimly visible light 
horizon line fill the background. 

The marriage scene shows bride 
and groom sitting on a dias under an 
elaborate gold-touched canopy. At 
their feet the guests dance, the 
women carrying the trains of their 
gowns, exposing their red _ shoes. 
They bow their curious horned or 
hennin-shaped head dresses and 
swing their long sleeves out of the 
way of their feet. The men, in red- 
orange hose, elaborate short doub- 
lets, and bright trousers, pay the 
women those deferences demanded 
by the times and the dances. Beyond 
the dancers, to the left, is a table 
covered with cloth of gold and hold- 
ing the wedding presents. In the 
background are the musicians, and 
behind them. the smooth tall formal 
Renaissance architecture fills in the 
painting. 

Who painted these cassoni panels? 
Many an unknown aartist. But no 
few of the great Italian painters 
took a turn at it. Among them are 
Massaccio and Botticelli, Of the 
professional cassoni painters, how- 
ever, Francesco Pesellino who lived 
in the first half of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, seems always to have told his 
stories with imaginative inventive- 
ness, delightful variety, lovely pat- 
tern, and glorious color. 

These Italian cassoni went ‘with 
the bride to her new home across the 
street, to the King’s palace of an ad- 
joining country, across the moun- 
tains to an adopted city, over the 
Mare Nostrum to the ancient lands, 
or along the medieval trade routes 
to the four corners of the known 
world, adorning and serving.

in the March exhibition, “Dolls and 
Their Dwellings,” at America House, 
New York City. 

The techniques to be employed in 
the making of these dolls must be 
left to the ingenuity of each creator. 
Her own “tricks of the trade” ‘will be 
one of the unique elements of her 
dolls. Nefertiti, shown here, is of 
crepe de chine, so molded by a secret 
process of her maker that her lovely 
body seems to be of the smoothest 
skin. 

Details in all these dolls are of the 
first importance and must be perfect 
in proportion, as well as true to char- 
acter. The faces, dresses and com- 
position must impart an idea which 
shows unity of thought and execu- 
tion. 

In short, the present fashion of 
“character” dolls, as opposed _ to 
“dressed” dolls, opens a new wide 
range of opportunity to the needle- 
worker—a range in which insight 
into human nature, imagination and 
ingenuity can join with technical 
ability to bring rich rewards.

you feel you are gazing upon a liv- 
ing person instead of an inanimate 
object. 

To describe all the’ expressions 
captured by the famous German doll 
makers would be an impossible task 
for often these faces are hand-sculpt- 
ed and an expression is never again 
recaptured by the doll-artist who 
formed it. Among the most famous 
of these expressions are the pensive, 
poignant, shy, serene and _ sudden 
interest. As many variations of 
these moods have been captured as 
there are arrangements of famous 
musical compositions. 

Not long ago the little doll col- 
lector in our family was having a 
birthday, and I decided to get her a 
small German doll for her present. 
After a lengthy perusal of the ads, 
I came upon a description of a Ger- 
man bisque sailor boy that captured 
my fancy. I jotted down a note to 
the Massachusetts dealer who ad- 
vertised him, and inasmuch as _ the 
sum, asked for him was so small, I 
enclosed a check without the appre- 
hension of getting a poor buy. 

The package arrived, and without 
opening it, I tucked it away on a 
closet shelf to await the eventful oc- 
casion. On her birthday, the little 
doll collector opened it excitedly but 
emitted only a dejected sigh when 
she drew the small figure from its 
wrappings. 

I couldn’t understand it. The fig- 
ure was darling, and I expected at 
least a mild exclamation of pleasure.

Here was an 
expression that should be found in 
the face of every child. 

The little doll collector was watch- 
ing my interest and must have 
caught something of the animation. 
After due consideration, she said, 
“He is sort of cute, isn’t he — that 
is, for a boy doll. I think I’ll name 
him. after grandpa.” 

“He’s a German doll,” I told her. 
“You'll have to use a German name. 
grandpa’s 


Let’s see, in German, 
name would be Fritz. How would 
that be?” 


“That suits him fine,” the little 
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doll collector agreed, then disap- 
pearing into the world of make-be- 
lieve, she added elfishly, “I guess I 
don’t have to worry about him 
starting any arguments with my 
girl dolls. They won’t understand 
a word he’s saying.—Beth Gonciar.

“Another English firm makes a 
fascinating array of Audubon bird 
plates. Each print is a copy of one 
from the famous ‘Birds of America’ 
series from. the Elephant folio, and 
again, each has the title on the back. 
The ware is white, the rims of the 
plates having a raised white floral 
design. They are all charming and 
cost only $1.75 each. 

“Still another type of picture 
plate is one that commemorates the 
events in the life of Lincoln and of 
Washington. The little scenes are 
done in raspberry red on cream white 
and a large picture of the man him- 
self is in the center. These plates are 
made in America, are 10 inches in 
size, and sell for $1.25 each. Made 
by the same firm is a very handsome 
larger and heavier plate with a pic- 
ture of the old Spanish mission at 
San Diego on it.

No C.O.D.’s - Carriage Extra - Stamps 
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The Porcelain Birds of Old England 


By FRANK FARRINGTON

What would porcelain be without 
birds or flowers for decorative de- 
signs? Belles and beaus, dogs and 
dragoons, castles and cottages, chick- 
weed and chinoiserie, Dr. Syntax and 
George Washington; all these and 
countless other subjects parade the 
glaze of old porcelain, but the birds 
and flowers are the people’s choice. 

Birds such as never flew over land 
or sea, birds of fantastic form and 
rainbow plumage, but with colors 
never found in the spectrum. Birds 
that would make a bird-of-paradise 
take to the brush to hide the blush 
of its inferiority complex. Flying 
feathered fantasies that would make 
a lyre-bird gape to see the Chinese 
version of its kind. Birds formed 
and feathered only for beauty as 





statuettes or as designs for the sur- 
face of china pieces. 

But why chould any china collector 
care about the ornithological cor- 
rectness of Chelsea or Plymouth bird 
figures on the mantel or in the cor- 
ner cupboard or pictured on the front 
of a Delft teapot. Or why worry 
over the nor-existence of the long- 
tailed Chinese mythological Feng 
Huang bird that gives color and 
grace to a Worcester plate? 

The beauty and brilliance of the 
plumage of a bird statuette are what 
make it worthy, not anatomical 
structures. 

Most beautiful are the bird fig- 
ures and designs of the Chelsea fac- 
tory which chose as subjects, to be 
distantly imitated; yellow canaries,

pigeons, green. parrots,  bluetits, 
hawks, geese, ducks, brown owls and 
swans. Other potteries, English and 
Continental, reproduced other birds. 
Meissen (Dresden) featured typical- 
ly a pair of crested hoopoes, stippled 
in sepia and tawny and perched on 
white stumps. 

Chelsea bird figures were made to 
be used as candlesticks, some as vas- 
es, some as smelling bottles, or as 
statuettes. These mantel and dres- 
sing tables figures were produced at 
their very best during the 1743 to 
1756 period of the Chelsea factory. 

The Plymouth potteries, started in 
1786, made beautiful, true porcelain, 
with birds and flowers wonderfully 
painted by a French artist from the 
Sevres factory. The founder of this 
business was one Cooksworthy who 
is said to have acquired much of his 
knowledge from a Virginia gentle- 
man traveler. The Plymouth bird 
statuette shown herewith is a rare 
example of the most striking of the 
Plymouth birds. 

Chelsea and most other bird stat- 
uettes seem to represent no specific 
ornithological family, but rather the 
fancy of the potter who, in the main, 
adhered to the short-beaked types 
with plumage hard to identify as be- 
longing to any kind of bird. The 
types of small birds incline to such 
as finches, warblers, veerys, but 
range practically all the way from 
the apteryx to the whiskey-jack. One 
should not criticise the ornithological 
techniques, since beauty of design 
and popularity of appeal were the 
objects, rather than technical bird 
lore, 

The birds, to say nothing of the 
beasts and fishes of the Chelsea 
works, were done in very beautiful 
colors and made ornate with hand- 
some gilt and a glossy glaze. Chel- 
sea porcelain is relatively heavy and 
the pieces made cover a wide range 
of objects of both useful and orna- 
mental types. The finest floral 
designs made at Chelsea were the 
work of William Billingsley, then no 
flower painter on china stood higher. 


Chelsea, Bow and Derby were com- 
bined in one factory when William 
Duesbury, successful owner of the 
Derby works from. 1756, bought the 
Chelsea potteries in 1769 and the 
Bow plant in 1776, ultimately com- 
bining them at Derby ‘where the 
business was continued until 1848.

Historical association adds distinction to glassware

Uncle Sam Bottle 


“Uncle Sam” is a personification 
of the United States Government. 
Several explanations are said to have 
been given as to the origin of this 
expression, but the one generally ac- 
cepted is the following, taken from 
“Messages and Papers of the Presi- 
dents” published by authority of 
Congress. 

During the War of 1812, Elbert 
Anderson (an army _ contractor) 
bought large quantities of provisions 
for the army and had them shipped 
to himself at Troy, New York. The 
shipping mark was: “E. A.” above a 
line, and “U. S.” below it. One of the 
inspectors at Troy was Samuel Wil- 
son, popularly known as Uncle Sam 
Wilson. At that time the letters 
U. S. were so rarely used that few 
people understood the association. 
One day someone asked a workman 
the meaning of the initials E. A. and 


The prompt reply was “Elbert An- 
derson” and “Uncle Sam” referring 
to Sam Wilson. 

This interpretation became accept- 
ed among the workmen and they, in 
turn, communicated the explanation 








to their comrades from all parts of 
the country; since the mystic E. A. 
and U. S. elicited inquiry in general. 
The story went the rounds of the 
press and so “Uncle Sam” became 
the popular name for the United 
States Government. 


Uncle Sam has been portrayed in 
many ways. He is shown most often 
in cartoons of the day. He has 
grown to be the most used of all 
cartoonist’s figures. He may be 
seen, most any time, on some editor- 
ial page, or front cover, as a figure 
with long chin whiskers, sharply 
pointed nose, wearing a high-topped 
hat, a long-tailed coat and striped 
trousers. His clothing often is 
sprinkled with stars, and the whole 
effect is that of an overgrown, awk- 
ward, and gawky individyal. He is 
usually associated (directly or indi- 
rectly) with the Democratic donkey, 
the Republican elephant, the Tam- 
many tiger, of Prohibition, the 
apoplectic and greedy fellow of the 
Trusts, the Laborer with cap and din- 
jer-pail, or the meek, insignificant 
little dwarf who represents The 
People. His cartoon utterances have 
become threadbare from long usage 
but they have become so established 
in the public mind that any attempt 
at change would be quickly chal- 
lenged and resented. He is the Fed- 
eral Voice, and his influence in form- 
ing and moulding public opinion is of 
considerable importance; for the 
message of a simply drawn picture is 
quickly recorded on the mind, where 
a column or page of written opinion 
or _ might be skipped or sketchily 
read. 


In glassware, a rather tall bottle 
shows Uncle Sam to be wearing long 
hair matching the usual long whisk- 
ers and long nose. He is correctly 
garbed in the customary striped 
trousers and long-tailed coat, which 
is studded all over with five-pointed 
stars. The neck of the bottle con- 
veniently provides his high-crowned 
hat. His left hand grasps the barrel 
of a musket which rests beside him. 


The bottle is crystal glass, nine 
and one-half inches high.

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The Worcester Porcelain Parade

The top illustration on the cover of 
this issue shows three handsome plates 
of the Chamberlain era at the Wor- 
cester factories. The figures show Nancy 
Lee as the Sailor’s Lass and Woodward 
as the Sailor, Derby figures, 10 inches 
high.

Following the founding of the Wor- 
cester porcelain factory in 1751 by 
Dr. John Wall, this make of English 
porcelain passed through many 
proprieter’s hands and under many 
brands or “marks” down to the Wor- 
cester Porcelain Company of modern 
times, organized in 1863. Associated 
with Dr. Wall were the Rev. Thomas 
Vernon, Richard Holdship, the en- 
graver, and others. 


To review the parade of Worcester 
porcelain marks is to comprehend the 
large number of changes in manu- 
facturers of this china, the best of 
which has scarcely been equalled and 
rarely excelled. 


Dr. Wall’s early trademark was 
any one of a half a dozen individ- 
ualized forms of the letter “W” 
which stood for either Wall or Wor- 
cester. 


In 1772 the company was reor- 
ganized, adding to Dr. Wall, Han- 
cock, the engraver, Vernon, Cook and 
the two Davises. Dr. Wall died in 
1776 but this company carried on 
until 1783, using the “W” mark, to 
which was sometimes added a blue 
crescent closely resembling the cres- 
cent of the Caughley potteries. 


During these earlier days various 
marks were used in imitation of 
Chinese and Japanese marks. These 


included fretted squares (with vari- 
ous quartering patterns within) and

characters meaning little to the un- 
initiated. Too, there was use of imi- 


tations of the Dresden’ crossed 
swords marks. 
Marks that referred to certain 


members of the company were the 
“R. Hancock fecit” and the “RH 
Worcester” under an anchor with the 
RH in monogram form and a similar 
“RH” under an anchor, without the 
“Worcester.” The “RH” monogram 
marks referred to Richard Holdship, 
an engraver who had worked under 
Dr. Wall. 


In 1783 the works were sold to 
John and Joseph Flight and the 
marks, “FLIGHTS” and “Flight” 
were used. One was “Flight” under 
a crown which was added to com- 
memorate the visit of the king, 
George III. 


In 1791 John Flight died. Martin 
Barr was taken into the partnership 
in 1793 and a mark was_ used, 
“Flight & Barr” with a crown. This 
was used until 1807 when Martin 
Barr Jr. was added to the firm and 
the mark became “Flight, Barr & 
Barr” to be changed in 1813 to “Barr, 
Flight & Barr” or “B F B” which was 
used until 1840. Incidentally, it may 
be said there was at all times an 
overlapping of marks with the oc- 
casional use of some that did not ac- 
quire general recognition. One mark 
that gave more information than 
others was the following, printed on 
the ware during the 1813-1840 period.

In 1783 Robert and Humphrey 
Chamberlain, employed in the Wor- 
cester factory, left and established 
an independent pottery under the 
name of Chamberlain & Co. Their 
produce ‘was marked ‘“Chamber- 
lain’s” with or without “Worcester,” 
and about 1814, “Chamberlain’s Wor- 
cester, & 63 Piccadilly, London,” al- 
so between 1811 and 1820, some- 
times, “Chamberlain’s Regent China, 
Worcester & 155 New Bond Street, 
London.” Too, there were other but 
unimportant variations. 


It was in 1840 that the Chamber- 
lain and Worcester factories were 
combined under the name, “Chamber- 
lain & Co.” Worcester Flight and 
Chamberlain marks were variously 
applied: impressed, scratched in the 
clay, printed on the ware, painted in 
blue. At different periods different 
methods were used. 


In 1852 Kerr & Binns bought the 
company and the marks included the 
well known four “Ws” enclosed in a 
circle, also a shield with “K&B” at 
the top and “Worcester” diagonally 
down across the quarterings. 


Another Worcester pottery firm 
was Grainger, Lee & Co., whose 
mark bore that name above ‘“Wor- 
cester.” 


No English pottery house ever 
made more rapid advance in the beau- 
ty and art of its wares than the mak- 
ers of Royal Worcester. It is nearly 
200 years since the English city saw 
the beginning of porcelain making. If 
it has at times been more widely 
known as the home of Worcester- 
shire sauce and Dent’s gloves, the 
porcelain made there has neverthe- 
less had an outstanding reputation. 


A writer of the 1870s exclaims 
over the prices asked right there in 
the home town of Royal Worcester 
for that ware. If breakage per- 
centage and tariff walls have influ- 
enced the American prices, the pric- 
es right at the potteries have peen 
something more than bargains. 


The reputation of the ware, how- 
ever, has long been such that it will 
bring the prices asked and collectors 
willingly pay well for beautiful old 
pieces. 

The beauty of the ware has been 
freely attributed by those engaged in 
its production to the fact that they 
have adopted the patterns of the 
Orient, Chinese and Japanese. The 
Chinese had been making porcelain 
for 175 years before Royal Worcester 
first appeared. 

A visitor to the Royal Worcester 
factory in 1886 said to his manager, 
after being shown the earliest ex- 
amples of the ware, “You were 
strong at the start. You did not even 
begin ‘with rough, crude work, but 
made beautifully finished ware at the 
outset.” To which the manager re- 
plied, “Yes, we followed very closely 
the Oriental lines.” In fact, it was 
said the Royal Worcester and the 
Chinese porcelain were so _ nearly 
alike that one could scarcely distin- 
guish between them and a broken set 
of the Chinese could be filled out 
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Top shelf, apple green Dr. Wall Worcester. Middle shelf, Whieldon, salt glaze, etc. 


with Royal Worcester without any- 
one noting the difference. 

The manager above quoted said he 
did not consider porcelain a medium 
at all suited to decoration with faces, 
scenery or historical pictures. That 
belief may have something to do with 
the beauty of Royal Worcester’s 
wonderful designs. 

The main reason why many have 
placed Royal Worcester on a plane 
above Sevres, Dresden and others is 
attributable to the extreme care tak- 
en at the peak of that ware’s perfec- 
tion. Also at that time the company 
had patents on certain characteris- 
tics, such as an inimitable “ivory” 
finish. Further, the heads of the 
company were men of such energy 
and taste as to be a guarantee of the 
best. 

Once one of the managers declared 
their product excelled that of the 
Royal works of Berlin because the 
workmen of the latter potteries, be- 
ing subsidized by the crown, need not 


work so hard to succeed, while at 
Worcester, to fall short of the best 
meant lack of profits for the stock- 
holders. 

It is interesting to note that the 
beautiful Royal Worcester statuettes 
were not made entire at one process, 
but cast in parts, arms, fingers, feet 
legs, heads, etc., being made separ- 
ately and then brought together. A 
statuette a foot tall might include 
twenty places made individually. Per- 
haps the minute care used in the 
making could be carried to a more 
delicate extreme in this way. 

Royal Worcester workmen, in mak- 
ing the highest type ever produced 
at that pottery, were never allowed 
to become careless. A great deal 
more time was used than by some 
other factories. Every piece receiv- 
ed attention and care all the way 
through its production. Smal! won- 
der that the Worcester mark in all 
its variations receives respect and 
admiration. The oldest Worcester, 
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Bottom shelf, Dr. Wall Period, Worcester. 


that of Dr. Wall, the Flights and the 
Barrs is rare and highly valued. 

America has, of course, been the 
most prolific buyer of this ware and 
Americans have profited as much in 
taste developed for the finest of por- 
celains as the English have gained in 
the financial returns from the sale 
of Royal Worcester.

Our Hobby Is Helping Others Find Interesting Items For Their Hobby. 
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There are a lot of shenanigans in 
this reproduction racket. 


A dealer, with a reputation for 
“sharpness”, bought out a stock. He 
sold all the reproductions he found 
in it to a lady dealer who had never 
handled early American glass. He 
simply took her. Then he proceeded 
to knock the lady all over the state. 
The last we heard she had a 
lawyer. 


An eastern dealer wrote us a long 
letter about the evil of reproduc- 
tions. Said an investigation should 
be made of some southwestern deal- 
ers. We wrote them asking the 
source of their glass buying. They 
sent a list back and lo! the eastern 
dealer’s name led all the rest. 


You would think an honest manu- 
facturer would not want to be a 
party to a fraud that causes people a 
lot of grief. On their own volition, a 
principled manufacturer would mold 
dates in his reproductions. Of course, 
if he did, he knows he could sell but 
few of them, and then to the 10c 
store trade at a low price. 


He knows the stuff is going into a 
racket and gets his cut. It beats the 
dickens what people will do and the 
trouble they are willing to cause 
for a piece of money. They choose 
to do these crooked things when they 
could make just as much in legiti- 
mate lines.

A New England dealer writes 
that so many salesmen come around 
peddling fake milk glass that she 
has put upa sign “No reproductions.” 
Those who bought the fakes will be 
holding the bag because the sale of 
it in some communities has complete- 
ly stopped. 


A Missouri dealer writes that the 
St. Louis peddlers have loaded the 
antique beginners around Lake of 
the Ozarks with fake stuff. We had 
hoped that when Enos died a few 
years ago the traffic would pass out 
with him, but apparently not so. 

A reader wants to know if she 
buys a reproduction that was repre- 
sented orally as old there is any re- 
course. Certainly, if you can prove 
by witness the facts the average 
district attorney will prosecute. 


Should we also have the states 
pass laws requiring examination and 
licensing of antiquarians? 


Why should we license a barber or 
beautician and not an antiquarian? 


First if the licensee has to pass an 
examination he would have to show 
that he knew reproductions from the 
genuine. If he sold a reproduction 
he would lose his license. An annual 
fee of $25 could be collected which 
would pay a state board of examin- 
ers. Such a law would protect the 
public and go a long way to sanctify 
historical and sentimental material. 

Our readers should take steps in 
the different states to have such a 
law enacted so that it could be tried 
out.

The inflation problem is something 
that affects us all. It does seem like 
school boys appealing to the ignor- 
ant for the President and Congress 
to be stalling about who is to blame.

We are entering a buyer’s market 
now. It is true some things are in 
short supply but other commodities 
are being produced up to demand 
and salesmen are beginning to push 
their wares.

From 
month to month the seller’s market 
will pass. Lower living costs are in 
sight. 


The last wave of price raises was 
met by bitter resentment by 100 per 
cent of the public. Some were justi- 
fied by costs, forced on the seller 
against his wishes and judgment. 
A.machinery man told us that after 
their last raise in price the business 
stopped cold. Not one single machine 
was ordered. When the present 
back-log is caught up, they like 
others, will have to find some way to 
cut costs or liquidate.

Printing, for 
instance, has got so high that other 
forms of advertising are being used. 
New methods of labor saving are 
coming in, forced by necessity and 
some printers are just going out. 


Adjustment to lower levels and in- 
creased buying power of the dollar 
can come orderly, through less 
government spending, less destructive 
strikes, and sensible cooperation by 
the general public instead of getting 
panicky when the turn comes. 


All this is based on continued 
peace, though war with Russia can 
break out any minute.

Beware of

“planted” glass. They would not 
give their names, and the ad was 
placed under a nom de plume. 

The reproducers may try this phony 
“estate sale” in other cities. Be on 
your guard for a set-up of this sort.

One of the most mysterious and 
fascinatingly different type of earth- 
enware is that, variously known as 
Henri Deux Ware, Saint Porchaire 
Ware, Faience d’Oiron, and even 
Faience de Diane (de Poitiers), and 
of which there are less than 100 
known pieces. The first seems to be 
the favored name, as it was known 
to be manufactured during the reign 
of Henri II. However, Faience d’Oiron 
places it more definitely as it is gen- 
erally believed to have been made in 
a factory on the grounds of the 
Chateau d’Oiron near Poitou, France, 
from the year 1525 to 1550. Less 
foundation of truth appears to be in 
the name of Faience de Dian, though 
she was a favorite of Francois I and 
Henri II, and her initials, along with 
her widow’s colors of black and 
‘white, are sometimes employed in the 
finest pieces. 


One report has it that there are 
only 65 known pieces; another, 80. 
Most of these are now in museums 
and have a fantastic pecuniary value 
(each piece is quoted in the thous- 
ands) and their pedigrees are as 
long as a race horse’s. 


This exquisite ware is of white 
clay of a texture that is very light 
and delicate. It required only a thin 
transparent varnish instead of the 
ordinary colored glaze or enamel. It 
is believed that the foundation was 
molded by hand rather than turned 
in a lathe, and without ornament. 
Patterns or arabesques were then en- 
graved and colored pastes filled the 
indentures so that the smooth sur- 
face resembled the finest inlaid 
work. The decoration is sometimes 
compared to the tooling on a hand- 
some leather book-binding. This is 
in character as one of the two ar- 
tists who made the ware, Jean Ber- 
nard, was the librarian who furnished 
designs for the hand-tooled book 
bindings of Lady Helene de Gouffier, 
on whose estate the pottery was pro- 
duced. The other artist, or potter, 
was Francois Charpentier. It is said 
that Helene de MHangest Genlis, 
widow of Artus Gouffier, was great- 
ly interested in the arts and created 
this fabulous ware for the members

of her own family, as was often done 
on the great estates in early times. 
These treasures are, for the most 
part, quite small. They include salt- 
cellars, cups, vases, candlesticks, and 
jugs, and are all of a somewhat gen- 
eral style and seem architectural in 
construction; monuments in minia- 
ture-devised with the elaborate de- 
coration of the Renaissance. The 
whole effect is of mosaic work in a 
charming mixture of red, brown, 
pink, dull buff, and yellow. Handles 
are often composed of twining ser- 
pents, and other decorations are 
portraits, figures, masks, and gar- 
lands typical of the Renaissance 
style. 


Lady Helene died in 1537 but her 
only child, Claude Gouffier, contin- 
ued the production of the beautiful 
ware, with the assistancé of the two 
artists, until 1550, when the wars be- 
tween the Protestants and Catholics 
swept that section of France, Tour- 
aine, and apparently destroyed re- 
cords of the precious ware.—I.

ACTRESS GLASS 


Actress glass made its appearance 
about 1879 and was made by a single 
Western factory over a period of sev- 
eral years. Many of the more popu- 
lar stage actors and actresses of the 
era were depicted on the glass. Hav- 
ing no movies or radio in those days, 
the stage played an extremely im- 
portant role in the life of the average 
community. It was, then, only nat- 
ural to portray its exponents on the 
family table glassware. The idea was 
popularly received, and soon the fac- 
tory turned out practically every form 
of glass, featuring no less than 10 
actreaces and actors, as well as sev- 
eral scenes from plays. 


Kate Claxton, Lotta Crabtree, An- 
nie Pixley, Adelaide Neilson, Maggie 
Mitchell, Mary Anderson, and Fanny 
Davenport, as well as Stuart Robson, 
Sanderson Moffatt, and Wm. H. Crane 
were all pictured on various pieces of 
this pattern.

SOMETHING BEYOND SUBSTANCE 


By BESSIE M. LINDSEY 


Greatness flourished in this coun- 
try in the last half of the nineteenth 
century. Great men were living then, 
who knew the feel of a sword in bat- 
tle. (Grant, Lee, Sherman, Sheridan, 
Logan). 

Great men and women too, were 

living, who exercised a weapon said 
to be “more mighty than the sword.” 
(Emerson, Whittier, Bryant, Garrison, 
Wallace, Harriet Beecher Stowe). 
* Great men were dreaming; men 
who conquered hardships for other 
men through the development of 
science. (Bell, Edison, McCormick, 
Goodyear, Field). 

Statesmen and editors, philosophers 
and orators, preachers, teachers, and 
historians, made great thoughts to 
become uncommonly common. 

No one can doubt that the people 
of this period “rendered unto Caesar 
the things that are Caesar’s” with 
enthusiasm. That they “rendered un- 
to God the things that are God’s’”’ is 
apparent too, tho this fact has not 
been so often nor so well presented. 

Additional evidence to this effect 
may be found by any searcher, in 
quiet by-channels, where rest treas- 
ured things on which the light of 
pride once shone. 

Old glassware is eloquent in this 
respect. To the inquiry “what is there 
to find?”, I would reply—make a list 
of the most dramatic and forceful 
events presented in the Bible. You 
will find most, if not all of these, 
memorialized in old pressed glassware. 
Some will be discovered in the pattern 
groups; others are found in one-of-a- 
kind items. The religious ideology of 
the time will unfold with panoramic 
clarity. 

The desire for appropriate build- 
ings in which to worship led to the 
development of a great type of arch- 
itecture, the Gothic. It was not only 
ecclesiastic in origin, but has always 
been bound up with the church. The 
devotional atmosphere of such a struc- 
ture owes much to the window, pointed 
arch in shape; the form of human 
hands in the attitude of prayer. Our 
early glassware shows two patterns 
that are symbolic of this idea: one 
called Gothic, and one Cathedral. 
Both are found in the usual forms 
needed for table service. The Gothic 
comes in clear only, but Cathedral is 
found in blue, amber, yellow, and 
amethyst also. 

The Bible is represented in glass- 
ware. Quaint book match-holders are 
fashioned like a certain type of old- 
fashioned Bible; so it seems reason- 
able to assume they are symbolic of 
that book. I have found them in both 
clear and opaque glass, and in several 
colors. At least two bread-trays show- 
ing Bible sentiment were made. Both 
are oblong in shape. One shows an 
open Bible in the center of the tray, 
on which is inscribed “Give us this 
day our daily bread.” On the other, 


each handle represents an open Bible. 
A Greek inscription is found on one 
and the “daily bread” motto on the 
other. 

Another bread-tray which belongs 
to the flower-pot pattern of table 
glassware, bears the motto “In God 
We Trust” in stippled lettering along 
the sides. Each end is ornamented 
with an urn of flowers against a stip- 
pled background. 

A poignant story of man’s desire 
for, his hope for, and his faith in 
immortality is suggested by the angel 
border plate. This plate shows the 
head of a youthful person — with 
wings— combined with flowers and 
scrolling, as the prevailing motif of 
an open-work border. I have found 
these plates in frosted glass, in trans- 
parent amber, opaque white and 
opaque blue. Figures of angels were 
used on other dishware too, etched 
on clear glass backgrounds. 

Tradition tells that a pattern of 
tableware is symbolic of the story of 
The Creation as found in the Bible. 
All pieces show a heavily stippled 
pattern suggestive of leaves which 
have been sewed together. This seems 
to refer to the passage “and they 
sewed leaves together and made them- 
selves aprons.” The bread-tray shows 
a central fig-like ornament and log 
handles; the compote standard is a 
tree trunk, and several pieces exhibit 
a serpent’s head. 

A tooth-pick holder, representing a 
stump, has a serpent coiled around its 
trunk and is said to refer to the stump 
of the tree-of-knowledge and the ser- 
pent tempter. 

A relish dish, shaped like a sword 
of olden times, has a flame-like de- 
sign on its surface and is known as 
The Flaming Sword relish dish. It 
suggests the story of the flaming 
sword which turned every way, guard- 
ing the gate (after the expulsion) 
and preventing man from entering 
into the Garden, eating of the fruit 
of the tree of life, and living forever 
in a sinful state. 

The meeting of Rebekah and Eliezer 
“at the well” is one of the best known 
of Bible stories. It has been a favorite 
subject for artistic portrayal, so that 
“Rebekah at the Well” represented as 
a fair maiden with a pitcher upon her 
shoulder, has become a familiar figure 
to most everyone. In glassware, a 
fruit stand which represents Rebekah 
at the Well is an outstanding example 
of the glassmaker’s art. It is classic- 
ally lovely and a worthy memorial to 
the maiden Rebekah. 

A pattern of glassware, well and 
favorably known, is called Jacob’s 
Ladder. The name seems fitting be- 
cause of a suggestion of the steps of 
a ladder which is a prominent feature 
of the design. This ladder suggests 
the story of Jacob’s Dream, wherein 
he saw a ladder set upon the earth, 
the top of which reached to heaven. 
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On this ladder he saw angels of God 
ascending and descending. The dream 
revealed to him that his prayers wer< 
like angels ascending to Heaven anc 
to God; that God’s promises, strength, 
comfort and protection were coming 
down to him. Longfellow, Whittier, 
and Tennyson used this theme in 
literature; artists presented the idea 
on canvas; and the hymn Nearer My 
God to Thee makes reference to this 
vision. The Jacob’s Ladder pattern of 
glassware is especially bright and 
shining. Could anyone look on a sur- 
viving specimen, understand its sym- 
bolism, and not experience a lift of 
spirit? 

Another table pattern is called 
Jacob’s Coat. This name memorializes 
the story of the coat of many colors 
which Jacob gave to Joseph. This 
coat, we are told, was made of fine 
linen, richly embroidered. The design 
of the Jacob’s Coat pattern is com- 
posed of figures suggesting various 
kinds of embroidery stitches. It is 
highly decorative, though dainty in 
effect. 

A tray of glass, rather shell-like in 
form, is known as Moses in the Bull- 
rushes. It memorializes the biblical 
story of the abandoned baby who be- 
came The Divine Law-Giver. It was 
on Mt. Sinai that Moses received the 
law which we call the Ten Command- 
ments; and it is upon this moral law 
that the Civil Laws of our land today 
are based. This tray shows the baby 
Moses against a background design 
suggestive of rushes. It rests on three 
small feet. 

The world’s most famous holiday 
commemorates the birth of the world’s 
most famous baby; the baby who 
changed the whole current of world 
affairs. The baby whose coming 
brought the message of “Peace on 
Earth, Good Will to Men.” In glass- 
ware, we find tableware in the usual 
forms, decorated with holly leaves and 
berries. We find too, among the 
novelties, a likeness of Santa Claus 
in clear glass, and Santa with his 
sleigh in clear and in the so-called 
milk. glass; Santa, who is the personi- 
fication of the Christmas spirit and 
dear to the hearts of everyone. 


Many patterns of glassware used a 
motto “Give us this day our daily 
bread” which was derived from the 
Lord’s Prayer, on bread-plates. Most 
cupboards held at least one of these. 
Three times each day, at table, grace 
was said and the bread-tray passed. 
Three times each day, year after year, 
the thought of man’s need and God’s 
care, was presented. Probably the 
people were just as surely advertising 
religion in this way, as are present 
day advertisers presenting modern 
products by means of oft repeated, 
appealing slogans. Tumblers, too, 
may be found that show the complete 
Lord’s Prayer in etched letters on 
clear glass backgrounds. 

Another motto “Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto you” 
is found on old glassware. It is a 
Divine command that, if carried out, 
would create harmony in all human 
relationships. The Golden Rule motto 
plate belongs to a particular pattern 
group, is lovely, appealing, and useful. 
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To man’s most common query “what 
is the greatest and most lasting thing 
in the world” the Bible gives reply: 
“and now abideth faith, hope, and 
charity; these three, but the greatest 
of these is charity.” When shops of- 
fered for sale, round, deep plates 
ornamented with three maidens posed 
as the Three Graces: faith, hope, and 
charity—it was natural for people 
who accepted charity as the supreme 
good to prize an article wherein the 
greatest thing in the world was sym- 
bolized through the medium of the 
clearest thing in the world, and to 
purchase freely. 

The story of Calvary is the story 
of a crucifixion, of a resurrection, and 
of redemption. It is a story so pow- 
erful that its force cannot be judged. 
The measure of its meaning is the 
measure of an individual’s under- 
standing. The fateful hour in the life 
of Him who was called the Light of 
the World, is symbolized in glassware 
by an article used in giving light to 
the world: the candlestick. Cruciform 
candlesticks show the design of a 
cross bearing an effigy of Christ cruci- 
fied. They may be found in clear glass 
and several lovely colors, and in 
slightly varying forms. 

The uplift received through the 
sacrament of the Lord’s Supper has 
been an essential in the progress and 
success of the Church through all the 
time since its institution. The Lord’s 
Supper giass bread tray presents the 
scene recorded in a famous painting, 
and includes the figures of Christ and 
the twelve apostles. It may be found 
in all clear glass, in an all frosted 
effect, and in clear glass “backed” 
with colors. 

Music is an essential of formal 
worship, and there is evidence to sug- 
gest that glass buyers “knew ‘their 
hymns.” Rock of Ages, by some 
esteemed the finest hymn in the Eng- 
lish language is memorialized in glass 
by an oval bread tray. “Give us this 
day our daily bread” appears around 
the border. In the center, a human 
figure with uplifted face is shown 
clinging to the base of a stippled 
cross. An angel lends support. At 
the top of the cross is written “Simply 
to thy cross I cling” and at the foot 
“Rock of Ages.” The tray also bears 
the inscription “Patented Dec. 7, 1875.” 
It is usually found in all clear glass, 
but comes also in blue. Another is of 
clear glass with the central portion 
consisting of an inlay of milk-white 
glass, 

It is a matter of record that the 
years after the Civil War were those 
in which the nation’s churches came 
to full maturity. The church was 
literally a “House of God” where 
thanksgiving and song, testimony and 
prayer, were woven into a pattern 
indelibly stamped on the memories of 
those whose privilege it was to wor- 
ship there. The service done, and 
homeward bound; on foot or horse- 
back, in two-wheeled cart or buggy, 
the people re-assembled ’round “fes- 
tive boards” where welcome food was 
made more welcome because of the 
interesting, colorful, and meaningful 
table glassware.

I know you will be interested to 
know that 1 have two compotes, per- 
fect, five and one-half inches in di- 
ameter and eight inches high. I was 
able to secure these scarce pieces 
through two dealers advertising in 
“HOBBIES” Mrs. Mae Kier Gansman 
and N. F. Cilberti. In fact, most of 
my Daisy glass has been purchased 
through HOBBIES. I search diligent- 
ly every month for a_ seven-inch 
plate, but never have seen but one 
advertised and then I was too late. 


A dealer in this locality who knows 
I am interested, saw a very large 
all glass compote in Daisy but failed 
to buy it. It was bought in Water- 
town and she said it was beautiful. 
So you see a few were made.

As 
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Issues of the Past Year 


’ The statements of the checkers-up 
of the issues for the past year are 
understatements — 2400 or 2600 or 
more. There is ‘a variance between 
issues and listed items. Most of these 
are due to shade differences, but some 
to paper. 


An old timer recommends this— 
“tell them that the things to start 
with are the sections that are seem- 
ingly sealed off for good. The gov- 
ernments ended, the areas absorbed. 


And an example is Croatia. That 
is a mixed mass of first overprints 
and photo reproduced major items and 
with little perforation or paper trou- 
ble, but some shades exist. 


Doubtless the announced new 
series for stamps will force the Bu- 
reau into one or all of three escape 
routes: “the use of mediocre designs,” 
... the “farming out” of the printing 
to contractors who are equipped to 
handle such mass orders” (not harm- 
ful, and likely some bi-color stamps— 
remember the Flag set?) ... “or en- 
graved stamps will have to be aban- 
doned in favor of surface printed ones.” 


On this last method, the results of 
some of this surface printing abroad 
puts to shame the complaint that it 
is not as good as engraved issues. 
You can select almost any of the 
varied series of Austria, Switzerland 
and other nearby countries, and see 
better design (which is. the first re- 
quirement) and better colors than we 
had issued as commemorative by the 
engraving process. And because the 
designs were what the boys call 
“lousy” the results were that plus, 
and are universally disliked. 


The facts of color printing being 
delayed or stopped by the union rules 
about color crews, or the short work 
week which is part of the long term 
idea of regimentation for all govern- 
mental groups are carefully omitted. 
Why? 

And because of this omission the 
spotlight is put only on the methods 
of selection and political expediency. 


Great Britain “farms out” her 
printing. And it is pretty good by 
comparison. 


Artistic Issues 


The tiny and very perfect land- 
scapes on the Swiss, Austrian and 
Hungarian issues and the’tiny build- 
ing series of the Czech and nearby 
areas are worthy of emulation by 
stamp designers. 


The flower series of Swiss semi- 
postals and the current new Austrian 
surely are unsurpassed, unless it be 
Columbia’s orchids. And when it comes 
to portraits, nothing approaches the 
tiny reproductions of the Hungarian 
1932 or 1943 sets. True we don’t have 
Saints to portray for patrons, but we 
still have a fairly good portrait by 
Stuart of the “immortal George” and 
he is far better than poor photographs 
“selected by the family, or admirers.”

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Historical Monuments 
Coins are monuments to the epochal 
events of history. 


Sixty odd years ago the average 
collector looked upon coin collecting 
more as an idle pastime—today the 
average collector looks upon his col- 
lecting as an advanced learning. The 
old time collectors confined their ef- 
forts mostly to date-sequencing—tie 
present timers go in more for type 
collecting. There are many type-set 
phases to choose from, but the ideal 
would be one that monumented world 
leaders, epochal eras, and events that 
changed the history of the world or 
that were of world-wide interest, such 
as the widow’s mite of the Bible, coins 
of the Crusades, the Godiva’ token of 
Coventry, the Columbus commemora- 
tive, and many others. Besides the 
Columbus commemorative America’s 
contribution to a type set of monu- 
mental] historic monuments would in- 
clude, among others, the LAFAYETTE 
SILVER DOLLAR. The establish- 
ment of the United States of America 


‘ was one of the world’s most epochal 


events, and the Lafayette dollar is a 
monument to France and her great 
citizen who contributed so much to 
our winning the Revolutionary war. 
On the obverse of the coin are the 
heads of Washington and Lafayette— 
on the reverse is Lafayette mounted 
on horse. America’s contribution to 
the Paris Exposition in 1900 was a 
monument to Lafayette. $50,000 of 
the cost of the monument were con- 
tributed by the school children of 
America. Although the coins bear the 
date 1900, they were actually struck 
on Dec. 14th 1899, the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the death of Wash- 
ington. The first coin struck was 
given to President McKinley, who in 
turn sent it to the President of 
France. The Lafayette dollar is the 
first governmental coin to bear the 
portrait of a United States president. 
America may well be proud of this 
contribution to the coinage monuments 
of the world. 


The Golden Era 

The yellow metal has been first 
choice for coinage material ever since 
the birth of coins. It is no small 
wonder that gold coins have become 
the blue-bloods of coinage and the 
aristocrats of coin collections. Unfor- 
tunately, through unpredictable and 
unpreventable circumstances, gold 


coinage in the United States, and 
throughout most of the world, has 
been discontinued and with the pros- 
pects of a permanent discontinuance, 
but gold money now in existence will 
never become “obsoletes” to coin col- 
lectors—they will always remain “cur- 
rent” coins in the minds of numisma- 
tists. The “Golden” family of Amer- 
ica is a large one with its many deno- 
minations, dates, mints, and designs. 
The Queen of America’s golden era is 
the twenty dollar blonde, born in 1907 
from the mind of the great sculptor 
Saint Gauden. This twenty dollar 
American Beauty is the coin that 
made Saint Gauden famous. Saint 
Gauden was born in Ireland, and his 
conception of “Miss Liberty advanc- 
ing” proves that he knew his colleens, 
and his flying eagle on reverse shows 
that he knew the strength of America 
on the wing. Subsequent events have 
proven the coin was prophetic. It is 
symbolic of America’s Onwardness 
and Upwardness, the guarantee of a 
democratic world. This Queen of 
America’s golden era is conceded by 
most numismatists to be America’s 
most beautiful coin. The designer had 
an eye for beauty rather than a yen 
for usefulness, as the relief of the 
first few coins struck was too high 
for stacking, thus playing havoc with 
the patience of bank tellers. This 
was remedied without cost to beauty. 
The collecting of gold will never be- 
come an obsolete phase of coin col- 
lecting, and although its mintage has 
been discontinued, the golden era we 
will always have with us, and the 
twenty dollar blonde, the American 
golden beauty, Saint Gauden’s gift to 
posterity, will always remain the 
Queen of America’s golden era. 


Canadian Off-Dates 


In the early coining days of the 
United States, frequently this year’s 
coins were struck from last year’s dies 
with the last year’s date unchanged, 
but with no notations of this dis- 
crepancy of dates on the mint’s re- 
cords, and with no identification mark 
on the coins to show they were off- 
dated. This upsets numismatic sta- 
tistics as to the relative and compara- 
tive scarcity of the coins of both dates. 
Take a suppositional case:—The re- 
cords may show 100,000 of a certain 
denomination were struck in 1818, but 
fails to show that possibly 75,000 of 
them bear an 1817 date, and nothing 
on the coins show they were mis-dated. 


Thus there is an uncertainty as to 
number of coins bearing the date of 
1817 and an 1818 date. This throws 
numismatic statistics helter-skelter. 

Now comes news from Canada that 
some of their 1948 coins are being 
struck from 1947 dies, and bearing 
the 1947 date instead of 1948. For- 
tunately they did not, as we often did 
in our early days, change the 7 to an 
8, and produce an over-date. This 
off-date of the Canadian coins was 
occasioned, it is stated, by a delay 
in preparing the 1948 dies. However, 
they have taken the precaution to 
identify the 1947 off-date by placing 
a small maple leaf at side of date, 
and they no doubt, we hone, will keep 
a record of the number of off-strikes, 
pm which coin collectors will be grate- 
ul. 

SCHOOL DAYS. There has been 
considerable complaint of late about 
our schools and colleges not stressing 
American history. This does not ap- 
ply to Numismatic Colleges. William 
Brimelow (Bill The Coin Man) in a 
recent radio broadcast reminded his 
hearers that the coins of our early 
colonies give us a history of those 
eventful and formative years: that 
our Revolutionary history is written 
on the monies of that era; that the 
Andrew Jackson hard time tokens re- 
cord the financial depression of his 
time; that the story of the war be- 
tween the states is recorded on war 
tokens, encased postage stamps, store 
cards, small script, and Confederate 
notes; our losing fight in the competi- 
tive race with Mexico for the Orient 
trade is recorded on our Trade Dol- 
lar, a coin minted for use in the Orient 
only; that even the Free Silver 
political fight of the nineties is ever 
kept before us by the Bryan Dollar 
which, however, was not a government 
coin; that future historians will study 
our World War Two monies for corro- 
boration of the written record. Nu- 
mismatic College’s chief text-book 
is Professor Money’s History of the 
World. 

THE PENNY BELL accounts for 
250,000 of the many millions of pen- 
nies that have disappeared without 
leaving a trace. Collier’s for May 
has this item: Probably no bell had 
a stranger history than the reproduc- 
tion of our Liberty Bell made for the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and exhibited at the Chicago 
World Fair in 1893. It contained the 
metal of 250,000 pennies contributed 
by patriotic children and was to be 
taken later on a tour of the United 
States, .but when the Fair closed the 
famous bell disappeared and no trace 
of it has ever been found.

A MILLION DOLLAR PENNY. 
Ripley in his Believe It Or Not tells 
of the LEE PENNY, the subject of 
Sir Walter Scott’s “The Talisman.” 
The famous English talisman, says 
Mr. Ripley, consists of a coin studded 
with a piece of stone. It has been in 
the possession of the Lee family since 
1320. The stone is reputed to have 
been captured from a Saracen during 
the Crusades and miraculous curative 
powers are ascribed to it. An un- 
successful offer of a million dollars 
was once made for it. 


KNOW YOUR MONEY. The gov- 
ernment’s campaign to acquaint the 
people with the difference between 
good and bad money in order to cir- 
cumvent counterfeiters evidently skip- 
ped two cities.

MISS LIBERTY’S NIGHT-CA?. 
Many of our early coins showed Miss 
Liberty holding a rod with a cap on 
it. It is sometimes jokingly referred 
to as the stick with a night-cap on it. 
The rod and cap date back to early 
Rome. The freed slave was given a 
head-piece, a pileus, as a token of his 
liberty, hence the liberty cap. The 
vindicta is the rod with which the 
Romans touched the slave in freeing 
him, hence the rod on the coins. So 
the rod-and-cap on our early coins 
symbolizes our freedom from England. 


KNOW YOUR HEADS AND 
TAILS, or else. If this information 
printed in TIT-BITS, London, is cor- 
rect, then fellow Americans who oc- 
casionally go on a lark should fortify 
themselves with a course of lessons in 
numismatics; had better learn their 
money. Of course a coin collector in 
any state of inebriaty could spot a 
head or a tail in the dark. The item 
says: From America comes news of 
a police plan to apply on-the-spot 
sobriety tests to motorists suspected 
of being under the influence of drink 
while driving. A start will be made 
in Chicago where suspects will be 
asked to pick up coins dropped by the 
police on the pavement, and to dis- 
tinguish heads from tails.”

From an Exchange. A friend who 
made a run to the Caribbean on a 
fruit boat tells of a smart little rack- 
et among the seamen. Since Uncle 
Sam redeems gold coins at face val- 
ue, the seamen collect all the coins 
they can afford in Caribbean ports 
and bring them back home. On the 
way home they put the coins in a 
chamois bag and attach it to the 
drive shaft of the ships. The violent 
action of the shaft clanks the coins 
together until there is a nice little 
pile of gold dust in the bottom of the 
bag. As soon as the seamen hit a 
U. S. port they redeem. the coins at 
face, and sell the dust. Profits run as 
high as 15 per cent.

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ROLLS OF SMALL 
U.S. COINS POPULAR 


The collectors who started to ac- 
cumulate rolls of small U. S. coins 
in the early Thirties, today are glad 
they did so. Owners of nickels and 
cents of that period are fortunate for 
the coins are either earning them a 
good profit or forming the basis 
for more recent coin issues which are 
inexpensive. 

Some of the more ambitious coin 
dealers have accumulated a good 
stock of these coins which seem to be 
increasing in value. The lucky ones 
who started to collect these rolls in 
1931 have, you might say, made a 
“killing” on such coins as 1931 S 
Mint and 1922 D Mint cents. 

Both the 1931 S Mint and 1922 D 
Mint cents are very scarce and seem 
to be in great demand. Of course, 
many of the S and D cents after 
1915 are also very scarce and impos- 
sible to get in rolls, and collectors 
can only get an occasional roll of 
such coins, but there are a great 
many dates which are more readily 
to be had by collectors and for less 


money. 

The 1922 D Red Cent has had a 
large advance. The first few years 
after they were issued, the 1922 D 
and 1931 S were easy to secure in 
quantity but not so today. There 
likewise seems to be a good demand 
for rolls of Lincoln cents between 
1929 and 1941, of the mint market 
kind. 

Some of the collectors make it 
their business to take on a liberal 
supply of each roll date. Naturally 
this includes quite a lot of Phila- 
delphia Mint coins which collectors 
feel will be good later on. The com- 
petition in these rolls is good and a 
great many collectors are after them. 
Their cheap initial cost makes them 
popular and easy to obtain. It only 
takes a small investment to collect 
these coins in the early stages. 

Roll collecting has become so pop- 
ular that it is the usual thing nowa- 
days to see wide-scale advertising 
for the various years and mints of 
the coins. In fact, the demand is so

Roll collecting has opened up an 
entirely new branch in the coin field, 
and it is amazing the number of col- 
lectors who are participating in the 
hobby.

Recently I baue good-bye to six 
of “the last” 1909 Lincoln cents of 
the S Mint with V. D. B. on the re- 
verse. They brought over $3 each and 
were in very fine condition. I had 
treasured those last Lincoln cents for 
85 years. I secured them from a 
young man in a bank in San Fran: 
cisco in 1909, the year issued, for five 
cents each. I bought several hundred 
of them, the very same kind at five 
cents apiece and several hundred 
bright, uncirculated 1908 S, with In- 
dian head at $2.50 per 100, and quite 
a few bright new 1909 S Mint Indian 
heads at a dime each. 

As late as ten years ago I let Mr. 
Raymond of New York have some of 
those bright uncirculated 1909 S In- 
dian heads at 25c per coin. 


This all shows how times change. 
Now the bright uncirculated 1909 & 
Indians are selling for about $15 per 
coin, and listing at $22.50 in the cat- 
alogs. The story is almost as inter- 
esting as that concerning certain rare 
stamps which once were almost given 
away, until collectors discovered 
something rare. was being offered 
around. 

So it was with real regret that my 
eyes rested for the last time on that 
half dozen, of all the thousands I had 
possessed in the past and let go out 
of my hands for a mere song also, 
often at auction for ten or twelve 
cents per coin. For up to about a 
dozen years ago that was all they 
were bringing, while the man offering 
an 1864 cent with an L was darned 
lucky to get anything like a dollar 
for it.

Booksellers 

About the beginning of the 17th 
century, the trade of bookselling be- 
gan and helped to foster the litera- 
ture of which we are so proud today. 
Many of those distinguished old time 
booksellers were regarded as_ the 
masters and employers of the author. 

We remember that Dr. Johnson 
was employed by various booksellers. 
He once, when under arrest for a 
debt, wrote a letter, entreating as- 
sistance, to Samuel Richardson, 
bookseller and author. Johnson’s 
first employer was Thomas Osborne, 
of Gray’s Inn Gate, but he did not 
remain with him long for the man’s 
overbearing temper so annoyed him 
that on one occasion the Doctor 
knocked his employer down with a 
folio, exclaiming, “Lie there, thou 
lump of lead.” Later, in speaking of 
the episode to Boswell, he said, “Sir, 
he was impertinent to me,.and I beat 
him.” Andrew Millar was the book- 
seller most concerned in the publica- 
tion of Johnson’s dictionary, ‘which 
took eight years to complete. When 
the messenger returned from. deliv- 
ering the last sheet of the work, Dr. 
Johnson inquired what Millar had 
said. “Sir,” replied the man, “he 
said, “Thank God I have done with 
him!” “I am glad,” remarked John- 
son, “that he thanks God for any- 
thing.” Robert Dodsley issued many 
of the great lexicographer’s works, 
and it was he who proposed to Dr. 
Johnson that he should write a dic- 
tionary of the English language. 

Thomas Guy was a bookseller and 
founder of a hospital. It was through 
his action in printing and selling 
Bibles that they became available to 
the common people; up to then the

circulation of the Scriptures had been 
confined to the clergy and moneyed 
classes. 

William Taylor, bookseller, was 
the original publisher of “Robinson 
Crusoe,” which had been offered to 
the principal London publishers and 
refused. This proved an _ excellent 
speculation on his part as four edi- 
tions were issued in as many months 
and it has ever been one of the most 
popular books in the English lan- 
guage. 

Jacob Tonson, friend of Dryden 
and publisher of his works, was a 
noteworthy bookseller. He made Mil- 
ton’s works popular and was among 
the first to introduce Shakespeare 
to a larger reading public. He 
founded the Kit-Cat Club and among 
those who attended its weekly meet- 
ings ‘were Congreve, Dryden, Addi- 
son, and Steele, besides other well- 
known men of letters. 

J. Harrison published some of 
Shakespeare’s earlier plays; Nathan- 
iel Butler published the first issue 
of King Lear; and Isaac Jaggard and 
Edward Blount were publishers of 
the first folio edition of Shakespeare.

CUIR-BOUILLI 


“Cuir boli” is mentioned in manu- 
scripts as early as the 12th centurv 
but the surviving examples of finely 
incised, embossed and stamped leath- 
er, date chiefly from the 14th to the 
16th century. It was used to make 
sword and knife sheaths, shoes, bot- 
tles, caskets, boxes and cases of all 
kinds for books, ivories, knives and 
instruments, and was known, though 
inaccurately, as cuir-bouilli (boiled 
leather), for though when boiled 
either in water alone or in oil or 
wax leather certainly becomes soft, 
it dries as hard as horn and as brit- 
tle as glass. On the other hand, im- 
mersion:in oil or melted wax, ‘while 
only moderately hot but well below 
boiling-point, is calculated to leave 
the leather supple, and by drying 
gradually, to give the designs the 
requisite hardness and durability 
without brittleness. Therefore, when 
the early writers speak of boiling, 
they should be understood as mean- 
ing rather a steeping process. The 
medieval craftsmen seem to have 
used melted wax dissolved in certain 
essences. But modern imitations 
made by means of stamps are pro- 
duced from leather which has under- 
gone no such elaborate preliminary 
treatment. 

Early writers on the industrial arts 
are silent on the subject but there is 
a mention of it about A. D. 1258 
which states that the art was prac- 
ticed by the gainiers, or makers of 
sheaths and cases, under stringent 
regulations ensuring work of good 
quality. 

The method of manufacture ap- 
pears to have been to form the ob- 
ject in plain leather, and over this 
to apply a second leather covering, 
upon the surface of which the orna- 
mentation was afterwards executed. 
Necessity for two thicknesses was par- 
ticularly insisted upon. 

The most important part of the de- 
coration in the earlier work was in- 
cised and embossed by the free hand, 
but small stamps or punches ‘were 
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used for the grounds. When the re- 
liefs are in large masses or very 
high, they may sometimes have been 
roughly modeled upon the inner 
leather in some kind of filling glued 
to the surface. Over this the upper 
leather in a soft state would then he 
applied, and the grounds punched 
down; where the relief is low, no 
such filling would be _ necessary. 
Another method of accentuating re- 
lief was to insert a spatula and work 
the design up from beneath, though 
this involved making an_ incision 
along one side. This is a process 
which was in special favor with the 
Italian craftsmen of the 15th and 
16th centuries, and sufficed for foli- 
age or conventional designs. But for 
the human figure, which was repro- 
duced with increasing frequency in 
the 16th century, repeated pressure 
must have been employed in order 
to secure precision of modelling; and 
this must have been applied from the 
back before the leather was finally 
fixed in place. The tools used in 
making the incised designs were 
probably heated, as modern experi- 
ments have shown that when the 
metal is hot enough slightly to burn 
the edges of the cuts, the incised lines, 
when dry and hard, form a somewhat 
wider channel and produce a bolder 
effect. The designs upon cuir-bouilli 
were constantly colored and gilded, 
gilding being specially applied to the 
grounds. In the 16th century the 
gainiers began to use metal matrices 
in which the whole design was cut in 
intaglio; they now also began to fol- 
low. the methods of the bookbinders, 
and by the 17th century, working in 
cuir bouilli had ceased to be an inde- 
pendent art. 

This kind of work was popular in 
all countries, especially in Italy and 
France, where very beautiful speci- 
mens were produced. One of the 
finest examples was the splendid 
sword-sheath made for Caesar Bor- 
gia. 

Although the best work is found 
upon objects of use rather than upon 
articles of apparel, shoes were often 
decorated by this process. 

Chaucer describes Sir Thopas as 
wearing jambeaux of “coorbuly”, for 
it was largely employed to strength- 
en armor in the time of transition 
between the periods of mail and plate. 
It was also used for crests and for 
the bardings of horses.—I. G.

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The Bedford Missal 


One of the most celebrated books 
in the annals of Bibliography is the 
richly illuminated Missal, executed 
for John, Duke of Bedford, Regent 
of France, under Henry VI; by him it 
was presented to that king, in 1430. 
This rare volume is eleven inches 
long, seven and a-half wide, and two 
and a-half thick; contains fifty-nine 
large miniatures, which nearly occu- 
py the whole page, and above a 
thousand small ones, in circles of 
about an inch and a-half diameter, 
displayed in brilliant borders of 
golden foliage, with variegated flow- 
ers, etc.; at the bottom of every 
page are two lines in blue and gold 
letters, which explain the subject of 
each miniature. This relic, after 
passing through various hands, de- 
scended to the Duchess of Portland, 
whose valuable collection was sold by 
auction, in 1786. Among its many 
attractions 'was the Bedford Missal. 
A knowledge of the sale coming to 
the ears of George III, he sent for 
his bookseller, and expressed his in- 
tention to become the purchaser. The 
bookseller ventured to submit to his 
majesty the probable high price it 
would fetch. “How high? exclaimed 
the king. “Probably two hundred 
guineas,” replied the _ bookseller. 
“Two hundred guineas for a Missal” 
exclaimed the Queen, who was 
present, and lifted her hands m 
astonishment. “Well, well’, said his 
majesty, “I’ll have it still; but since 
the queen thinks two hundred guin- 
eas so enormous a price for a Mis- 
sal, I’ll go no further.” The biddings 
for the Royal Library did actually 
stop at that point; a celebrated col- 
lector, Mr. Edwards, became the pur- 
chaser by adding three pounds more. 
The same Missal was afterwards 
sold at Mr. Edwards’ sale in 1815, 
and purchased by the Duke of Marl- 
borough for the enormous sum of 
over 637 pounds.

_ WASHINGTON, D. C., Smithson- 
ian Institution archeology surveying 
parties were at work during the sum- 
mer in Nebraska, North and South 
Dakota, Wyoming, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Colorado, and Washington in an effort 
to locate prehistoric Indian habitation 
sites and paleontological remains in 
areas that will be flooded when dams 
now under construction are completed, 
and in others where proposed reser- 
voirs threaten to destroy such ma- 
terials. 

The surveys are cooperative pro- 
jects of the Institution, the National 
Park Service, the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, and the Corps of Engineers, De- 
partment of the Army. It is planned 
that promising sites will be investi- 
gated before the waters are im- 
pounded, and some of this excavation 
work is already in progress. ; 

Among the more interesting sites 
located to date is a rock shelter near 
Heart Butte, N. D., and not far away 
a bone deposit which contains liter- 
ally thousands of bison bones. The 
latter evidently are the remains from 
an enormous slaughter, possibly ac- 
complished by driving a herd of the 
animals over a cliff.

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Summer Survey in the West 


_At Medicine Creek, Nebr., excava- 
tions are in progress on the site of an 
earth-lodge village, which apparently 
was pre-Columbian in age and pre- 
sumably was a habitation of the peo- 
ple who preceded the Cheyennes and 
Arapahos, the historic Indians of this 
area. 

Several parties are making surveys 
along the Columbia and Snake Rivers 
in Washington and Oregon. In Texas 
a search for archeological sites is be- 
ing carried out in the Trinity River 
area, near Fort Worth, which will be 
flooded by the Benbrook Dam, now 
under construction. In Oklahoma simi- 
lar work is in progress in two areas, 
the proposed Tenkiller Ferry and Eu- 
faula Reservoirs in the drainage sys- 
tem of the Arkansas River. 

In Colorado preliminary studies are 
being made both in the upper Arkan- 
sas drainage area and along the Gun- 
nison River on the western side of the 
Continental Divide. 

_The work in the entire Missouri 
Basin area is under the direction of 
Dr. Wajdo R. Wedel, while Dr. Philip 
Drucker has general supervision over 
the surveys in the Columbia region. 
The program as a whole is under the 
direction of Dr. Frank H. H. Roberts, 
Jr., Associate Director of the Smith- 
sonian’s Bureau of American Eth- 


nology.

Indian ‘Ceredhonial At 
Gallup, New Mexico 


A colorful circular from. the inter- 
tribal Indian Ceremonial Dance Com- 
mittee, Gallup, N. M., gives some of 
the many interesting highlights of 
the affair held in that city August 
18-22. 

“In 1922 the first Inter-Tribal In- 
dian Ceremonial was held at Gallup, 
New Mexico. It was not a large 
event, nor were adequate facilities 
available. Exhibits were put _ in 
tents; automobiles provided seats for 
the spectators and their lights illumi- 
nated the evening programs. In the 
beginning the Ceremonial Associa- 
tion was established as a non-profit 
corporation whose objects then, and 
now, are to increase the appreciation 
of white Americans for the beauties 
of Indian life, customs and _tradi- 
tions; to bring about a better under- 
standing between Indians and whites; 
and to develop the production of fine 
Indian arts and crafts. 

“For many years it was difficult 
for the people of Gallup to put the 
ceremonial on a sound financial bas- 
is. Deficits occurred every year. 
Even today the ceremonial is rated a 
financial success when it breaks even. 
Since 1931 the Association has been 
given some city funds. In 1939 it was 
made an official agency of the State 
of New Mexico and each year re- 
ceives an appropriation from the Le- 
gislature. Tax funds are always put 
into the development of a plant to 
properly accommodate the ceremon- 
ial and also provide recreational fa- 
cilities for the community. 

“The ceremonial is Gallup’s annu- 
al ‘thank you’ to the Indians be- 
cause of the great part they play in 
the economy of the city. In Gallup 
the Indians find a ready market for 
what they produce and provide a 
large demand for the merchandise 
and services offered by the mer- 
chants. More Indian business is done 
in Gallup than in any city in the 
United States. For this reason and 
because of the fame of the inter- 
Tribal Indian Ceremonial, Gallup is 
known as ‘The Indian Capital.’ 

“All Indians who attend the cere-

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monial are admitted free to the 
grounds, the bleacher seats and the 
Exhibit Hall. They are given hay for 
their animals, ‘wood for their fires, 
water and a free barbecue meal daily. 
Those who compete in the many 
events are paid cash prizes. The cast 
proper is composed of about four 
hundred Indians. They are furnished 
transportation, quarters, meals and 
each is paid to perform. 

“The ceremonial is the big event 
of the year for the Indisns. dere 
they meet their friends, discuss trib- 
al affairs, trade, present the best 
their tribe can offer and see other 
tribes do likewise. 

“There are 61,000 Navajo Indians 
living upon a 16- million acre reser- 
vation. They are the largest tribe in 
the United States and theirs is the 
largest reservation. Most of the res- 
ervation is sandy, rocky and badly 
eroded. Grand scenery but a_ small 
resource. Water is scarce and irriga- 
tion is limited. 

“In the treaty of 1868 the United 
States promised the Navajos a school 
for every thirty children. Today 
there are 24,000 children of school 
age but the existing school facilities 
can accommodate scarcely more than 
five thousand. Thousands of Navajo 
children are turned away from 
schools each year because there is 
not room for them. Result is that 
only twenty per cent of the Navajo

The upper 
hole shows edges worn from _ sus- 
pension. 

This type of a relic is known as 
a gorget because of the theory that 
it ‘was supposed to have been worn 
on a thong around the neck.

Around the World Notes 

The ruins of Zimbabwe in Mashon- 
aland, southern Rhodesia, are inter- 
esting and extensive and but little is 
known of them, although it is more 
than possible that they have some 
important bearing on the early his- 
tory of men. Accordingly an English 
expedition investigated the ruins 
some years ago from a scientific 
standpoint. It is said that they founa 
some explanations of the source of 
the 120 talents of gold which the 
Queen of Sheba presented to Solo- 
mon, and some of the other wealth of 
that time. The gold mines of Rhode- 
sia were worked during an era cor- 
responding to the reigns of these 
monarchs, and many relics found in 
the temple and other ruined buildings 
are distinctly Asiatic. 

Zimbabwe was the mythical “dead 
city” of Sir Rider Haggard’s “She”. 
It also figures in his other novels, 
Allan Quatermain”, and “King Solo- 
mon’s Mines”. The natives regard it 
with superstitions fear. These facts 
have helped make it a city of mys- 
tery and conjecture.

Swedish prehistoric relics are the 
richest in the world because the same 
race has inhabited the country for 
about. 15,000 years. The scientific 
museums of Sweden contain more 
than a half a million treasures of 
antiquity. The structure of the land- 
scapes, with patches of fertile soil 
lying among barren areas, thick for- 
ests or craggy hills, has helped to 
preserve these materials of ancient 
days. 

Moreover, the Swedish government 
realized the importance of: nreserv- 
ing relics of antiquity, and enacted 
laws to that end.

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Crazy Horse’s Shrine 


A memorial statue to the proud 
Sioux warrior, Crazy Horse, who 
spurned the white man’s conference 
table, is beginning to take form at 
Thunderhead Mountain, near Custer, 
Ss: D 

Korezak Ziolkowski, 39-year-old 
Boston born descendant of Polish no- 
bility, has dedicated the next 30 
years of his life to the completion of 
the mammoth project. 

As envisioned by the sculptor, the 
memorial will be a gigantic carving 
in the mountainside, roughly 500 feet 
high and 400 feet wide. Its central 
motif will be the chief astride an In- 
dian pony. 

Ziolkowski said he had invested 
$81,000 in equipment, which includes 
a log cabin studio near the moun- 
tain’s base. There also, he said, will 
be established a Sioux village, with 
handicraft turned out by its Indian 
occupants helping to defray ex- 
penses. 


The sculptor said present plans’ 


call for an esplanade of monoliths ex- 
tending from this village to the mon- 
ument. The roadway will be flanked 
with statues of such Indian heroes as 
Red Cloud, Sitting Bull, John Grass 
and others, Ziolkowski said.

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Smithsonian Finds In 


Savannah River Region 


Smithsonian Institution archeolo- 
gists report location of 150 habita- 
tion sites, mostly prehistoric, along 
the Savannah River and its tributar- 
ies in the area to be flooded by the 
great Clark Hill Reservoir, in eastern 
Georgia and southwestern South 
Carolina, construction work on which 
soon will be under way. 

When the reservoir is completed an 
area 37 miles long on the Savannah, 
Little, and Broad Rivers in Georgia 
and Little River, S. C., will become 
a great artificial lake with a shore- 
line of 1,000 miles. Any archeo- 
logical sites existing there will be 
permanently destroyed. For this 
reason a survey was carried out as a 
cooperative project between’ the 
Smithsonian, the National Park 
Service, and the Army Corps of 
Engineers. The object of Carl F. 
Miller and Joseph R. Caldwell of the 
Smithsonian staff was to find and 
mark archeological sites for possible 
future excavation before the reser- 
voir is completed and flooded. 

Hitherto this area has been neg- 
lected by archeologists. There are 
few historical records of pre-white 
habitation since few of the great ex- 
ploring expeditions passed through 
the area. [t is known, however, that 
the inhab:tants ‘who directly preced- 
ed the white men were Creek Indi- 
ans. 

Before them, however, there ap- 
parently was a long procession of 
relatively unknown peoples. Among 
the sites located were the remains 
of a mound group. Late in the last 
century, local records show, these 
mounds were approximately intact, 
but they were mostly washed away 
by heavy floods along the Savannah 
River early in the twentieth century. 

Among the sites tested were two 
containing fragments of a fiber- 
tempered pottery which apparently 
represents the earliest stage of the 
ceramic industry among the south- 
eastern aboriginals. The whole habi- 
tation with its pre-pottery sequence 
may stretch back as much as a 
thousand years.

Algonquin Relics 


Skeletons found in curiously dis- 
torted positions in prehistoric Dela- 
ware oyster and clam shell pits are 
being added to the anthropological 
collections of the Smithsonian Insti- 


tution. This material has been 
donated by the Sussex County Ar- 
chaeological Association. 

It long has been known that the 
oyster and clam bake was a well- 
established institution among the 
Algonquin Indians who inhabited the 
Atlantic coast. Recently ploughs 
turning over long uncultivated land 
near Lewes, Del., have dug into some 
of the largest debris piles from these 
ancient festivities yet found — pits 
as much as five feet square and four 
feet deep filled with shells. Most of 
these shells are quite large com- 
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pared with those of present-da7 
clams and oysters, although they be 
long to the same species. 

The curious part of the discovery 
is the finding of the distorted hum- 
an skeletons in the pits. The fac: 
that they are so distorted probably 
means, says Dr. T. D. Stewari, 
Smithsonian curator of physical an- 
thropology, that the bodies had to be 
forced into the restricted space. 

The bones are those of typical A!- 
gonquin Indians, not greatly differ- 
ent from those which could be picked 
up almost anywhere along the At- 
lantic coast from North Carolina 
northward. There is no _ indication 
that these people ever had any con- 
tact with whites. This means that 
the skeletons are probably pre- 
Columbian, since Dutch settlement 
‘was quite early on this part of the 
Delaware coast.

The Ancient 


Patayan Indians 


Here is one for the Indian relic 
collector’s note book that relates to 
the comings and goings around 
Boulder City, Nevada. Research into 
what happened to the ancient Patay- 
an Indians was aided some time ago 
by the discovery near there of an 
850-year-old burial site and a per- 
fect skeleton estimated to have been 
interred about 1100 A. D. 

Hailed with interest by the scien- 
tific world, the skeleton was uncov- 
ered about 15 miles below Hoover 
Dam, where a large sand terrace, 
imbedded with arrowheads, broken 
bits of pottery and campfire ashes 
marked the site of an extensive pre- 
historic Indian camp site. 

Dr. Gordon Baldwin, National Park 
Service archeologist, seeking Indian 
relics along the Colorado, made the 
discovery. 

The Patayan people inhabited this 
region from about 700 to 1200 AD, 
said Dr. Baldwin, who noted that 
they raised corn, beans and cotton, 
lived in crude brush and mud shel- 
ters, and made clay pottery. 

They had disappeared as a race 
by the time white explorers arrived 
during the 16th and 17th centuries. 
It is the hope of the archeological 
world that Dr. Baldwin’s work will 
provide an answer to the question of 
what happened to them.

Gun powder in colonial times and 
the period thereafter, before the on- 
set of the industrial age, was a 
product varying in quality, some- 
times good, and mostly not so good. 
The necessary saltpetre was leached 
from. damp mud floors of stables and 
outhouses which had become heavily 
charged with nitrates until they 
showed a whitish efflorescence, an 
indication that they were ripe for 
leaching, to yield the coveted salt- 
petre. This state of affairs was 
radically changed in 1802, when 
Eleuthere Irenee du. Pont de Ne- 
mours, a French political refugee, 
built a powder mill on the banks of 
the Brandywine, near Wilmington, 
Delaware. He had been a chemist in 
the government powder works at 
Nemours, France, and was eminently 
fitted for the task. He knew fhe 
chemistry of the process of powder 
making, and with uniform, well- 
chosen ingredients produced an ex- 
cellent gun powder. 

President Thomas Jefferson and 
others had encouraged the establish-

ment of the powder works on the 
Brandywine, and the combination of 
this official sanction and the excel- 
lence of the product had made the 
enterprise a success almost from the 
start and certainly within a few 
years of its founding. 

For this we have contempory evi- 
dence, culled from an _ unexpected 
source. Alexander Wilson (1766- 
1813), the Scotch-American ornith- 
ologist, made in 1804 a pedestrian 
journey from Philadelphia to Ni- 
agara Falls and described it in a 
poem which he entitled “The For- 
esters.” It appeared first in print, 
when the Philadelphia magazine, The 
Port Folio, ran it serially in 1809-10. 

Alexander Wilson and his two com- 
panions equipped themselves with 
excellent fowling pieces and gun 
powder. This latter was none other 
than the product of Du Pont’s mill 
on Brandywine. It was apparently, 
even that early, in 1804, packaged in 
green canisters with the trademark 
of an eagle. 

Near Bear Creek, in Luzerne 
county, Pennsylvania, the travellers 
encountered a storm and found shel- 
ter in the hut of a frontiersman. 
Alexander Wilson, after some hesita- 
tion, repaid the hospitality with some 
of the party’s limited supply of Du 
Pont’s powder. But we better let the 
bard tell his own story: 

“Now thickening rains begin to cloud 

the air, 

Our guns we muffle up—our only care; 

Darker and heavier now the tempest 

lowered, 

And on the rattling leaves incessant 

poured; 

The groaning trees in hollow murmurs 

waved 

And wild around the rising tempest 

raved. 

Below dark, dropping pines we onward 

tread, 

Where Bear Creek grumbles down his 

gloomy bed, 

Through darksome gulfs, where bats 

forever skim, 

The haunts of howling wolves and 

panthers grim. 

At length two hovels through the pines 

appear, 

And from the pelting storm we 

shelter here. 

Two lank, lean dogs pace o’er the 

loosened floor. 

A pouch and rifle hung behind the 

door; 

Shrill through the logs the whistling 

tempest beats, 

And the rough woodsman welcomes 

us to seats. 

Before the blazing pile we smoking 

stand, 

Our muskets glittering in the hunter’s 

hand; 
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Now poised, now levelled to his curious 


eye; 

Then in the chimney corner set to 
dry. 

Our clear, green powder-flasks were 
next admired; 

Our powder tasted, handled, rubbed, 
and fired; 

Touched by the spark, lo! sudden 
blazes soar, 

And leave the paper spotless as before. 

From foaming Brandywine’s rough 
shores it came, 

To sportsmen dear its merits and its 
name; 

Du Pont’s best Eagle, matchless for 
its power, 

Strong, swift and fatal as the bird 
it bore. 

Like Jove’s dread thunderbolts it 
with us went, 

To pour destruction wheresoever sent, 

These as they glistened careless 
by our side, 

With many a wishful look the woods- 
man eyed. 

hus bears on beech-nuts, hungry 
steeds on maize. 

Or cat on mice, or hawks on squirrels 
gaze. 

His proffered skins of all the forest 
train. 

His looks, and his empty horn, 
implored in vain; 

Till to a family’s wants we freely 


gave 

What cold hard-hearted Prudence bade 
us save. 

And now, this treasure on our host 
bestowed 

His sun burnt visage at the present 
glowed; 

New moulded bullets quickly he 
prepared; 

Surveyed the glistening grain. with 
fixed regard, 

Then charged his rifle with the 
precious store, 

And threw the horn his brawny 
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shoulders o’er, 


Secured his spunk, his matches, flint 
and steel, 

The dogs in transport barking at his 
heel;

Lord of Fayel, and the beautiful Ga- 
brielle loved him in return. One night 
he went as usual to meet her in a 
tower of the Chateau of Fayel, but 
found himself face to face with her 
lord and master. Raoul escaped, and 
Gabrielle ever after was closely 
guarded. Still they found the oppor- 
tunity for numerous interviews, at 
which they interchanged their vows 
of love. At length, Raoul, like a true 
knight, set out to fight beneath the 
banner of the Cross, for the posses- 
sion of the Holy Sepulchre.

“John Brown Pikes” 


By RICHARD D. STEUART 


L. P. O’Neal, of Virginia, has an 
interesting query in the August num- 
ber of Hoppies about “John Brown 
Pikes.” 

However, he seems to confuse “John 
Brown Pikes” and “Joe Brown Pikes.” 

John Brown was the Abolition lead- 
er, hanged for insurrection at Har- 
pers Ferry, and his pikes were to 
arm the slaves. 

Joe Brown was Wartime Governor 
of Georgia, and his pikes were to arm 
the citizens to resist Sherman’s Army. 

The pikes male in Connecticut by 
order of John Brown, the leader of 
the Harpers Ferry “raid,” were light 
and extremely well made. The double- 
edged blade was about ten inches long 
and a little less than two inches wide 
at the base. There was a straight 
hilt, 414%4 inches wide, pointed at each 


end. 

The first 500 pikes were made by 
Charles Blair of Collinsville, who then 
turned the contract over to Charles 
Hart, of Unionville. 

Some of Hart’s pikes bear on the 
shank his name: “C. Hart.” All of 
them bear a serial number. 

The Georgia pikes are described by 
Governor Joseph Brown in a pro- 
clamation of February 20, 1862. A 
six-foot staff and 18-inch blade are 
called for. 

However, the pikes as made are of 
several varieties. 

One had three blades, a large cen- 
tral one, and two smaller, leaf-shaped 
blades at the sides. A second has a 
straight blade and a hook with sharp 
edge, known as a bridle-cutter. The 
theory was that the pikeman could 
cut the bridle of a cavalryman and 
then ‘drag the rider from his horse. 

What the cavalryman could do in 
the meantime was not mentioned. 

The records show that more than 
7,000 of these Georgia pikes were made 
by various makers. Many of them 
bear the maker’s name. 

Several regiments were armed with 
them, but I can find no record of 
their use in battle. 

The Union Army captured at Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga.; some 5,000 of these 
pikes and destroyed them. 

The pike, which Mr. O’Neal de- 
scribes, however, is entirely another 
and different animal. 

I have one of these, and the story 
is that they were invented by the 
Reverend Dr. Graves, a Methodist 
minister from Vermont, who had a 
church in the South. 

Mr. O’Neal describes his weapon as 
having a 16% inch blade. Mine has 


a blade of 15 inches, but otherwise 
they are identical. 

However, I can find no marks on my 
specimen, and I should like to know 
just where Mr. O’Neal’s is marked 
“1861.”

OLD FIRE-FIGHTING EQUIPMENT 


The telling of this story is due en- 
tirely to the expert knowledge, un- 
dying interest, vision and generosity 
of a man who, through many years’ 
efforts, has gathered together many 
of the last authentic records and 
relics of a past that largely forms 
what has become the present traai- 
tion of a great profession — fire 
fighting, and a great social service 
— fire insurance. Since Harold V. 
Smith, President of The Home In- 
surance Company, America’s largest 
fire insurers, gathered his first few 
fire marks while a lad in his ’teens 
in Philadelphia, his collection has 
grown into one of the most unusual, 
extensive and authoratative muse- 
um collections of fire memorabilia in 
the country. This museum is located 
at 59 Maiden Lane, New York City. 


An important part of the Smith 
collection consists of some 1,2000 
fire marks which in earlier days ‘were 


used by insurance companies to 
identify insured property. A number 
of the earlier marks collected by 
Mr. Smith were the “Hand-in-Hand” 
of the Philadelphia Contributionship 
and the “Green Tree” of the Mutual 
Assurance Company of that city. 


Not only does the collection — 
many other rare American and Eng- 
lish fire marks but also marks in a 
number of languages among which 
are Russian, French, German, Greek, 
Turkish, Italian, Spanish, Japanese, 
Chinese, and Javanese. Several of the 
marks of French, German and Belgi- 
an insurance companies were obtain- 
ed in Belgium from the walls of 
homes destroyed by shell fire during 
the World War. The H. V: Smith col- 
lection of foreign fire marks and 
plates is the largest in America. 


One of the most prominent 
displays is a Button piano engine, the 
body of which is constructed of solid, 
inlaid mahogany. This engine, a gift 


of Wilfred Kurth, came from Middle- 
town, N. Y., but is said to have been 
a New York City engine originally. 


An interesting group in the Muse- 
um is comprised of fire-engine 
models showing the principal types 
of fire-engines, hose carts and hook 
and ladder trucks used by the vol- 
unteer firemen between the years 
1732 and 1865. The handsomest of 
these, a replica of Lafayette Engine 
No. 19. of New York City, is an ex- 
act duplicate of a working scale 
model made for exhibition at the 
World’s Fair Exposition in the 
Crystal Palace in New York in 1853. 


There is a model also of the rotary 
type fire-engine which George Wash- 
ington purchased in 1775, in Phila- 
delphia, and presented to the Alex- 
andria, Va. Friendship Fire Com- 
pany, of which he was a member.

MICROPHILITIS 


Our reprinting of material from the 
early issues of “The News-Letter of 
the LXIVMOS,” organ of the collec- 
tors of miniature editions of books 
and magazines which were issued 
almost 20 years ago, has brought 
interested response from many mini- 
ature fans. We therefore continue 
some of the delightful news of the 
miniature book world of that period. 

Two of the guiding spirits of that 
era of collecting were the noted col- 
lectors James Henderson and Wilbur 
M. Stone, whose collections of minia- 
ture editions were well known for 
their quality and quantity. 

In the May 15, 1929 edition of the 
News-Letter, the following news and 
comments, in part, are found: 


The Koran 

Many collectors possess the fam- 
ous little Bryce Koran described in 
News Letter No. 11, from Munich, 
Germany. Copies of this little book 
were worn by the Mohammedan 
soldiers during the World War in 
little lockets, as talismans. In size it 
is 1x% inch, and is uniquely bound in 
red ‘with gold tooling. 

The Scrivener (the late James 
Henderson, editor of the little maga- 
zine) bought a manuscript of this 
little treasure at the American Art 
sale held in New York, February 15, 
1928. This Arabic manuscript in 
miniature is written in black with 
gilt line ends on 79 sheets of hexa- 
gonal shaped Oriental glazed paper 
1% inches square, and the outsides 
of the first and last leaves are decor- 
ated in red, green, and blue, the 
leaves being stitched. 

And now there has just comg to 
hand, from Henry Sotheran & Co. of 
London, an Arabic manuscript writ- 
ten in minute but clear characters on 
upwards of 300 pages of native paper 
(2%x1% inches), with conventional 
ornaments painted in gold and colors 
on the margins of every page, and 
the title is decorated with sprays of 
flowers painted on a blue_back- 
ground. The leather binding is 
native, and the book is enclosed in a 
drop-case. 

These three little items are de- 
lightful, and it is hoped they are but 
the nucleus of a collection of minia- 
ture Korans. 

Mr. Meigs and the 
Rowfant Club 

In our News-Letter No. 6 we print- 
ed a small illustrated article on the 
Meigs Rubaiyat bound in a ring, and 


again in News-Letter No. 17 we were 
fortunate to be able to print a story 
of just how it was done, — the story 
by Mr. Meigs himself. Recently, 
while on a “Catalogue Journey,” 
piloted by Arthur H. Clark of Cleve- 
land, the Scrivener came across this 
item: 

“MINIATURE BOOKS, A 

Show of (The C. H. Meigs col- 
lection of miniature books). 
8 pp. printed in miniature size 
1% x 1%, Cleveland, privately 
printed for the Rowfant Club, 
1900. $10. Only 140 copies print- 
ed. It is now one of the most 
difficult miniature items to se- 
cure. Mr. Meigs had perhaps the 
largest collection of miniature 
books in this country. The Ru- 
baiyat issued by him in 57 copies 
is the smallest volume ever 
printed.” 

So while feeling’the price rath- 
er steep, “we” purchased the 
little bit and here is what it says: 

* “A Show of miniature Books 

Rowfant Club, Saturday, 

December 8, 1900.” 


“On Saturday evening, December 
8th, you are invited to inspect a 
few examples of miniature books 
from a notable collection in this 
city. Mr Charles Hardy Meigs 
member of the Rowfant Club, 
will explain the merits of the 
books and the best methods of 
acquiring or averting this  spe- 
cies of book madness. Two of 
the little volumes, ‘Thus Spake 
the wind’ and ‘The Rubaiyat’, 
will be shown under suitable 
magnifying glasses. They are 
the two smallest books in the 
world”. 


Boswell in Miniature 

The Scrivener has just added to 
his collection a most interesting 
item, once the prized possession of 
Alexander Boswell, the father of the 
biographer of Dr. Johnson, whose 
autograph adorns the top of the first 
page, indicating that in 1729 he re- 
sided in London: 

The title page is as follows: 
“Thomae -a Kempis/ Canonici 
Regularis ordi/ nis S. Angus- 
tini/ de/ Imitatione/ Christi/ 
Libri Qvatvor/ Recensiti ad 
fidem/ autograph/ cum vita 
cjusdem/ Thomas/ per Heribe- 
rivn Rosweydvm/ Societatis 
Jesv.” 

It is bound in old morocco, with 

sides and back heavily tooled in gold, 
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and with gilt edges. There are 57 
pages, 3x1% inches. 


Finger Bibles 


An interesting addition to the min- 
iature collection is the finger Bibl: 
published by the Oxford Universit; 
Press. It is 3%x1 inch, printed on 
India paper, and takes its name for 
obvious reasons. The copy in the 
Scrivener’s collection is bound in 
black leather with gold edges. Mr. 
William Krause, of the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, New York, has sent 
The Lxivmos a cheaper edition bound 
in black imitation leather with red 
edges, ***** This gentleman has 
proved himself a real friend to col- 
lectors of wee books. 


Miniature Magazines 


Lying on the library table of the 
Queen’s Doll House waiting for the 
pleasure of the royal family are min- 
iature copies of Punch, Country Life. 
The Field, The Saturday Review, 
Pearson’s Magazine, and Tid-Bits. It 
has long been the desire of the Scriv- 
ener to add these treasures to his 
collection. He acknowledges the re- 
ceipt of the tiny Punch, 2x1% inches, 
through the courtesy of the publisher. 
It is a reproduction of the issue of 
August 24, 1921. It contains 20 
pages. being by no means a complete 
issue, but of the same edition which 
was made for the Doll House. 

And now comes, through the kind- 
ness of Mr. Hugh Tregaskis, a little 
copy of Country Life, 1%x% inch, 
containing 22 pages, profusely illus- 
trated. Even a powerful glass does 
not suffice to make the fine printing 
readable. 


Miniature Book in Greek 


London Times of October 18, 1923, 
printed an article on Grecian Dimin- 
utive Books by J. Gennadius that 
seems worthy of reprinting at this 
time. The first and most notable ap- 
peared while the War of Indepen- 
dence was ravaging Greece, and 
measures with its ample margins 3x 
3% inches of 120 pages, including the 
title. Mr. Gennadius acquired the 
book a number of years ago at the 
Henry B. H. Beaufoy sale. On the 
fly leaf is the following note in a 
clear English hand: “This little vol-

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is the first book that was printed at 
Athens. I bought it at Napoli 
Romania for six pence in 1825. De- 
metrius Christopolus [sic] is called 
by the Modern Greeks their Anacre- 
on.” Et undoubtedly is the first book 
printed in Athens, and is of excessive 
rarity. I have never heard of the 
existence of any other copy, nor do 
I find it mentioned in any biblio- 
graphy. 

A no less rare Greek miniature 
book, but a couple of centuries earli- 
er, is what is very appropriately en- 
titled, “A Booklet of Hours” (1640). 
It measures 2x8 inches, consists of 
192 unnumbered leaves in red and 
black throughout, and remains un- 
known to bibliographers. Legrand 
(in “Bibliographie Hellénique”) cites 
an edition of 1644. This copy is in 
perfect binding in contemporary 
French red morocco, gilt edges. 


Even smaller, and equally rare, is 
the beautiful Aldine, 1505, ““Horae in 
Laudem Beatiss,” entirely in Greek, 
printed in red and black. The copy 
owned by Mr. Gennadius was sump- 
tuously bound by Lortic, and meas- 
ures 1%x2% inches. 

Fouli’s “Pindar” (three volumes), 
“Anacreon,’ and “Epictetus” are 
very slightly larger. And the same 
is the case with the several editions 
of Epictetus, Cebes, and the “Aphor- 
isms” of Hippocrates which Io. Maire 
and the Elzevirs published at Leyden 
during the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury. Of still greater interest is the 
excessively rare little volume, “Oper- 
etta bellissima da imparare la lingua 
Greca coposta per Paulo Enea.” 
(Another title at end for the second 
part) “Operetta bellissima da im- 
parare [sic] la lingua Hebraica, 
Composta per Paulo Enea.” (At the 
end of the Greek part of the ninth 
leaf) “Stapato in Roma per mastro 
Stephano Luillieric Hercule de Nani: 
campagn Anno M.D.X.” In all, 27 
leaves, 256x334 inches, printed in 
Roman, Greek, and Hebrew charac- 
ters. This waist-coat-pocket gram- 
mar is most unusual. The above, 
with other equally diminutive books, 
were presented by M. Gennadius to 
the American School in Athens in 
memory of his father.

A Tiny Book About a Tiny Man 


A winning little book, worthy the 
worship ox priuice or plutocrat, pears 
the quaint tiuie: “Ine New Yeres 
Gift presenteu at Court from the 
Lady Parvuia to the Lord Minimus 
commonty called little Jefferie (Jef- 
trey tiudson), Her Majesty’s Ser- 
vant, with a letter as it was penned 
in shorthand, where is provea Little 
Things are better than Great. Writ- 
ten by Microphilus. Printed at Lon- 
don by N. & J. Okes, dwelling in 
Little St. Bartholmewes, 1636.” The 
author is unknown. The little gem of 
a portrait ot this celebrated midget, 
the Court favorite of Charles 1, 
which adorns this rare sixty-four-mo 
was engraved by John Droesout, 
brother of Martin, famous as the en- 
graver of the portrait of Shakes- 
peare which appears in the first folio 
of that bard’s works. Beneath the 
frontispiece we read: “Gaze on with 
wonder, and discerne in me, the ab- 
stract of the world’s Epitome.’ The 
Diminutive court jester, Jeffrey Hud- 
son, be it remembered, was once 
served up to royalty in a make-be- 
lieve plum pudding, fought a duel 
with a spurred turkey cock, and when 
the ladies-in-waiting desired to chas- 
tise him for boudoir evesdropping in 
a bandbox, spared himself the riding- 
whip by the sally; “Let he who was 
my last mistress strike the first 
blow!” General Sir George Napier 
had a work bound in a piece of 
Charles the First’s silk waistcoat; it 
was a life of this celebrated dwarf, 
Jeffrey Hudson, who measured eigh- 
teen inches until his thirtieth year, 
when he began to grow. — Walter 
Hart Blumenthal, May 15, 1928.

hollows, backed by many a _ bosky 
knoll and the level-crested chalk- 
ridge of Mid-Suirrey, behind which 
in dim. distance is the faint outlines 
of the Berkshire hills. 

From this common a narrow road- 
way, overreached with sycamore 
oaks, and hazel-bushes, like a De- 
vonshire lane, trends upward to 
Blackdown. On either side the way 
is lined with hazels, Kentish cobs, 
and hollies, all knee-deep in ferns, 
and mingled with these are feathery 
birches in all stages of growth, from 
the ruddiness of supple youth to the 
silver whiteness of lusty age. The 
road lies along a ridge, and on either 
hand the steep combs dip down to 
sombre-wooded valleys with here and 
there a trim glade, through which 
one catches the gleam of cornfields; 
on the farther slopes the sparkle of a 
little stream, winding among the 
trees below, or the russet walls of 
gabled mansions and_ picturesque 
farmsteads nestling in hollows on the 
hillsides. In this pleasant passage 
you may perhaps meet a fair devotee 
of the jpoet, returning from the 
shrine of her fruitless pilgrimage in 
a prosaic donkey-cart. A little farth- 
er beyond, where one passes the 
boundary line between sweet Surrey 
and “Sowsed, full of dirt and myre”, 
the foliage grows thinner, gorse and 
whortleberries line the banks, and 
through these, in contrast to the 
varied greens and purples, the dusky 
blue of the sandy soil and the warm 
orange of the Sussex gravel shine. 

Away to the southeast a soft gray 
curve, but slightly darker than the 
thin veil of clouds overhanging it, 
is said to be Fairlight Downs. 
Through a gap in the lofty South 
Downs, one looks over the valley of 
Arun, to where the placid river glides 
into the restless sea by Littlehamp- 
ton. The bold spur, crowned with 
pines and rising high above the long 
ridges, marks where the Adur runs 
past Bramber and old Shoreham, 
while higher still, but farther and 
fainter, is Ditching Beacon, that 
overlooks the battle-field of Lewes 
and the silver windings of the Cuse. 
Northward the view ranges to the 
white sand of Ascot and the dark, 
wooded knoll of Windsor. In the 
furrow of the hills that roll in les- 
sening waves up the nearer distance 
lies fair Petworth, and almost at 
the base of the hill, whose rugged 
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scarp rises sheer from the valley, is 
Sillingly, with its broad lake gleam- 
ing along the dense, dark foliage. In 
the midst of a scene so richly varied 
that its very wealth might baffle the 
art of the most gifted painter, the 
laureate years ago built for himself, 
if not a “lordly pleasure-house,” at 
least a mansion of welcome solitude, 
away from the haunts of men, where 
his feet might rest for a few brief 
months in the migratory flight to his 
summerhouse. by the sea: 

“A huge crag platform, smooth as 

burnished brass, 
I choose. The ranged rampants 
bright, 

From level meadow base of deep grass, 

Suddenly scaled the light.” 

Though not literally descriptive of 
the height whereon the poet has set 
his house, it is at least suggestive of 
the spirit that ruled its selection — 
a spirit that is content with no low 
or mean abode. Whether this yearn- 
ing for lofty things is innate or 
simply a natural sequence of an ear- 
ly life spent among flats and fans, it 
is certain that no modern singer 
loves hills as does Tennyson. It 
breathes through every poem he has 
written in later years. 

When the most familiar paths were 
among the levels of Lincolnshire, his 
descriptions of hill scenery were 
vague and dream-like, while his pic- 
tures of surrounding scenery were 
happily hit off by a few fine touch- 
es, “the level waste the sounding 
gray,” the stagnant waters choked 
with weeds, the dark and _ lonely 
meres, the sluices with blackened 
waters,” “where the clustered marsh- 
mosses crept,’ were unmistakable 
bits of life-sketches to which no 
amount of elaborate word-painting 
could have given additional force or 
individuality; but the mountains 
were enveloped ina mist of unreality. 

As gradually the mist has rolled 
away, the hills have begun to appear 
more real and wonderfully distinct, 
until the spectator lives with the 
poet in “that fine air, that pure 
severity of perfect light,” known on- 
ly to dwellers on lonely heights. 

Like the better known house at 
Farmingford, this at Haslemere 
stands close to the ridge of a noble 
down, and there are groves of pine 
on either hand; but instead of form- 
ing vantage-points whence, by the 
aid of telescopes the curious tourist 
might see the poet wandering in the 
careless-ordered garden, these 
groves dip down suddenly into deep 
gorges. Nothing of the house but the 
chimney-tops, or the gables and pin- 
nacles of the highest windows can be 
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seen from any point near at hand. To 
obtain a firm foothold for the walls 
of the house a broad platform had to 
be cut in the rugged face of the sana- 
stone cliff, and the level terrace, 
stretching along the southern front, 
is only kept from sliding down to the 
fields below by sturdy brick buttres- 
ses and arcaded ramparts. The house 
is modern Gothic, designed in admir- 
able taste with wide mullioned win- 
dows, many-angled oriels in shadowy 
recesses, and dormers whose gables, 
and pinnacles break the _ sky-line 
picturesquely. 


Within, everything is orderec¢ with 
a quiet, refined elegance which has 
in it, perhaps, just a soupcon of an 
affection of aestheticism not quite 
in keeping with the spirit either of 
modern or mediaeval life. The hall, 
in spite of its  richly-tessellated 
pavement, has a delightful sense of 
coolness in its soft-half-light. The 
lofty rooms have broad, high win- 
dows, the light from which is temp- 
ered by delicately-colored hangings; 
walls of the negative tints in ‘which 
modern decorators delight, diapered 
with dull gold; and paneled ceilings 
of darkly-stained wood with molded 
ribs and beams. 


High-backed chairs, of ancient and 
uncompromising stiffness, flank the 
taole, typifying the poet’s sterner 
moods; while in cosy corners are 
comfortable lounges, that indicate a 
tendency to yield sometimes to the 
soft seductiveness of mere effemin- 
ate inspirations. Nowhere is the 
spirit vexed by garish ornament, or 
the eye by glaring color. A few good 
etchings and paintings hang on the 
walls, among them an excellent copy 
of the Peter Martyr, which is doubly 
— since the loss of the origi- 
nal. 


But there is one room in which 
all that is most interesting in this 
house enters. The door opens noise- 
lessly, and the tread of your feet is 
muffled as you enter a dim corridor, 
divided from the room by a high 
screen. The air is heavy with the 
odor of an incense not unfamiliar to 
men of letters; and if you could 
doubt whence it arose, your doubts 
would be quickly removed as the one 
occupant of the apartment comes 
forward to meet you, the inseparable 
pipe still in his mouth. The figure is 
bent, and yet it bears its seventy-five 
years lightly. The once dark mass of 
hair — now gray — falls back from 
the broad, high forehead, while the 
“knightly growth fringing his lips,” 
is streakened with silver, and the 
face though rugged and deeply lined 
with thought, is still full of calm dig- 
nity, and of a tenderness strongly at 
variance ‘with the poet’s somewhat 
brusque tone and manner. His dis- 
regard of the conventionalities of 
life is thoroughly natural and unaf- 
fected. His suit of light gray, hang- 
ing about him in many a fold, like 
the hide of a rhinoceros, the loose, 
ill-fitting collar, and _ carelessly- 
knotted tie, the wide, low boots, all 
are not worn for artistic effect you 
may be sure. The spirit of the man 
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speaks plainly in his garb as it did 
when he lashed his critic with — 


“What profits now to understand 
The merits of a spotless shirt, 


A dapper boot a little hand, 

If half the little soul be dirt?” 

If the poet’s first impulse is to re- 
ceive one brusquely almost rudely, he 
reads character with such wonderful 
quickness that when led to change 
his first unfavorable impression, if 
such he has made — he is not slow 
to act on the better opinion. His 
face at once betrays him. The laure- 
ate has not made many friends 
among his Sussex neighbors, and 
though he has numerous visitors dur- 
ing a few months of his annual stay 
at Haslemere, they are nearly all 
companions of that rare circle which 
is narrowing so fast. 

But his chief delight is not in com- 
munion with his fellows. Rather it 
is to sit here in this quiet, secluded 
study, surrounded by a few choice 
books, and, when not working at the 
table by the window overlooking the 
fine glen and the purple wood west- 
ward to lounge by the larger one 
which looks down on the bright 
blossoming terrace over the dense 
belt of beaches and hazels, where 
whirring of nightjars sounds cease- 
lessly in the twilight, away to the 
gray lines of undulating hills, and 
the streak of silver sea. But what- 
ever he is doing his pipe is ever 
ready at hand, and a huge tobacco 
jar, large enough for an ancestral 
urn, on the floor beside him. At other 
times, he will wander down to the 
zizzag pathways that meander in all 
directions through the tall hazel 
twigs which hem his house in, where 
one comes suddenly on a little se- 
cluded glade, bright with mossy ver- 
dure, or a garden laden ‘with odors 
from a score of pine trees, or a larg- 
er lawn, devoted to the pursuit of 
croquet or lawn-tennis. Less often 
he may be seen walking through 
neighboring by-ways, and exciting 
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the curiosity of the town-folk by the 

strangeness of his mien and the pe- 

culiarity of his dress. Such is the 

laureate’s home and life at Hasle- 

mere.—George Newell Lovejoy.

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New World and Old 
Linked by Fossil Society 


Fossil cones and seeds of trees that 
lived in the New World 50,000,000 
years ago are almost exactly like 
those from a scattering of living 
trees recently found in a limited area 
of western China. 

The specimens received from the 
Orient have been matched ‘with fos- 
sils in the Smithsonian Institution 
collections by Dr. R. W. Brown, Geo- 
logical Survey paleontologist. 

The trees are somewhat remotely 
related to the present-day sequoia of 
California. About 50,000,000 years 
ago vast forests of them grew in 
Montana, and they were generally 
scattered over the Northwest until 
they became extinct there just pre- 
ceding the beginning of the last Ice 
Age. 

The Chinese trees were discovered 
about two years ago by a Chinese 
forester in a limited area of the 
Szechuan and Hupeh Provinces of 
China, where about one thousand of 
them now survive. They are large, 
flourishing trees, but their scarcity 
indicates that they are now in their 
last refuge and are on the verge of 
extinction. 

Both cones and seeds were sent to 
the Arnold Arboretum at Harvard 
University, whence the National 
Museum received the _ specimens. 
Seeds are also being distributed to 
botanical gardens and _ experiment 
stations throughout the United 
States in the hope that some favor- 
able enviroment will be found in 
which this “living fossil” can be pre- 
served. 

The tree apparently has been ex- 
traordinarily stable. Throughout fif- 
ty thousand milleniums there has 
been hardly any noticeable variation 
in the cones and seeds that can be 
detected by ordinary examination 
with a hand lens.

Dinosaur Tracks 


Wm. Over, writing in the bulletin 
of the Museum of the University of 
South Dakota, makes _ interesting 
comments regarding that mysterious 
animal that roamed our country cen- 
turies ago. Says he: 

Many species of dinosaurs have 
been discovered by fossil remains, 
some of the larger forms being found 
in South Dakota west of the Mis- 
souri River. In 1921 I was wander- 
ing along Battle Creek, between Her- 
mosa and the State Game Lodge, and 
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under a high sandstone cliff I noticed 
great slabs of stone that had evident- 
ly dropped from above, two dinosaur 
tracks being plainly visible on a slab. 
These were broken up to proper size 
for handling, crated and_ shipped 
to the Museum where they have at- 
tracted much interest and attention. 
Further investigation should be made 


high up on this cliff, not only for 


other fossil tracks but to determine 
the horizon that may have been a 
temporary surface while this huge 
animal ‘walked in this region on soft 
mud before another deposit took 
place to cover his tracks and add 
weight and pressure to burn the mud 
to rock. 

These tracks are about twelve 
inches in length from heel to point of 
claw nail and the same in width. In 
shape the tracks very much resemble 
the imprint left by a chicken walk- 
ing the mud. 

The hind legs of these monsters 
must have been strong to support 
their body, while their fore legs were 
short and small, used only for grasp- 
ing and holding its prey, which con- 
sisted of small reptiles, amphibians 
and any small animals, for the dino- 
saur was a flesh-eating reptile. 

There is also in the Museum, part 
of the head of this large animal 
showing both upper and lower jaws 
with a full set of masticating teeth. 
This was found in the Cretaceous 
formation along the Missouri River 
near Oacoma. We also have gastro- 
liths or gizzard stones in the Muse- 
um. It was necessary for these rep- 
tiles to take large pebbles into their 
stomachs to grind and aid digestion, 
much as is the custom of chickens 
today, but these dinosaur gizzard 
stones were larger, averaging about 
the size of walnuts. They are round- 
ed and smooth and display a polish 
different from that of a water worn 
pebble. These are always found in 
groups of from ten to fifteen as de- 
posited by a perished dinosaur. They 
have been found in the southern 
part of the Black Hills and from 
near Fairburn. We have specimens 
also from Montana and from the 
Dinosaur National Park in Wyom- 
ing. 
The large reptiles that lived on 
land with their long tails, their long 
hind legs, and long necks with a ser- 
pent-like head must have been for- 
midable looking animals. One wond- 
ers about the condition of the eartns

animals became extinct at this per- 
iod. It could have been due to some 
voleanic disturbance causing a sud- 
den change in temperature and the 
same time destroying all forms of 
life upon which they subsisted. It is 
a well known rule of Nature that 
there must be a balance for all forms 
of wild life to exist, or in other 
words, all animal life must be able 
to live in the enviroment in which 
they are found.

“Tracks and Tailcraft” 


_ Animals have foot troubles, too, as 
is noted in animal and bird track 
drawings by Ellsworth Jaeger fea- 
tured recently in the Rochester and 
Buffalo, N. Y., Museums. These 
sketches are appearing in Mr. Jaeg- 
ers new book, “Tracks and Trail- 
craft.” The author is a well known 
naturalist, writer and artist and is 
curator of education of the Buffalo 
Museum of Science. 

Some animals toe in, others toe 
out, some are flat-footed, some are 
toe walkers while others just balance 
on their toe nails. That every ani- 
mal has its own characteristic foot 
print will be seen in the many varia- 
tions in each species, as ‘well as in 
the form of action, whether its walk- 
ing, running, bounding or speeding. 
The common skunk for instance has 
a galloping trail; the cottontail rab- 
bit makes his speeding. Ground 
dwellers also have a particular mark 
of distinction. 

If you are planning a Navajo bear 
hunt, his tracks are recorded, as are 
those of the elephant, gorilla, tiger, 
lion, wild cat, fox and coyote. Many 
of the common animals are also in- 
cluded in the track collection as well 
as many different kinds of birds, 
both song and game birds.

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NOTES ON LOCAL POST CARD CLUBS

Within the past two years groups 
of Deltiologists (post card collectors) 
have been receiving even more pleas- 
ure from their hobby. They have 
learned that additional enjoyment 
can be obtained from exchange and 
discussion of post cards in groups of 
collectors meeting once or twice a 
month. 

It all began in Cleveland Ohio in 
“March of 1946. Under the leader- 
ship of Gordon F. Weiner, the first 
Local Post Card Club was establish- 
ed. Mr. Weiner, being a _ leader 
amongst post card collectors, with 
over 100,000 cards in his collection, 
and a hobby room devoted to them, 
was supported whole-heartedly by 
other Cleveland Deltiologists, and 
the first meeting was a huge success. 
This started the ball rolling, and it 
was shortly afterwards that Joseph 
J. Nardone, Brooklyn, N. Y. gather- 
ed his Post Card friends together, 
and held the 1st meeting of the Me- 
tropolitan Post Card Collectors of 
New York City. The response was 
good. 

With regrets Mr. Weiner resigned 
from his office as president of the 
Cleveland Post Card Club, pending a 
trip to California, where he and Mrs. 
Weiner intended to settle. Upon his 
arrival in Southern California, Mr. 
Weiner and I established a local club 
in the Los Angeles area. The first 
meeting, in February, 1947, had 23

in attendance. A new club was started 
and they called it the Southern Cali- 
fornia Post Card Club. 

In rapid succession other local 
Post Card Clubs have been establish- 
ed throughout the nation. The fourth 
local club was established in New 
Orleans, La., under the leadership of 
William H. Richardson being ap- 
propriately named the Magnolia 
Chapter of the Post Card Collectors 
Club of America.

Joseph J. Nardone, former presi- 
dent of the “Metro” Chapter in New 
York City, had since moved to Wash- 
ington, D. C., and established the 
Capitol City Chapter of the P.C.C.C. 
of A. in that city. Mr. Nar- 
done has since returned to his home 
Club in New York City., leaving the 
Washington, D. C., club in the very 
good hands of President Leslie L. 
Newsom. 

Bernard Zimmerman, age 16, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., found the need of a 
club for the younger set, and with 
his post card pals, the Brooklyn 
Junior Post Card Club was establish- 
ed for collectors 16 years of age or 
younger. 

In two years time 10 busy, enthusi- 
astic Local Clubs have been estab- 
lished, and are thriving with interest 
and attendance with their member- 
ship continually growing with each 
new meeting.

JOHNSTON Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 
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(Note: The Bibliography of this article is listed 
at the close, but as excerpts from the different 
books are interwoven, the reference is not given 
with the excerpt, neither are quotation marks 
used, as the author’s wording is also interwoven 
with the rest.) 


In the 13th century, in the moun- 
tainous district of Annandale, Dum- 
frieshire, Scotland, near the Firth of 
Solway, there lived a small but hardy 
clan whose chieftain was called JOHN. 
In the middle of this century, John 
appealed to the Earl of Annandale, 
grandfather of the famous Robert 
Bruce, for the purchase of lands near 
the center of this district. His request 
was granted. A name to be chosen, 
and Bruce decided on the combining 
of “John” with “town,” and, in the 
current spelling of the day, the name 
became JONISTUN; and the chief- 
tain, now “Laird of Jonistoun,” was 
called Sir John de Jonistoun, and his 
clansmen were thereafter known as 
Jonistouns. 

Here are listed some of the spellings 
of this name, in the year it was so 
spelled: 

1245—Joneston 
1329—Joniston 
1450—Johnastoun 
1491—Jonhesone 
1493—Johnestoun 
1499—Jonhstone 
1503—Johnnstoun 
1530—Johnestoune 
1558—Johnnestoune 
1575—Johnstounne 
1608—Johnnestoun 
1609—Jhonestowne 
1616—Jhonstoun 
1683—Jonstoun 
1736—Johngston 
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Then add to these the common spell- 
ings now of Johnston and Johnstone 
and we certainly do have an array. 
Some have said Johnson and Johnston 
were the same. This is the difference 
—Johnson is John’s son, and Johnston 
is John’s town, and, as you have just 
read, this town in Dumfrieshire was 
named after the chieftain JOHN. 

The story goes that the Maxwells 
and the Johnstons were always hav- 
ing clan feuds. The Johnstons were 
“jocularly called the Gentle Johnston” 
because they were “Aye Ready,” as 
their war cry goes, fora scrap. They 
had found little favor in royal eyes, 
and when Sir James displaced Lord 
Maxwell as Lord Warden of the West 
Marche, his business being to arrest 
all violators of the law, the King re- 
marked: “We will now set a thief to 
catch a thief.” Sir James “merited 
royal recognition,” and afterward the 
clan enjoyed great prosperity and was 
advanced in rank and honors. The 
son of this Sir James was created 
Lord Johnstone in 1633, and Earl of 
Hartfell in 1648. Then came his son 
James, created Earl of Annandale and 
Hartfell in 1661. The third Marquis 
died insane in 1792, and since then 
the title has been in abeyance in spite 
of attempts to have the claims of the 
clan recognized by the House of Lords. 

Even Sir Walter Scott in his “Fair 
Maid of Perth” commented on the 
fact that “Every Scotchman must re- 
gret that the name of Johnstone 
should have disappeared from the 
peerage,” etc., etc. 

“Within the bounds of Annandale 
The gentle Johnstons ride; 

They have been there a thousand years, 
A thousand more they’ll bide.” 
The North country Johnstons bear 

the Arms of Annandale quartered 

with Garroch, and have a phoenix in 
flames for the crest. 

In Scotland each knight could wear 
the same symbols on his Coat-of-Arms 
as his chieftain with some changes in 
color or added symbols, to difference 
it. The first Earl of Annandale was 
Bruce who bore Argent a saltire and 
a chief gules. While vassals of Bruce, 
Johnstons bore Argent a saltire sable 
a chief gules. Later, the Randolphs 
ruled, and they bore Argent 3 cushions 
gules, and to show their allegiance to 
their new master, the Johnstons placed 
three gold cushions on the chief. 

Therefore the Armorial Bearing for 
Johnston today reads: Argent a sal- 
tire sable on a chief gules three cush- 
ions or. Crest—A winged spur or. 
Motto—‘Numquam non paratus.” 

The color code in the accompanying 
is Argent, silver—plain surface; sable, 
black-crossed lines; gules, red—verti- 
cal lines; or, gold—dots. 
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The saltire or St. Andrew’s cross, 
and the chief, or band across the up- 
per third of the shield, are two of 
the _nine “Honourable Ordinaries,” 
straight-sided figures one-third (or 
approximately) of the shield, first sym- 
bols used to identify men encased in 
armour. The cross is definitely a 
Crusader emblem, denoting suffering, 
sacrifice and sorrow, and this particu- 
lar form was granted to one who 
sealed the walls of a fort or city. 
The chief is emblematical of ranks, 
dignity, authority and dominion. 

Cushions were granted to those who 
had dealings with affairs law. 

While the Johnstons “borrowed’’: all 
of the symbols on the shield of their 
Coat-of-Arms, they would not have 
been allowed to bear them if they 
had not been worthy of them. 

The crest—the gold winged spur, is 
a Johnston grant, with a good story 
to verify it. When John Baliol was 
King of Scotland, King Edward II 
of England tried to make him acknowl- 
edge Scotland to be tributary to Eng- 
land, and Robert Bruce (Earl of Car- 
rick then) bitterly opposed the idea. 
King Edward, hearing of Bruce’s op- 
position, laid a plot to seize him, and 
was only prevented by Baliol’s send- 
ing the chief of the Johnstons to 
Bruce with a warning. Baliol did not 
wish to write to Bruce for fear his 
message would be intercepted by fol- 
lowers of Edward; so he sent a spur 
to which was tied a bird’s wing. Bruce 
took the hint and saved himself by 
flight. When he became King, he con- 
ferred the crest of the winged spur 
on the messenger. 

Any family may take its own motto, 
and omit it at will, borrowing from 
friends and neighbors; or, one may be 
granted with the Coat-of-Arms. The 
Johnstons have had thirteen different 
mottoes, but the one use mainly is 
“Numquam non paratus,” translated 
“Never unready,” or as the clan say: 
“Aye-Ready!”’. 

Again we quote from Walter Scott’s 
“Fair Maid of Perth”: “Do you see 
yonder men, who are riding wildly on 
the other side of the river? These are 
Annandale men; I know them by the 
length of their lances and by the way 
they hold them. An Annandale man 
never slopes his spear backwards, but 
always keeps the point upright or 
pointed forward. I will say them no 
scandal. If you were in their own 
glen they would use you hospitably, 
and you would have nothing to fear; 
but they are now on an expedition. 
“All is fish that comes to their net.” 

The seat of the elan was at Locker- 
by near the center of Annandale, and 
the Castle of Lockwood was there. 

All of the Johnstons who came from 
Ireland to this country either came 
from Scotland, stopping in Ireland, or 
were born in Ireland of Scottish par- 
entage. They emigrated because of 
religious and political persecution. 
Many families came direct from Scot- 
land here. 

Let us look at a few of the John- 
ston families who were early settlers 
in America, finding the home of their 
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choice in various sections of the East- 
ern Seaboard. 

One of them is the maternal line 
of the sponsor of this article, Caloway 
Burr Gavin, Insvrance Broker in 
Chicago. His wife is on the office staff 
of the North Shore Hotel, Evanston, 
Illinois, where I reside, and they are 
eager to gather and arrange the ma- 
terial which they know about, and 
search out the new, so that they may 
have as complete a book as possible 
for their growing family. 

Mr. Gavin’s mother, now living in 
Louisiana, was Mary Isabella John- 
ston, and her father, James Burr 
Johnston, Jr. The Burr name came 
into the family through some associa- 
tion with Aaron Burr at his best. 
Arista Johnston, brother. of James 
Burr Johnston Jr., wrote a very inter- 
esting story of the family which is 
in Mr. Gavin’s family, from which we 
will take excerpts. 

The Johnstons from Scotland, and 
the Lindens from Switzerland, both 
landed at Norfolk, Virginia, about 1770 
or 1780, and later settled in South 
Carolina; Johnstons in the Chester- 
‘field District, and Lindens in Charles- 
ton. Here they established their homes 
and raised their families. Two of the 
their sons, John Johnston, and John 
Linden, moved to the Mississippi Ter- 
ritory, to the part now composing 
Alabama. When they reached Tom- 


bigbee River near Cotton Gin Port, 
they constructed a raft on which to 


move their goods and negroes down 
the river. But the raft was wrecked 
and about 100 negroes were drowned. 
The raft repaired, they continued on 
their quest, the Johnstons settling at 
McIntosh Bluff now in Washington 
Co. Alabama. and the Lindens going 
on down to Montgomery Hill on the 
east side of the Alabama River. ; 
The two families kept up their 
friendly relations, though the John- 
stons were not as well fixed financially 
as the Lindens. Daniel Johnston and 
Elizabeth Linden were deeply in love, 
but because of the difference in finan- 
cial status, Elizabeth’s parents ob- 
jected to the “pairing” fearful their 
daughter would not have proper care. 
On a Christmas night there was a 
great ball at the home of Sam Mims, 
after whom the fort was later named. 
This was in 1800—not 1900—nor 1948! 
Suddenly several of the young people, 
including these lovers, disappeared, 
and if suspected, could have been seen 
paddling in canoes down the river. 
They landed at Fort Stoddard an hour 
before daylight, and finding the Com- 
mander, Capt. Shaumburg had arisen 
early, they beseeched him to perform 
a marriage ceremony! The proposi- 
tion astounded the good-natured old 
German, who protested his ignorance 
of such matters and assured them he 
was only a military commandant, hav- 
ing no authority whatever to make 
people husband and wife. They in- 
structed him, telling him that the 
Federal Government had placed him 
there as a general protector, ete. Fi- 
nally the commandant placed the lov- 
ers before him and proceded to per- 
form the following ceremony: ’I, Capt. 
Shaumburg of the 2nd Regiment, U.S. 
Army, and Commandant of Fort Stod- 
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dard, do hereby pronounce you hus- 
band and wife. Go home, behave your- 
selves, and multiply and replenish the 
Tensaw country.” 

The writer of that story (in 1907) 
said his mother, Isabella A. Johnston, 
was the daughter of that couple, and 
she married her cousin, James Burr 
Johnston, Sr. Arista Johnston in his 
story-letter, tells about his grand- 
father, Col. John or “Jack” Johnston, 
who would be great-great grandfather 
of Mr. Gavin. There is a book about 
his life: “Concerning the Forefather 
—Being a Memoir of two pioneers— 
Col. Robert Patterson and Col. John 
Johnston,” by Charlotte Reeve Con- 
over. 

Col. John Johnston was born in Ire- 
land March, 1775, and came to Amer- 
ica in his eleventh year. “A brief 
summary of his career” (the book 
says)—Clerk in the War Dept.; In- 
dian Agent for 31 years: Canal Com- 
missioner for Ohio for 11 years; Pay- 
master and Quartermaster throughout 
the War of 1812: President of the 
Historical and Philosophical Society 
of Ohio; author of the article “Indian 
Tribes of Ohio”; founder of the first 
Sunday School in Miami County, Ohio; 
a founder of Kenyon College; trustee 
of Miami University in Oxford; and 
member of the Visiting Board at West 
Point. He knew some of the Indian 
dialects, was familiar with their cus- 
toms, religions and war habits, and 
contributed much of value, through 
his articles, to a better understanding 
of the race and their needs. 

The letter adds that he was a law- 
yer; that he wrote the treaty between 
the U. S. Government and the Choc- 
taw Indians, known as the Dancing 
Rabbit Creek Treaty: that he moved 
with his son James Burr and grand- 
son to the place where he had helned 
to settle the Choctaws, in Indian Ter- 
ritory; that, his first wife having died, 
he married a half-Indian woman and 
had three sons, one of them, Douglas, 
being at one time, governor of the 
Territory. 


In Pennsylvania we find the John- 
stons in Lancaster Co. about the mid- 
dle of the 18th century. One John 
was the first constable of Lackawana 
Township which at that time covered 
the entire Tuscarora Valley; was ap- 
pointed by the Court of Cumberland 
Co. Oct. 28, 1754. He was known as 
“The White Hunter.” He was well 
acquainted with the dispositions of the 
Indians, for he was keen enough to 
sell his property after Braddock’s De- 
feat and leave the community just be- 
fore the massacre that almost cleared 
Cumberland Co. of the white people. 
Another famous Johnston in Pa. in 
early days was one Andrew, a lawyer 
in Junita Co. around 1755. 

Dr. James Johnston, was born 1686 
in Dumfrieshire Scotland, where he 
married Jean Nisbet. He was of the 
Royal Navy, but came to Georgia, and 
was editor of the Georgia Gazette. 
Lewis—either a brother or son—was 
a member of “His Majesty’s Honour- 
able Council,” and sided with the 
Crown during the Revolution; went to 
Jamaica, where he died. 

James and John Johnston, brothers, 
were with their father James in 
Scarborough and Stroudwater, Maine, 
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about 1735, having been born in Ire 
land, after their parents left Scotlan:: 
during the McGregor War of 1692-5. 
James was a weaver, ran a ferry, hai: 
a tavern, was in. real estate busines; 
had a lumber trade (building ships fo: 
the Royal Navy). His brother John 
was also a weaver and went into th 
lumber business with him—this befor: 
the Revolution. George and James 
son of this James, were in the Lex- 
ington Alarm. (No more Royal Navy 
ships!) 

On a tombstone near Yale Univer- 
sity is the inscription: “Capt. Archi- 
bald Johnston—1732-1789” which of 
course places his service as Captain 
in the Revolutionary War. He started 
and owned and promoted The John- 
ston Iron Works, very important in 
its day, and mentioned in English 
articles about iron. He lived almost 
on the state border, both in Conn. and 
New York, and volunteered in both 
state troops. He was a large land 
owner, and was a public spirited man. 
Had five sons whose names are often 
to be seen in county records. One of 
these, John, married Mary, daughter 
of Josiah Stoddard, a signer of the 
protest against the British Port Bill. 
The “Johnstons of Salisbury” book 
gives stories of many descendants of 
Archibald, among them Dr. John, 
Senator Josiah Stoddard Johnston, 
and about the intermarriage with the 
Hancocks, Strothers, and the Henry 
St. George Tucker family of Virginia. 

Peter Johnston, born in Lockerby, 
Annandale, Dumfrieshire Scotland, in 
1735, a “gild-brother,” and burgess of 
the burgh of Lochmaben including 
Lockerby, in 1773 applied for and re- 
ceived a certificate of good character 
signed by the magistrate of Lochma- 
ben, and set out for America. He 
settled with the Laing family in Palm- 
erston, Saratoga Co., N. Y. It was 
thought his brother went to Virginia, 
but not verified. However another 
Peter went to Virginia, settling on 
the James River in 1727, and he was 
the grandfather of the Confederate 
General, Joseph Eccleston Johnston. 
The genealogy giving the line of this 
first Peter, follows his descendants 
into many of the Western states. 

The Colonial Dames of America 
have placed on the walls of “The Old 
North Church,” the following com- 
memorative tablet: 

This Tablet 
In Memory of 
Thomas Johnston 
of Brattle Street 


Boston 
BUILDER OF THE ORGAN 
in this Church, 
and worthy to be remembered 
as an engraver 
and heraldic painter. 
He died May 8, 1767, 
At the age of 59 years. 
Thomas Johnston, japanner, her- 
aldic painter and engraver, was no 
doubt the first person in New England 
to construct church organs, and to 
follow the business as a regular pro- 
fession. The first organ in Christ 
Church, known as “Old North” was 
imported in 1736. In 1752 the church 
records give the first account of an 
American-built organ, and the agree- 
ment with Mr. Thomas Johnston to 
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build an organ “with an echo equal 
to that of Trinity Church,” an organ 
imported in 1737. He completed the 
—_ in 1758, and it was in use until 


“Who’s Who” for 1948-9 mentions 
over 30 Johnstons and Johnstones, 
with the following professions: Rail- 
road executive, civil engineer, lawyer, 
labor executive, Motion Picture As- 
sociation, photographer, author, bank- 
er, judge, architect, chemist, botanist, 
High School and College professors, 
clergy, pharmacist, librarian, aviator 
executive, and an ex-governor of South 
Carolina. Occasionally in these arti- 
cles we point to those who have been 
honored by being so listed—not_ be- 
cause there are no others who have 
achieved, but because their names are 
of easy access, and prove that these 
of the name are interested in higher 
education and a variety of subjects. 
Thousands of Johnstons, and descend- 
ants of another name, have lived and 
are living successfully, and without 
doubt their battle cry, from the olden 
days of Annandale—Aye—Ready !— 
has been passed down through the 
ages and become a household motto.

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MY HOBBY IS TRACK RECORDS 


By WALTER E. DONOVAN 


Back in July of 1983 Jack Lovelock 
set a new mile record of 4:07.6 at 
Princeton defeating Bill Bonthron, a 
Princeton sophomore, who set an 
American record. At this time I was 
competing in track at Lynbrook High 
School on Long Island and I began to 
save the clippings from newspapers 
of races in which I competed. I also 
saved the clipping from the New York 
Herald Tribune describing Lovelock’s 
race. 

This was the start of a collection 
that has now grown to such volumin- 
ous proportions that it is now alleged 
to be the largest collection of its kind 
in the world. 

More than 50 scrap books contain 
hundreds of thousands of clippings of 
15 years of track meets all over the 
world. In addition thousands of pic- 
tures are kept in binders all captioned 
by the writer. 

Research going as far back as 1876 
has produced a list of records so com- 
plete that I was able to supply 
Sweden with all the American records 
for a book they were publishing in 
connection with the Olympics. This 
request came through the A. A. U. and 
was forwarded to me by Mr. Daniel 
J. Ferris, Secretary-Treasurer. I have 
also written a history and record 
growth compilation for the AMA- 
TEUR ATHLETE official publication 
of the A.A. U. I have also written a 
history and record growth compila- 
tion for the I. C. 4 A. for their indoor 
program at Madison Square Garden 
and their outdoor program at Ran- 
dalls Island, New York.

track records are kept up to date. 
From all this research [I have also 
compiled two special illustrated books 
of the greatest runners of all time for 
each event. 

At first I just saved clippings from 
Metropolitan newspapers but now I 
write to newspapers in the towns 
where meets are held and thus get 
much better coverage, I have more 
than 200 guides and programs in my 
collection. 

I am now a member of the I. C.4 A 
record’s committee and I am at pre- 
sent bringing all College records up 
to date. 

There is a definite weakness among 
sports enthusiasts when quoting track 
records and I have been able to settle 
many debatable questions on track 
and field records among both news- 
papers and magazines. 

I hope some day to place all of my 
records in a book which will when 
published be “the last word” in track 
such as the baseball redbook is today. 


NATURAL HISTORY 


(CONTINUED) 
Ever See the Apyornis? 


One of the Bulletins from the Mu- 
seum of the University of South 
Dakota tells of one of their exhibits 
which has for its major attraction 
one of the large eggs of the extinct 
bird, Apyornis. This egg which is 
about equal in size to 110 chicken 
eggs was taken to South Dakota by 
a returned Lutheran Missionary, the 
late Reverend P. C. Halvorson, who 
sold it to the Museum. for a nominal 
sum. The Apyornis has been extinct 
more than 400 years, and is very 
rare. Some specimens of these eggs 
were covered up by severe dust 
storms, perhaps by several feet, and 
have been preserved through the cen- 
turies. The one in the University 
collection was found on the Island of 
Madagascar, and it is a much treas- 
ured specimen in their collection of 
350 sets of different species of birds’

Sometimes one wonders if the 
term “dumb animals” as applied to 
animals and birds doesn’t need re- 
vising. Take “Limpy,” a robin for 
instance.

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THE SAPPHIRE

September’s birthstone, the sap- 
phire, is a beautiful stone of rich 
blue color. It is commoner than the 
ruby though it has the identical min- 
eral constitution; it differs from the 
ruby because of the color which 
ranges from white to the deepest 
blue and black. The blue of the sap- 
phire is very seldom pure, or spread 
over the whole substance of the 
stone; sometimes it is mixed with

by artificial light gives it a mauve 
hue. It is a strange fact that if 
sapphires and rubies are exposed to 
the effects of high temperatures, 
they lose their color. However, upon 
cooling, rubies are restored to their 
original color while the sapphires 
are not. The sapphire is slightly 
harder than the ruby; when exposed 
to the action of radium rays, the 
sapphire turns first green and then 
yellow. 

The sapphire is mined in Austra- 
lia, Burma, Ceylon, Kashmir, Siam 
and the United States. Its name is 
the Greek word meaning blue. Of its 
many hues, which include pink and 
yellow, the experts consider the ideal 
to be an intense royal blue color and 
velvety soft “texture”. These are 
mined in Burma, Kashmir, and Siam. 
The Ceylon sapphire is paler and has 
a tinge of mauve. In the United 
States the Montana sapphire is often 
a light cold blue of metallic luster, 
and Fergus County produces a true 
blue color besides one of magenta. 
The Australian stone is much denser 
and more indigo in color; under 
artificial light it darkens so that it 
appears almost black. 

In the Middle Ages this stone was 
supposed to be a great help to the 
wearer in leading a good life, and

One, shaped 
like a feather, had all its gems — 
five big sapphires and seventy-five 
small ones mixed with diamonds — 
mounted on fine wires so that with 
the slightest movement they quivered 
and__ scintillated with entrancing 
effect. 

Dowager Queen Mary of England 
is a lover and connoisseur of sap- 
phires. At one of the great Exhibi- 
tions she astonished the jewel ex- 
perts from Ceylon by the careful and 
faultless selection she made from a 
pool of sapphires they spread before 
her. She wished to have thirty-four 
stones of almost the same size to 
make into a necklace and did not re- 
lax her attention until she haa cnos- 
en them. They are her favorite day- 
time jewel for wear with outdoor 
costume and her brooch, earrings ana 
hatpins all match; each is a single 
big sapphire rimmed with tiny dia- 
monds. 

The most important sapphire in 
England is said to be in the Imper- 
ial crown which was made for Queen 
Victoria in 1838. It contains three 
gems of great historic renown, the 
“Stuart sapphire”, the sapphire from 
the ring of Edward the Confessor, 
and also a fine spinel ruby that be- 
longed to the Black Prince. This is 
not, however, the one with which the 
kings of England are crowned, the 
“St. Edward’s.” 

Another great historical sapphire 


was that worn by Charlemagne as a . 


clasp for his imperial mantle. After 
Napoleon conquered Germany he was 
presented with this sapphire and it 
is thought that his ill-luck began 
then. For it passed into the hands of 
Napoleon III and thence to Eugenie, 
who came to desolation and _ loneli- 
ness in a land strange to her. After 
her death the stone became the 
property of the Spanish Duke of Al- 
va, her nephew, ‘who presented it to 
the Cathedral of Rheims.

The Bell of St. Mura 


This curious relic, engraved over 
leaf, two-thirds the size of the 
original is remarkable as a work of 
art, as well as a genuine relic of the 
most venerable antiquity; it was 
formerly regarded with superstitious 
reverence in Ireland, and any liquid 
drunk from it was believed to have 
peculiar properties in alleviating 
human suffering; hence, the peasant 
‘women of the district in which it 
was long preserved, particularly used 
it in cases of child-birth, and a ser- 
ious disturbance was excited on a 
former attempt to sell it by its own- 
er. its legenaary history relates that 
it descended from the sky ringing 
loudly; but as it approached the con- 
course of people who had assembled 
at the miraculous warning, the 
tongue detached itself and returned 
towards the skies; hence it was con- 
cluded that the bell was never to be 
profaned by sounding on earth, but 
was to be kept for purposes more 
holy and beneficient. This is said to 
have happened on the spot where 
once stood the famous Abbey of Fa- 
han, near Innishowen (County Done- 
gal), founded in the seventh century 
by St. Mura, or Muranus, during the 
reign of Abodh Slaine. For centuries 
this abbey was noted as the deposi- 
tory of various valuable objects, 
which were held in special venera- 
tion by the people. Amongst these 
several curious manuscripts 
written by St. Mura, his crozier, and 
this bell; which ultimately came into 
the possession of a poor peasant re- 
siding at Inneshowen, who parted 
‘with it to Mr. Brown, of Beaumaris, 
at whose sale in 1855 it was purchas- 
ed by Lord Londesborough. The ma- 
terial of the bell is bronze, and its 
form quadrangular, resembling other 
ancient Irish bells, and leading to 
the conclusion that it is the genuine 
work of the seventh century. The 
extreme feeling of veneration shown 
towards it in various ages is proved 
by the ornament with which it is en- 
cased. By the accidental removal of 
one portion of the outer casing, a 
series of earlier enrichments were 
discovered beneath, which were most 
probably placed there in the ninth 
century. The portion disclosed (the 
lower right hand corner) consists of 
a tracery of Runic knots wrought in 
brass, and firmly attached to the bell 
by a thin plate of gold; — whether 
the remainder of these early decora- 
tions, now concealed, be similar, can- 
not be determined without removing 
the outer plates. These exterior 
ornaments consist of a series of de- 
tached silver plates of various sizes 
diversely embossed in the _ style 
known to have prevailed in the 
eleventh century. The center is 
adorned with a large crystal, and 
smaller gems have once been set in

1743 suggests those olden times when 
firemen and bucketmen here and 
elsewhere wore stovepipe fire hats, 
a number of which are shown in the 
Museum. 


Some of the fire buckets date from 
the early history of the city when 
all householders or landlords were 
required by law to keep a number of 
these available for the use of the fire 
department in forming bucket lines 
to fill the tubs of the earlier engines. 
A most interesting bucket is one 
from Buckingham Palace bearing the 
coat of arms of the royal family of 
England. 


The collection of fire prints, prob- 
ably the largest of this nature that 
has been gathered, consists of sever- 
al printings of the entire Currier & 
Ives series, “The Life of a Fireman,” 
“The American Fireman,” firemen’s 
certificates and other subjects, in- 
cluding “The Darktown Fire Bri- 
gade.” In connection with the latter, 
there is an original sketch from 
which ‘the subject was drawn on 
stone by the lithographers of Currier 
& Ives. Practically all prints on the 
subject of fires, firemen, fire-engines 
appearing in Harper’s Weekly, Les- 
lie’s, Gleason’s and other magazines 
are either framed or bound in large 
volumes which have been placed in 
the Museum for the use of visitors or 
students. 


In addition to many firemen’s cer- 
tificates, fire insurance policies, al- 
manacks and calandars, there are 
unique samples of legal tender issued 
by The Adrian Insurance Company. 


During the New York Conflagra- 
tion of 1835, the Franklin Fire En- 
gine Company of Philadelphia hauled 
their engine through mud, ice and 
snow for three days in an attempt to 
bring assistance to the New York 
Fire Department. Although they ar- 
rived a day late, their heroic efforts 
were so appreciated that they were 
lavishly entertained by the New York 
firemen and presented with a pair of 
ornately carved engine panels upon 
which were well executed painted 
figures of Benjamin Franklin. One 
of these panels is included in the 
Smith collection. 


A large solid silver and gold in- 
lay service in the group was given 
to Isaac N. Marks,President of the 
Firemen’s Charitable Association of 
New Orleans. Marks was a prom- 
inant business man of that southern 
city and took a great interest in the 
affairs of the firemen. He was at 
one time President of the Firemen’s 
Insurance Company of New Orleans. 
The presentation took place at the 
Grand Opera House, then the Varie- 
ties Theatre, on March 4th, 1872. 
The service consists of a five-gallon 
punch bowl standing over thirty 
inches in height, and _ thirty-three 
goblets with the handles wrought to 
represent firemen. Every feature of 
the beautifully engraved design is 


symbolic of the old volunteer firemen, 
their machines and tools of trade. 
Each of the goblets represents an 
engine, hose or hook and ladder com- 
pany of New Orleans. 


The Museum library contains an 
extensive collections of volumes on 
the history of fire insurance, fire- 
engines, conflagrations and lore per- 
taining to the old-time firemen. In- 
cluded also is a large collection of 
patent papers on many of the fire- 
engines and other fire extinguishing 
apparatus. 


That fire-engines have always 
been thrilling to the juvenile heart is 
reflected in the large collection of 
toys, some of which date from. the 
early volunteer days. One of the 
earliest and most interesting shown 
here actually pumps water, throw- 
ing a stream about twenty feet. 


When the Museum of the Volun- 
teer Firemen of New York was 
broken up some years ago, a large 
collection of hat fronts and presen- 
tation shields disappeared. Located 
in Philadelphia these were acquired 
so that they might be returned to 
New York. They now appear in the 
Museum and include several hundred 
specimens. Among the most inter- 
esting are the hat fronts of Harry 
Howard, Chief Engineer of the New 
York Fire Department from 1857 to 
1860, and Dave Broderick, Foreman 
of Engine 34, who later was elected 
a Senator in California and ‘was kil- 
led in a dual. 


Among the miscellaneous but no 
less interesting items is a mirror 
from Mrs. O’Leary’s house in Chica- 
go, a copper bolt made by Paul re- 
vere and taken from the U. S. S. 
Constitution, an order signed by Ben- 
jamin Franklin for rations for the 
Invalid Corps during the Revolution- 
ary War and a number of relics from 
the great Chicago and San Francisco 
conflagrations. 


After the Chicago Fire of 1871 de- 
stroyed the Chicago office of The 
Home Insurance Company, tempor- 
ary headquarters for the adjustment 
of losses was set up in a loft, and 
from the small desk shown in the 
Museum, Harry H. Walker, Resi- 
dent Secretary in Chicago, adjusted 
the losses and kept records of the 
payments of $3,150,586 to the com- 
pany’s Chicago policyholders. 


Lincoln, the Inventor

He patented a device to lift boats over

tractive boxes have pictures on tlie 
playing side, showing all manner of 
scenes along the “right of way”, 
depots, hotels, parks, etc. 


The cards form quite an interesi- 
ing and historical story of the vari- 
ous railroads. Many old engines and 
trains bridges, etc., are shown. From 
the collector’s standpoint these decks 
are of great interest and are much 
in demand. A collection of 50 decks, 
all different, is considered quite an 
achievement. The old type decks are 
2% inches wide. 


During the past few years the 
new issues have been very colorful, 
picturing new streamlined trains and 
Diesel engines. These modern decks 
are mostly of the “bridge” size, 2% 
inches wide and do not always have 
pictures on the playing side. 


Probably hundreds of these mod- 
ern decks have been issued by just 
about all the main railroads in the 
U. S. A. A few decks showing rail- 
roads in foreign countries are also 
to be found in our collections. 


In addition to the souvenir decks 
mentioned here, many decks have 
been issued by corporations affiliated 
with the railroad business. These 
show pictures of railroad equipment 
of various kinds including coal dump 
cars, tank cars, signal devices, etc. 


The manufacturers of playing cards 
have used many decks of attractive 
designs not pertaining to any par- 
ticular railroad. These include copies 
of old prints showing trains and en- 
gines by Currier & Ives and others. 


And by the way, Major Lenox R. 
Lohr, President of the Chicago Rail- 
road Fair, is a collector of playing 
cards, but he, of course, specializes - 
in those of historical nature and 
early American issues, and cards 
showing subjects on the backs of 
science and industry. — H. Bruce 
Spencer, President Playing Card As- 
sociation.

The two 
large spaces in front of the arched 
top were also most probably filled 
‘with precious stones, as the gold set- 
ting still remains entire. The best 
workmanship has been devoted to 
these decorations; the hook for sus- 
pending the bell is of brass, and has 
been covered with early bronze orna- 
ment which has been filled in with 
niello, the intervening space being 
occupied by silver plates ornamented 
like the rest of the later decorations 
which cover its surface. From the 
absence of any traces of rivets on 
the back or sides of the bell, the de- 
coration it has received may have 
been restricted to the casing of the 
handle and the enrichment of the 
front of this venerated relic.

THE FAR EAST 
China fitted her products to the 
tastes of the outside world. 

Many interesting symbols, in 
cluding yellow for earth, clouds for 
heaven, fungus and bamboo for long- 
evity, bats for happiness, chrysan 
themums for autumn, the lotus flower 
for purity, the dragon for imperia! 
power, imparted an exotic quality to 
the sumptuous tomb brocades and 
princely fabrics that form an im- 
portant part of the exhibition. 

Although the materials on which 
the copies are based are preserved 
in Japan, they are for the most par‘ 
Chinese, and represent a high point 
in Chinese culture. China during the 
T’ang dynasty (618-908 A. D.) was 
the most cosmopolitan country in 
the world, and Chinese art of this 
period reflects not only Iranian but 
also Hellenistic influence. A particu- 
larly lovely fabric, the “vine ara- 
besque” of .golden-yellow on a pur- 
ple-brown ground, demonstrates the 
Chinese genius for adapting foreign 
motifs. 

Several originals of a later period, 
preserved in Japan by devotees of the 
tea ceremony, an interesting ritual 
developed in China in the 8th cen- 
tury and adapted by the Japanese 
into an almost religious worship of 
purity and refinement, have been 
copied in the pieces. The “rabbit and 
treasure” silk was used by a famous 
tea-master for wiping the tea uten- 
sils.
